Thompson considers move to impound state funds

Governor-tied James R. Thompson 


wld Wednesday he Is trying to deter- 
mine whether he has the authority to 
Impound state funds, a technique he 
may un« to stave off a tax Increase or 
lo keep the state from bankruptcy. 


Calling the Impounding technique 


an "unpalatable" option. Thompson 
said he would not be party to a tax 
hike or willingly govern a bankrupt 
state. Impoundment could allow the 


governor to block expenditures au- 
thorized by the Illinois General As- 
sembly or spending approved over the 
vetoes of Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The Republican's predictions came 


alter an apparently unsuccessful mis- 
sion to Springfield '.o urge Illinois 
General Assembly leaders to resist 
pressure from lobbyists to override 
Walker's vetoes. 


THE ILLINOIS HOUSE voted to re- 


store about $17 million for higher edu- 
cation just after Thompson returned 


to Chicago. The legislature will con- 
sider restoring an additions! $34 mil- 
lion in vetoed funds to the budget be- 
fore adjourning Friday. 


"The dike was already breeched to 


the {une of SU! million on Tuesday," 
Thompson said. Ho said if all the 
spending vetoes arc overridden and 
the Illinois Dept. of Public Aid seeks 
a deficiency appropriation of $50 mil- 
lion, the state will be bankrupt. 


While downplaying the possibility of 


impounding funds, a controversial 


process used by former President 
Richard M. Nixon in 1972, Thompson 
said his attorney is researching the 
question. 


"If I have the legal authority and I 


consider it a wise policy move and I 
think it will make a difference, then I 
will loan that way," Thompson said. 


HE SAID ALTHOUGH he received 


support from a number of Republican 
lawmakers, the Democratic leaders 
gave him no assurances they would 
vote to sustain Walker's vetoes. How- 


ever, Thompson said he did not ex- 
pect their support 


Thompson said the first suggestion 


to impound money came from a Re- 
publican legislator. 


"I told him it would be irresponsible 


for a legislator to vote to spend mon- 
ey the state does not have and then 
expect the governor to bail them out," 
he said. Thompson said that impound- 
ment probably would put him on a 
collision course with the legislature. 


"I don't want to be a Republican 


Dan Walker," Thompson said, in- 
dicating he is hoping to avoid the pi/- 
litical controversy that has existed for 
the past four years between Walker 
and lawmakers of both parties. 


Thompson said he told lawmakers 


to resist pressure from constituents 
and special interest groups to vote for 
veto overrides. 


He said if the legislature sustains 


the vetoes, he will tevlew the spend- 
ing requests after taking office next 
month.

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Oil reserve proposed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hoping to 


blunt the threat of any new oil cm- 
b a r g o , the Ford administration 
Wednesday proposed spending $8 bil- 
lion to buy 500 million barrels of for- 
eign oil by 1882 and pump It into un- 
derground salt caverns along the U.S. 
Gulf Coast, 


F e d e r a l Energy Administrator 


Frank Zarb said the storage plan 


would carry the nation halfway to- 
ward the goal of becoming "embargo 
proof" by 1985. 


Zarb said the U.S. government 


would buy oil for the storage program 
from the lowest bidder and, In a ma- 
jor break with normal practice, pur- 
chase it directly from foreign govern- 
ments rather than through oil com- 
panies. 


The FEA's 400-page plan, created at 


the direction of Congress and subject 
to congressional approval, estimated 
the cost of designing, constructing, 
filling and maintaining the petroleum 
reserve through 1982 would be $7.5 to 
8 billion, mostly for buying oil. 


COST ESTIMATES were based on 


existing world oil prices, Zarb told a 
news conference. 


Zarb said the government hopes to 


start pumping the oil into caverns in 
salt domes or abandoned salt mines 
by midsummer. 


Eight possible storage sites were 


considered: Ironton mine, Ironton, 
Ohio; Central Rock mine, Lexington, 
Ky., Klecr mine, Grand Saline, Tex., 
Bryan Mound dome, Brazoria, Tex.;

Accord to buy C&NW 
service reached ivith RTA 


The Chicago and North Western Ry. 


reportedly has reached a tentative 
agreement with the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority for purchase of 
the railroad's commuter service. 


Sources close to the negotiations 


Wednesday said both sides ore putting 
together the paperwork needed to 
complete the agreement. They said 
only disagreements on the language 
of the document remain to be re- 
solved. 


Officials at both the RTA and the 


railroad refused to discuss the nego- 
tiations except In general terms. 


"I KNOW THAT there Is a lot of 


paperwork bclnfl done," said railroad 
spokesman James- Macdonald. "I 
don't know the numbers Involved and 
I don't want to know. It b enormously 
complex." 


MacDonald, however, said negotia- 


tions include purchase of the rail- 
road's equipment. This purchase has 
been a point of controversy between 
RTA directors, with some strongly fa- 
voring the purchase and others oppos- 
ing It. 


Both sides reportedly have agreed 


on a $6.2 million subsidy for fiscal 
1977. a $8.5 million subsidy for fiscal 
1978 and a $10.3 million subsidy for 
fiscal 1979. No figures were releases 
for the fiscal year which ended June 
30. 


RTA director Richard Newland of 


Waukegan said he expects the RTA 
board to meet on the matter by Dec. 
23. He said any agreement will be an- 
nounced at a joint press conference 
with the railroad. 


An agreement with the North West- 


ern would bring RTA benefits to the 
Northwest suburbs, which rely heavi- 
ly on rail service to the city. 


Bruce isn't dead, his family says

Some U.S. officials are eager to 


declare Navy Lt. Bruce Fryar 
"officially dead," but his family Is 
not. 


It has been seven years since 


the family first learned that 
Fryar's plane was shot down dur- 
ing a bombing mission over Laos. 


The news came just 
after 


Christmas 1969, and the holidays 
have never been the same for the 
Fryar family, formerly of Rolling 
Meadows. 


TII E GOVERNMENT never 


clarified details of the incident, 
and it still is not known whether 
Fryar was killed or taken prison- 
er, whether he was tortured or 
lives within the confines of a Com- 
munist jail, hoping to return 
home. 


The family was not surprised 


Wednesday when It heard that a 
Congressional committee is rec- 
ommending that all American sol- 
diers reported missing in action 
be declared dead. 


"It upsets me because there ore 


a lot of things the government 
could have done to find out what 
happened to these men and never 
did. It's been a very impersonal 
attitude toward men missing in 
action," said Dawn Slice, Fryar's 
sister, who lives in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


I'm not satisfied that they 


ever tried to find out what hap- 
pened to my brother and the guys 
who went down over Laos. I hate 
to see them quit trying to find out 
what happened to them," she 
said. 


FRYAR WAS ONLY 25 when his 


life became a question mark. He 
is considered to be among 1,300 
Vietnam War veterans still unac- 
counted for. 


"My folks have reluctantly ac- 


cepted the idea that he Is dead. 
But, there is still hope. There is 
no evidence to prove that he is 
dead and this committee recom- 
mendation would just be a declar- 
ation that would leave many 
questions unanswered," Mrs. Slice 
said. 


It is more convenient if the gov- 


ernment can classify these miss- 
ing soldiers as dead, even if they 
are not, she said, "but, it's not 
fair to the families." 


"They shouldn't feel they can

Winter ivarming up... 
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Data backs 
damage 
to ozone 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The scien- 


tist who first reported fluorocarbon 
gases from aerosol sprays were erod- 
ing the Earth's ozone layer said 
Wednesday new information supports 
his theory and indicates the damage 
may bo even worse than expected. 


"The message is quite dear," Prof. 


F. Sherwood Rowland of the Univer- 
sity of California at Irvine told a Sen- 
ate hearing. "Continued release of 
chlorofluorocarbon gases will cause 
an unacceptably large change in the 
average stratospheric ozone concen- 
tration." 


Rowland testified before a space 


sciences 
subcommittee 
examining 


what has happened in the two years 
since his theory first was publicized. 


Representatives of three govern- 


ment agencies controlling consumer 
aerosol products containing the gases 
all testified they were moving to ban 
tho propellant, with a target date of 
one year from now. 


J. PETER JESSOV, a researcher 


for tho Du Pont Co., a major manu- 
facturer of the gases, said the latest 
calculations indicate damage to the 
ozone layer will be less than original- 
ly thought. 


But Rowland said new data have 


boon gathered since the 
National 


Academy of Sciences issued its report 
last September saying fluorocarbons 
probably were at fault for harming 
the ozone layer which protects the 
Earth from the sun's harmful ul- 
traviolet rays. 


"Many of the remaining uncertain- 


ties mentioned in the NAS report have 
been substantially reduced, and the 
current estimate of long-term ozone 
loss in steady state at current rates is 
somewhat higher, about 10 per cent, 
instead of 7 per cent," he said. 


"The numerical change is not ma- 


jor, and is obviously within the uncer- 
tainties" expressed by the NAS re- 
port, ho said. 


THE ESTIMATES are based on 


continued releases of 
fluorocarbons 


into the atmosphere at the same lev- 
els which existed hi 1973. That amount 
increased by 10 per cent in 1B74 but 
dropped back in 1975. 


Chairman Dale Bumpers, 0-Ark., 


said he was disturbed that federal 
funding has been withheld for upper 
atmosphere research because the 
NAS report recommended a two-year 
delay in regulatory action. 


He also said he was "appalled" that 


Congress earlier this year had refused 
to write into law a phase-out of con- 
sumer fluorocarbon aerosols which 
several agencies are doing. 


"It's a little like the man who tells 


a cemetery lot salesman, 'I don't need 
one, I ain't even dead yet,'" he said.

Hindu nf dynamite and blasting caps, 
went off In a small auditorium of the 
third floor of the seven-story glass 
nrxl concrete building as a group of 
high defense ministry officials were 
listening to a lecture by an army lieu- 
tenant colonel. 


Police said the victims, tossed high 


In the air by tho force of the blast, 
included at least IS dead and 30 
"winded. Authorities put all hospitals 
In the city in a state of emergency to 
handle tho wounded, most of whom 
were taken to the police hospital of 
Bwtulome Churruca. 


The leftist Montoncros guerrillas 


took responsibility for the blast in a 
telephone call to United Press Inter- 
national, saving tho explosives wcro 
planted by tho group's "Ester Nor.ua 
Arrostlto commandos."

A Congressional report recommend- 


ing that American servicemen miss- 
ing in action In Southeast Asia be de- 
clared dead "Is a He and a cover-up 
that ought to disgust every Ameri- 
can," Rev. Paul Lindstrom Wcdnes- . 
day said. 


Lindstrom. a Prospect Heights min- 


ister and chairman of the Christian 
Defense League, has sought the re- 
lease of prisoners of war and others 
held 
by Communist governments 


since 1068. Lindstrom Wednesday said 
ho will urge President Ford to contin- 
ue a moratorium on rcclasslfylng 
missing American soldiers as dead 
until each man is accounted for. 


Lindstrom responded to a report re- 


leascu V/cdncsday by the House Select 
Committee on Missing Persons in 
Southeast Asia which recommends 
that tho United States government do- 
clnre Americans who did not return 
from tho Vietnam War as "officially 
dead" Instead of "missing."

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Americans missing in action 


froih tho Vietnam War arc dead and their families 
should expect only n limited account of their fates, a 
special House committee said in its final report 
Wednesday. 


The House Select Committee on Missing Persons in 


Southeast Asia said 751 American servicemen remain 
listed as prisoners of war or missing in action. 


"The sad conclusion is that there is no evidence to 


indicate that any of these missing Americans arc still 
alive," said the report presented by Chairman Rep. G. 
V; Montgomery, D-Mlss. 


CAROL BATES. OF the National League of Families 


of American Prisoners and Missing in Southeast Asia, 
promptly called the committee's staff "inept" and "in- 
competent" and said it had depended on incomplete 
information from federal Intelligence agencies and the 
departments of State and Defense. 


"Sitting in his office In Washington, or playing golf in 


Meridian, Miss., Sonny Montgomery docs not know 
these servicemen nrc dead or alive," she said. 


She called it "Insensitive" to release the report just 


before Christmas. 


The report summarized: "More than 2,500 Americans 


were not fully accounted for ... 
At the end of direct 


American involvement, 1,100 of these were listed as 
killed hi action, body not recovered, and 1,400 were 
listed as missing in action. Today, more than 750 men 
are still listed as MIA or POW" — 728 as missing and 
33 as prisoners. 


But nothing has emerged to show other than they are 


dead, the committee concluded. 


UEl'S. BENJAMIN A. Oilman, R-N.Y., and Tennyson 


Guyer, R-Oliio, dissented from the committee report 
saying It was premature and prejudiced "the possibility 
of obtaining an accounting for our missing men." 


The report said "a total accounting by the In- 


dochlnese governments is not possible and should not be 
expected." Many of the missing were lost over sea or 
shot down in jungles, and others were "blown to bits." 


The committee recommended American military 


forces create special raiding units, such as the one that 
assaulted a prison compound at Son Tay, for quick 
POW rescue raids In future wars. 


And the Defense Dept. should bo more realistic: "If 


the probability of survival Is slight, this fact should be 
made clear (and) service communications should not 
encourage the belief that the missing man is alive with- 
out a reasonable basis for such a belief."

Spain approves change 
to Western parliament 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) - Spaniards 


Wednesday approved changes in the 
constitution that will establish a West- 
ern-style parliamentary system and 
scrap the key institutions of the 
Franco regime. 


With more than a third of the bal- 


lots counted the "Yes" votes were 
running at 94.8 per cent. "No" votes 
counted for 2.3 per cent of the ballots 
and the remainder were blank. 


Despite a campaign by left-wing 


parties urging voters to abstain, the 
turnout was better than 75 per cent, 
the government said. 


THE RESULT was a victory for re- 


form-minded King Juan Carlos who 
succeeded Generalistao Francisco 


Franco a year ago. It was also a vic- 
tory for Premier Adolfo Suarez, the 
architect of the reform program for 
step-by-step democracy. 


Die-bard supporters of Franco, the 


only political group that had advo- 
cated a "No" vote, apparently suf- 
fered a crushing defeat. 


Approval of the "Law for political 


reform" meant that Spain's first free 
elections for governmental office in 41 
years will be held within six months. 
The government has said approval of 
the referendum means Spain will go 
all the way to full democracy. 


THE VOTING was marred in the 


Basque region by street clashes be- 


tween left-wing separatist demonstra- 
tors and police who used clubs, smoke 
flares and tear gas to break up the 
demonstrations. 


More than 20 persons were arrested 


and an unknown number were in- 
jured, among them four policemen. 


In downtown Madrid, scattered 


clashes erupted between police and 
several hundred Maoist protesters. 


A more serious threat of violence 


came from a group of left-wing urban 
guerrillas who last Saturday kidnaped 
Antonio Maria de Oriol y Urquljo, the 
president of the Council of State, in a 
protest against what they called the 
"phony fascist referendum."

hope* for paisiyje of the legislation this session. Sen. Robert Egan, 
D-Chlcago. the Senate sponsor, said earlier In (he day he did not 
Ihlnk the measure could be extracted from the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee this session, but said he would make the effort anyway. 


Tho motion to discharge tho bill from committee fell II votes 


short of the 30 necessary to put It before the full Senate. The 
measure failed 26-19 with seven voting present. Members of the 
committee voted to hold onto the bill Dec. 2, the day the measure 
came to tho Senate following an overwhelmingly favorable vote In 
tho Home. The Senate committee, composed of leaders from both 
parties who decide what legislation will go to the floor, said tho 
bill was not an appropriation or emergency measure.

et retnicit to the Illinois Board of Higher Education, pending the 
outcome of legislative action. At the meeting on the U of I Medical 
Center campus. unl\cr*!ty Prcs. John E. Corbally asked the board 
what it thought of a tuition increase of $90 for a full academic year 
which would hme taken effect in January 1977. Hoard memlwrs 
iald they favored an Increase, but preferred to wait until more 
information was available at the January or February meetings.

State restores funds 
for special education

The Illinois General Assembly has 


restored $11.8 million cut from this 
year's special education budget, a 
move which local educators say will 
help area private schools for the 
handicapped. 


The Illinois House Tuesday over- 


rode Gov. Daniel Walker's special 
education fund cuts. The bill, which 
was approved several weeks ago by 
the Senate, will provide $3.4 million 
for 
adult education 
for 
welfare 


recipients, $6 million for state tuition 
payments to private schools for handi- 
capped children and $2.4 million for 
special education transportation. 


The funds were restored despite re- 


peated requests by lame-duck Walker 
and his successor, James Thompson, 
that the legislature show fiscal re- 


straint and go along with the reduc- 
tions. 


The tuition payments for private 


schools will help Clearbroolc Center 
for the multiply handicapped, Rolling 
Meadows, said Marc Savard, execu- 
tive director. The funds will apply to 
44 day school students and 20 shel- 
tered workshop clients who are re- 
ferred to Clearbroolc from public 
schools, Savard said. 


The money will reimburse local 


public schools for their payments to 
Clearbrook In 1075-76, Savard said. 


Savard said tuition payments from 


public schools for Clearbrook students 
last year amounted to $163,000. This 
year's tuition payments are projected 
at $181,000, he said. Clearbrook also 
receives payment for transportation, 
which is reimbursed through these 
funds.

United Nations. Powell also said Hep. Barbara Jordan, D-Tcx., 
black and a member of the House Judiciary Committee during the 
Nixon impeachment inquiry, remained under consideration for at- 
torney general. 


GOP saved 81.1 billion 
Republican administrations since 1973 have saved taxpayers $1.1 


billion and removed -190,000 Ineligible persons from relief rolls 
through efforts to eliminate error, the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare reported Wednesday. Robert Fulton, HEW's 
chief 'welfare administrator, said he will recommend a contin- 
uation of (he error-cutting campaign to the Carter administration 
"as a way cf establishing public confidence" in welfare.

243 against, one abstention and one Invalid vote. One Social Dem- 
ocrat was unable to attend.

Gilmore to die 
at dawn Jan. 17; 
release denied 


PROVO, Utah (UPI) - Gary Gil- 


more was ordered shot at sunrise Jan. 
17 by a Judge who rejected the con- 
demned killer's demands Wednesday 
for either quick execution or release 
from his death penalty. 


An angry Gilmore, pale and thin af- 


ter a 25-day hunger strike, called 
Utah 4th District Judge J. Robert 
Bullock "a moral coward" for reject- 
Ing his request to die at dawn next 
Monday. 


"You don't have the guts to carry 


out the law," Gilmore fumed. "You 
are a moral coward. I'm going to seek 
my Immediate release." 


The 36-year-old admitted killer In- 


structed his lawyers to pursue a peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus seek- 
ing his release from the death sen- 
tence on grounds it wasn't carried out 
within 60 days of sentencing as re- 
quired by state law. 


Bullock tossed out the writ an hour 


later, saying a U.S. Supreme Court 
stay prevented Gllmore's execution on 
Dec. 6 and therefore it was "legally 
impossible" for the prison warden to 
carry out the death sentence within 
the time limit. 


"As the law does not require an Im- 


possible or an Illegal act, the com- 
plaint is dismissed upon its merits," 
the Judge said. 


Bullock's decision on the execution 


gave death penalty opponents more 
time to erect legal barriers.

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Hanukkah 
focuses on 
tradition 


by MARSHA S. BOSLEY 


T r a d i t i o n has characterized 


Judaism from the start of Its ancient 
heritage. 


And at sunset today, about 15,000 


Northwest suburban Jews again will 
usher In the beginning of the tradi- 
tional eight-day Hanukkah celebra- 
tion. 


Tho sweet smell of latkes (potato 


pancakes) simmering In the oven, 
children singing folk songs and play- 
ing the drcidi (spinning top) game 
anxiously waiting to exchange gifts 
and candles reverently placed in tho 
Menorah (Hanukkah lamp) ready to 
bo kindled, all arc customs observed 
during the Festival of Lights. 


THE FlftST HANUKKAH was cele- 


brated 2,141 years ago when East Eu- 
ropean Jews triumphed over Syrian 
forces to regain their religious and 
cultural freedoms. 


Hanukkah historically Is observed 


on the 2Sth day of the Jewish month 
o.' Kislev. Some Jewish historians say 
the celebration of Christmas Doc. 25 
is merely coincidence. Some say It Is 
not. But regardless of apparent sim- 
ilarities between the two religious 
holidays, It is a misconception to call 
Hanukkah a "Jewish Christmas." 


Rabbi Floyd Herman of Temple 


Choi in Buffalo Grove said there is no 
r e l a t i o n between Hanukkah and 
Christmas "theologically or any other 
way. Haukkah predates Christmas by 
at least 200 years." 


Christmas, 
Rabbi Herman said, 


commemorates the birth of a savior. 
Hanukkah symbolizes the victory of a 
people fighting to maintain cultural 
Identity. 


THE STORY OF Hanukkah, which 


literally translated means "dedica- 
tion," cannot be found in the Bible. 
Tho celebration represents an histori- 
cal event — tho victory of n group 
called the Maccabees in tho Judean- 
Syrian War of 165 B.C. 


Tho battle was fierce as the Syrian 


King, Antiochus IV, sent forces into 
Palestine attempting to coerce tho 
Jews Into worshiping what they be- 
lieved were false gods. Syrian tyrants 
all but destroyed tho Jewish temple. 
H o w e v e r , tho Maccabees, whose 
forces wero greatly outnumbered, 
managed to retaliate victoriously. 


While rebuilding and rcdcdlcating 


their sanctuary, legtnd says, the Mac- 
cabees found a tiny flask of oil — 
enough, they feared, to keep their 
Eternal Light burning only one day. 
But tho oil lasted eight days. Tho 
Maccabees 
cried out in Hebrew: 


"N'es Gadol lla-yah Sha'am," A 
Great Miracle Happened There. To- 
day, Jews light one candle each night 
for eight nights in homage to tho his- 
torical miracle. 


KADDI HERMAN said history may, 


in fact, repeat itself, citing tho cur- 
rent unrest between Israel and Its 
Arab enemies in the Middle East. 


"You can try to draw parallels be- 


tween any two points in history," he 
said. "But tho Maccabees fought for 
cultural and religious survival. The 
Israelis are fighting for physical sur- 
vival. The danger then Is one of physi- 
cal not cultural annihilation." 


Rabbi Hillel Gamoran of tho Both 


Tlkvah Congregation in Hoffman Es- 
tates admitted Hanukkah, like Christ- 
mas, has become commercialized. Ho 
said, however, ho cannot overlook the 
Middle East situation today while cel- 
ebrating events of the past. 


"When we celebrate Hanukkah at 


times such as those, we can't help but 
think of Israel with her three million 
people, surrounded by Arab states 
with more land, population and natu- 
ral resources," Rabbi Gamoran said. 
"Unfortunately there Is hostility and 
strife between Israel and its neighbors 
today."

Another episode in this de- 


mocracy's most absurd voting 
procedure, the Electoral Col- 
lege, was played out this week In 
America's state capitals. 


The folly In Illinois, where 28 


s t a t e electors journeyed to 
Springfield to vote for the loser, 
Gerald R. Ford, illustrates the 
need to abolish this absurd tradi- 
tion. 


They traveled at state ex- 


pense, but that Is only a minor 
consideration. They served no 
purpose except to affirm what 
tho voters did on Nov. 2 and the 
state board of elections did on 
Nov. 22. 


The electors, all active in tho 


Illinois Republican Party, cast 
their ballots for the president, 
who lost the election more than 
n month ago. 


The electors did not seem to 


mind the situation nor the limit- 
ed attention they received from 
the news media. Some com- 
plained there could have been a 
little more excitement. 
One 


woman, who had made this trek 
since the Roaring '20, sug- 
gested the electoral college sys- 
tem might be unneeded. 


The Founding Fathers created 


the electoral college in the belief 
that the common rabble could 
not be trusted to elect their own 
leaders. There is little evidence 
the college was needed then, and 
there Is nothing to support its 
existence in 1976. 


The quickest way to rid the 


Republic of this unnecessary 
and outdated trapping would be 
to follow a suggestion U.S. Sen. 
Birch Bayh made a decade ago.

abolish the electoral college. 
The measure has consistently 
passed the U.S. House but has 
been blocked in the Senate. 
Bayh hopes to have 50 col- 
leagues as cosponsors this time 
around, and his aides are hope- 
ful that national sentiment has 
caught up with the Senate's op- 
position to the change. 


The amendment calls for di- 


rect election of the president and 
vice president by popular vote. 
Bayh's amendment also includes 
a provision to deal with elections 
in which a candidate fails to get 
more than 40 per cent of the 
vote. 


While this situation has oc- 


curred only once, in 1860 when 
Abraham Lincoln was not on the 
ballot In 11 southern states, 
Bayh wants to cover all of the 
bases.

Bayh's provision for contests 


in which the candidates receive 
less than 40 per cent of the vote 
would entail a joint session of 
Congress voting for president 
and vice president from the two 
top candidates on a one man-one 
vote basis. 


The Congress should approve 


Bayh's amendment when the 
n e w session resumes next 
month. 


Voters can have n hand in the 


process by letting their con- 
gressmen and senators know 
that the electoral college system 
should be eliminated. 


Your Friday editorial seems to be 


based upon very limited knowledge of 
the Arlington Heights Caucus. 


For example, you stated that in 1975 


the Caucus was made up of local poli- 
ticians. What politicians? Who were 
they, among the inexperienced key 
personnel In committee, and in the 
campaign itself? 


Your reference to reform, as if 


there were evil aspects present, is ri- 
diculous. If realistic, you should be 
able to comprehend that keeping In- 
terviewee's names confidential is a 
matter of courtesy to those inter- 
viewed. Many times, well-qualified 
persons have not been recommended 
for reasons beyond their control — for 
example, too much business travel to 
permit attendance-at board • meetings 
on a regular basis. For you to imply 
that this confidentiality breeds mis- 
trust of the Caucus seems childish — 
who would subject themselves to an 
Interview If they had to risk being la- 
beled publicly as a Caucus reject? 
I'm sure that every Interviewee, ev- 
ery resident, can readily understand 
and agree with this policy. 


Now about that time interval be- 


tween announcement of Candidate 
recommendation and the public meet- 
ing of Jan. 16: all who attend that 
Jan. 16 meeting will receive back- 
ground information and hear each 
person express Hs or her attitudes. 
Would another five or six days "to 
ponder" really help the average voter 
to reach a judgment? 


Your people apparently do not com- 


prehend the broad significance of the 
basic Caucus Idea that the office 
should seek the person. Simply stated, 
this means that at the village level, 
better government is realized from 
people who serve as a civic contribu- 
tion rather than from people who 
have political ambition. 


This is not to decry political ambi- 


tion — far from It! Every American 
has the right to run for any office In 
the land, with or without approval of 
any other-person or group. However,

most knowledgeable people recognize 
that people on village boards who 
hope to go on to higher political office 
eventually base too many judgments 
upon cost-or-galn In voter popularity 
rather than upon dictates of con- 
science. That Is simply a political fact 
of life. 


This concept has prompted the 


Caucus through the years to not only 
encourage but also to persuade good 
people to stand 'for local office who 
never would have done so otherwise. 
Results of this concept brought to of- 
fice people like John Woods, Norval 
Stephens and scores of others of sim- 
ilar drive and integrity. This concept 
in action Is the principal reason that 
Arlington Heights, in contrast to 
many other suburbs, has remained 
scandal-free through the years. 


To call this system outmoded is like 


saying honesty Is out of style. 


Our current problem In quickly se- 


curing broad-enough choice reflects 
the fact that many qualified people 


are not willing to give the required 
time to village office — a reticence 
possibly augmented by frustrations 
seen in the more political type of our 
government since 1975, after which 
you have repeatedly termed a major 
defeat for the Caucus. A switch of 
only 583 votes out of 10,551 would have 
elected a Caucus-recommended presi- 
dent: that's a major defeat? 


If the Caucus is ever unable to find 


enough qualified, public-spirited, non- 
political candidates to present, our 
village offices can go by default, 
eventually, to political hacks. When 
that happens, the unique character of 
our ullage will change overnight. 


The Herald can perform a real com- 


munity service by factually reporting 
and interpreting the Caucus to its 
readers, rather than pontificating 
about minor details. All we ask is: 
please report the facts — after sepa- 
rating the forest from the trees.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - I have 


here a brochure from George Q. 
Lewis, founder of something called 
the National Laugh Foundation. 


Lewis Is promoting something he 


calls "laugh exercises." His premise 
is that people reed to laugh more but 
have trouble doing it because their 
faces are out of condition. 


There's a lot In what he says. 
All about us, people are jogging, 


riding bikes, doing push-ups and oth- 
erwise engaging in physical fitness 
programs. But I don't know even cne 
person who does anything about facial 
fitness. 
• Great effort expended to build up 
the body. Nothing to build up the face. 
Yet keeping your face in tiptop condi- 
tion can add years to your life. 


I'M NOT TALKING about mud 


packs, lotions, astringents and ung- 
uents. Those treatments may make 
you look better but they contribute 
nothing to facial endurance, salubrity 
and vigor. 


For the latter, you need exercise. 


In which regard, our next president 
should be an Inspiration to us all. 


Other chief executives have estab- 


lished councils on physical fitness to 
encourage body development. 
But 


none in recent tines has been as ex- 


emplary as Jimmy Carter in the field 
of facial fitness. 


I DONT KNOW whether Carter 


takes regular laugh exercises of the 
type advocated by Lewis. There can ' 
be no doubt, however, that his face 
gets frequent vigorous workouts. 


Consider, for contrast, former Pres- 


ident Calvin Coolidge. You may not 
realize this but Coolidge was a very 
jolly fellow, much given to mirth and 
merriment. 


His face, however, was so badly out 


of shape he couldn't muster anything 
more than a fleeting smile. Thus, his 
sunny disposition largely went unno- 
ticed. 


Lewis 
recomends 
30. seconds of 


smiling exercises before a mirror ev- 
ery morning when you first hop out of 
bed. Warm up with perhaps a few sly 
grins and then move on to more rigor- • 
ous drills, such as twinkles, smirks 
and simpers. Wind up with a full 
beam. 


The second part of the regimen 


calls for "at least 20 seconds of In- 
ward or outward laughs" before each 
meal. 


I would advise, however, that you 


undergo what Lewis calls a "tough 
check-up" to make sure you are 
sound enough to withstand the ex- 
ertion. 


Otherwise, the belly laughs might 


cause you to split your sides.

Airline tax law 
decision near

benefits traditionally given airline workers, retail clerks and oth- 
er employes must to declared os Income for federal tax purposes, 
officials said Wednesday.

Included in the 
proposed package me airline employes, including flight attendants', 
and commercial travel agents who currently are not taxed on 
discount travel passes; retail store employes given discounts on 
the purchase of merchandise; interior decorators not taxed on the ' 
discount purchase of furniture for personal use; use of company 
airplanes ty executives, their guests and family members when 
the purpose of the flight Is strictly entertainment; free parking 
spaces In company-owned garages; company-provided cars for ex- 
ecutives, including use of government-owned autos for Cabinet 
members, congressional leaders and other top government offi- 
cials Including ambassadors. 


Midwestern fanners to get aid 


President Ford, citing "an Immediate and serious threat" to 


much of the livestock industry, Wednesday ordered the govern- 
ment to give drought-stricken farmers cash assistance to buy feed 
grain for their animals through the winter. Ford sold the problem 
was greatest In the Midwest, and aid would go first to producers In 
South Dakota, Minnesota and Wisconsin, but that other states 
probably would be eligible for the same help from the Agriculture 
Dept. and the Federal Disaster Assistance Administration.

The U. S. Supreme Court, by a 
vote of ft-to-3. ruled last week that the refusal of a company to pay 
disability benefits to pregnan employes did not constitute unlawful 
discrimination in violation of Title VI! of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964.

-Doug Olson keeps climbing up hockey ladder 


Hockey stars arc a dime a dozen in 


Canada, but you wouldn't expect to 
find a future Bobby Orr walking 
through the halls of Schaumburg High 
School. 


Not any more, you wouldn't. Not 


since Doug Olson graduated and took 
his curved stick with him. 


OLSON IS THAT rare breed of 


American — rarer still in the Chicago 
suburbs — who can handle a hockey 
stick the way a Canadian docs. At 19, 
young Olson just might be on his way 
to a career in the National Hockey 
League. 


That's one of his goals. First, he'd 


like to represent the United States in 
the 1980 Winter Olympics. 


Olson will take the first step next 


Friday when he and 19 other mem-

bers of the U.S. Junior Olympic team 
travel to Czechoslovakia. Over a peri- 
od of two weeks, they will meet teams 
from the Soviet Union, Poland, Swe- 
den, Canada, Finland and the host 
country. 


"It's been unreal, just great," said 


Olson, who made the team after being 
scouted by a representative of the 
Olympic Committee. "This team is 
preparing for the 1980 Olympics — 


and that's always been one of my big 
goals in life." 


HIS MAIN PROBLEM, however, 


was that Schaumburg High Isn't ex- 
actly a hockey factory. And the north- 
west suburbs aren't exactly a proving 
grounds for budding young stars. 


So Olson was constantly traveling, 


going everywhere in pursuit of his 
hockey education. He played for seven 
years with the Chicago Minor Hawks, 
then v\ent to Canada for a year of spe- 
cial tutelage, learning the tricks of 
the trade. 


While in Canada, playing for the Ju- 


nior B Pickering Panthers, Olson was 
offered a full scholarship to St. Louis 
University, where he is now a left 
winger on the varsity's third line. • 


"There's no way I could have gotten 


a scholarship if I had stayed in the 
states after graduation," admitted Ol- 
son, a first-year student who hopes to 
pursue journalism in college. 


"Three-fourths of the team at St. 


Louis University is from Canada," he 
said. 


Most of the rest of them come from 


American hockey hotbeds such as 
Minnesota, North Michigan and Upper 
New England. 


" H O C K E Y IS just loo com- 


mercialized in the Chicago area," 
said Olson. "Fathers push their kids 
too much. In Canada, the kids go out 
and get Involved by themselves. 


"Right now, I think American hock- 


ey players can skate •with the Cana- 
dians," Olson continued. "I really 
think they can. They just don't have 
that hockey sense — stick-handling, 


• shooting and checking, those kinds of 
things. Not as much finesse.' We'll 
catch up with them In maybe five 
years or so."

"Hockey has been my life since I 


was seven years old," he said. "I did 
play baseball in high school until my 
senior year when I hurt my arm. My 
arm went out and that was it. I de- 
cided to narrow it down to one sport 
— and hockey was it."

Dick Stephens was sorry to see Olson 
spend so much time on the ice Instead 
of the diamond. Olson's only claim to 
fame during his short-lived prep ca- 
reer was a base hit off Forest View 
ace Larry Monroe, now with the Chi- 
cago White Sox. 


"We sure could hav used him," 


Stephens sighed. "I think Doug could 
have done well in baseball if he had 
gone on in it. He had a lot of poten- 


tial. But he played so much hockey — 
and it paid off for him." 


The next dividend is the trip to Eu- 


rope, sponsored by the Olympic Com- 
mittee. Olson and his teammates will 
play nine games In 15 days. First, 
they will assemble in New York and 
get in a couple of days of practice at 
the Nassau County Coliseum (where 
the New York Islanders play). 


"When we come back, we'll all go 


back to our schools and teams," said 
Olson. "We'll probably get together 
periodically through the next four 
years until the Olympics." 


IF HE MAKES the Olympics in 


1980, it would be the fulfillment of one 
of Olson's life-long dreams. 


And from there? Who knows. 
"From Schaumburg, III., - playing 


left wing for the Boston Bruins..." 


Might not be as ridiculous as it 


sounds.

Spcnce, n-S,C., senior GOP member 
of the pnnel. were ready to recom- 
mend the formal investigation. 


Flynt said committee investigators 


began a preliminary inquiry Sept. 27 
Into published allegations that South 
K o r e a n s were influence-peddling 
among congressmen. Since that time, 
said Flynt, "wo have 
accumulated 


substantial documentation of matters 
reported In various media." 


Flynt refused to discuss what Ms in- 


vestigators uncovered or how many 
members were named In the inquiry. 
Some sources haw said that a Justice 
Dept. investigation into the allega- 
tion* have Involved at least 12 House 
members.

Beirut seaport 
reopens bul no 
ships arrive

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Bel- 


rut's crippled port, once the busiest In 
tho Middle East, officially reopened 
Wednesday. But no ships came. 


Only one wharf of more than a doz- 


en, Pier 8, was back in business to 
receive shipping. Beirut's formerly 
h u g e "free zone," 
where vast 


amounts of merchandise used to tran- 
sit without passing through Lebanese 
customs, will remain closed. 


The first ships to be received at the 


port since It closed last February 
were to have been tho M.S. Cillope, a 
Red Cross ship, and a Lebanese cargo 
ship the "Abdel Basset." Neither 
showed up. 


"THE M.S. CALIOI'E is carrying 350 


tons of food and blankets," a Red 
Cross official said. "It was delayed In 
Athens for repairs and will not arrive 
for another week." 


The reason for tho delay of the 


Lebanese freighter was not known. 


The only vessel to appear all day 


was a small Lebanese ship that, un- 
like tho other two, had not been au- 
thorlxed to dock and was turned 
awny. 


Copt Zacharia, skipper of the tug- 


boat "Emir Fuad," deftly cased his 
craft around the harbor, blocked In 
several places by the tilting phantoms 
of three sunken freighters resting ab- 
surdly on their keels, with only their 
upper decks poking out of the water. 


PORT DIRECTOR Philippe Tawily 


estimated It will take $40 million and 
23 years to repair all of the damage. 


The only things that ppear relative- 


ly untouched are the cement wharves 
and some of the monster East Ger- 
man-made loading cranes that used to 
sen ice the freighters. 


Otherwise, all Is rusting and in dis- 


repair. 


Warehouses once stood where now 


there Is only tangled metal and ashes.

gross aimed at ethics reform, in- 
cluding one to provide enforcement 
powers for his committee In over- 
seeing the current law that bans ac- 
ceptance of gifts from foreign govern- 
ments. 


Another Flynt bill would require ac- 


counting by members of their "unoffi- 
cial office accounts," sometimes de- 
scribed as "slush funds" which como 
from contributions and which do not 
have to be reported.

Several residents said, they have 


seen no evidence that the proposed 


unit district would offer their children* 
an education better or even as good 
as the education now being provided 
by Dlst.

be suspect educationally," said Robert .

"A child's hands were clenched, and 


you open them. A child's legs were 
tight, and you relaxed them. A child 
knew only wetness, and you dried 
him." 


Opening a child's hands, relaxing 


his legs or drying him seem like 
simpte tasks. But to volunteers at 
Clcarbrook Center (or the handi- 
capped, this message written for them 
thanks them for some major accom- 
plishments. 


The volunteers are part of a total 


atlmuUUdh program 
for severely 


handicapped children. The children, 
who range in age from 3 to 9 years 
old, all have abilities at about the lev- 
el of a 1-year-old, said Hence Moses, 
Clearbrook day school director. 


THE PROGRAM at Clearbrook, 


£01 Campbell St., Rolling Meadows, 
attempts to got these children a little 
bit more In touch with the world, to 
wake them up to their environment, 
Mrs. Moses said. 


The teachers work to stimulate the 


child's senses through different activi- 
ties. To Improve their sense of touch 
the children rub different textures 
such as mud and sand, said teacher 
Kathy Connelly. While the child Is try- 
Ing the new feeling, his teacher re- 
pcaLi, "This is mud" or "This is 
sand." Miss Connelly said. 


The sharpen their sense of hearing 


the teachers play tapes of household 
sounds: ringing bells, banging pots 
and flushing toilets. Another tape the 
children hear teaches them body 
sounds; Coughing, clapping, burping. 


"We bombarded them with ono little 


tiny thing." Miss Connelly said. "We 
might do coughing for three minutes, 
constantly repeating the word. Hope- 
fully the child will pay attention and 
make associations." 


BKKOtlE THE children are <£>le to 


sense new odors or distinguish now 
sounds thdr bodies must be prepared, 
Miss Connelly said. The children who 
have low muscle tone are "tuned In" 
before an activity and the children 
who are tight arc relaxed, she said. 


During a roccnt physical therapy 


cession teacher Kathy Oloson spent IS 
minutes rubbing a child's back while 
he lay on a rocking toy. At the same 
time volunteer Ellen Butler held a 
child in her lap while she massaged 
his back. 


"Can you Imagine yourself being so 


tight that you're shivering all the 
time?" asked Mrs. Olcson. The back 
rubs and rocking are used to relax 
tense children while special position- 
Ing holps the children with "floppy" 
muscles. 


Clearbrook volunteer Kim Cashmore uses special techniques at lunch time. 


One of the program's goals is to get 


the children "to look a little better, so 
people are more comfortable working 
with them," Mrs. Moses sold. 


IMPROVING EYE contact and try- 


Ing to limit drooling are some tasks 
teachers work on "to help the kids 
look moro normal and more palatible 
during feeding time," Mrs. Moses 
said. 


Feeding time is one of the key parts 


of the total stimulation program, Mrs. 
Moses said. Since most of the children 
cannot feed themselves this Is where 
volunteers ore most needed, said Mar- 
cy Logan, Clcarbrook's volunteer 
coordinator. 


During lunch time the volunteer 


helps the child close his mouth and 
move his lips and tongue. Each volun- 
teer Is assigned to one child, learning 
how to place her hand on the child's 
chin and under his lips. • 


"It's not just getting the food In the 


kids," Mrs. Moses said. The feed pro- 
cess Involves complete "restraining — 
some of the children may not even 
know they have food in their mouth," 
she sold. 


BECAUSE EACH child has special 


needs "somebody has to be here con- 
sistently. Somebody has to be aware 
to observe subtle changes in the 
child," Mrs. Moses said. • . 


This means the volunteer must be 


there at the same time every day. 
There are now six High; school stu- 
dents who volunteer each morning but 
there is only one volunteer at lunch 
time, Mrs. Logan said. 


Mrs. Moses said the teachers must 


now feed the children in shifts when 
they could be better used as observ- 
ers, assisting and advising the volun- 
teers.

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Real estate industry responds 
Reselling condo a specialized task

A "for sale" sign In front of a two-story house Is a common 


sight, but no one puts a "for sale" sign In the window of their 
condominium apartment. 


The reselling of condominiums Is something new In real estate. 


Until I'ccntly, most oeoplo In the condominium field were con- 
cerned with selling ntw developments. Now man, of those bright 
shiny n«w condominiums arc being resold, and the real estate 
market •» beginning tc respond. 


Carl Uongi, president of Condo'RcaHy Ltd., Rolling Meadows, 


started out In the business of selling new developments for build- 
ers. 


"ALL OVER, no matter what part of the state we were In, 


people were going back to us and saying 'What did you sell us. We 
can't sell It." Bongl said. 


That's when Bongl decided there was a wide-open market for a 


real estate broker who specialized In condominiums, quadromi- 
plums and townhomcs. 


Eugene Matanky, national chairman of condominiums for the 


National Assn. of Realtors, said there arc many differences be- 
tween condominiums and single-family homes. He said real estate 
brokers arc going to have to become aware of them. 


"There Is a basic difference In the presentation of condominiums 


and free standing homes. But there arc also baste differences 
between home sales and Investment sales," he said, noting that 
maiv real estate firms have different departments to handle resi- 
dential and commercial properties. 


NIGHT NOW, most real estate firms handle condominiums the 


same as single-family homes, but some say that will change as 
more and more condominiums come on the market. 


Condominiums are not difficult to sell, but local brokers say the 


single-family house Is still the front-runner. 


"It's easier to move homes. People prefer a single-family home 


with the exception of certain categories like older people," said 
Kathcrlne Llonltls, salesperson with Kcmmcrly Real Estate and 


Insurance, Arlington Heights. 


Betty Felix of the Schaumburg office of Robert L. Nelson Real 


Estate said people who buy condominiums arc buying a lifestyle. 


"I think It Is a concept of living that Is going to become more 


popular as years go by," she said. 


BQNGI SAID more and more people are buying condominiums 


as the first step towards home ownership. He said, however, almost 
any renter will be better off buying a condominium. "Even staying 
only two years, we can show you It's less than rent," he said. 


Different forms of condominiums attract different buyers, Bongl 


said, noting that the quadromlnlum Is usually the least expensive. 
This form of housing usually has the smallest rooms when com- 
pared to condominium apartments and townhouses. 


Most quadrominlums are two stories and come with garages, 


which are a strong selling point, Bongl said. "They appeal to 
young marrieds who don't have too much money," he said. 


Joann Hartman, sales manager of Condo/Realty, said many 


people opt for a quadrominium Instead of a condominium apart- 
ment because they don't want elevators and hallways. 


"TO SOME PEOPLE, walking down a hall and using an eleva- 


tor is foreign to their way of life," she said, noting that many 
people also do not like their children using elevators. 


Bongl said condominiums usually are not suited for families, but 


do appeal to young marrieds, older people and singles. 


"The full market gamut Is there, but less for the family with two 


children," Bongl said. He said some advantages to condominiums 
are the large rooms and the fact that the cost of utilities Is often 
covered in the monthly association assessment. 


Townhouses generally are the most expensive form of con- 


dominium living since they are most like the single-family house. 
Bongl said the rooms In a townhouse are usually larger than a 
quadromlnlum but smaller than a condominium apartment. Most 
have garages, and the owner pays his own water and utility bills. 


IN THE NORTHWEST suburbs, 80 per cent of the townhomes 


art located west of 111. Rt. S3, Bongi said, noting that Schaumburg 
Is primarily a community of townhomes. 


When buying a condominium, there are several advantages to 


choosing one of the more established developments because they 
are a better buy and "you know exactly what you are getting, not 
just a concept from a model," Ms. Hartman said. 


Matanky said the older condominiums also are less expensive 


and often better located. 


Record keeping saves house value from tax man 


Good record keeping by a home- 


owner Is tho best way to protect the 
growing value of his home from the 
tax collector, says Robert G. Walters, 
senior vice president of Balrd & 
Warner, Inc., and general manager of 
Its residential sales division. 


"Tho average homeowner realizes 


that ho can deduct mortgage Interest 
and real estate taxes from his annual 
Income for federal tax purposes," he 
said. 


"What he may not realize Is that 


tho growing value of his home, an av- 
erage of 0 to 10 per cent annually in 
tho Chicago area, Is a return on In- 
vestment that can be taxable when 
tho home Is sold," Walters said, "The 
only way to defer the tax on the profit 
of the sale of a homo Is to buy and 
occupy an existing home of equal or 
greater vnluo within a year of tho 
sale, or build and occupy a new home 
within 18 months." 


II E S I D E S DEFERRING taxes, 


homeowners can also reduce the 
amount of taxes they may have to pay 
eventually. The amount of taxable 
profit on the sale of a home can bo 
reduced through allowable deductions 
for purchase expenses, improvements 
made during the owner's occupancy 
and selling expenses. 


"For example let's say that you 


bought a home hi 1060 for $25,000, and 
you sold It tlus year for $42,000. If you 
don't purchase and occupy another 
existing homo worth at least $42,000 
within a year of the sale, or build and 
occupy a new homo within 18 months, 
you arc subject to a tax on $17,000 
profit." Walters said. 


"Even if you do move Into a home 


of equal or greater value within the 
alloted time, the tax on the profit Is 
considered postponed, but cannot be 
forgiven until you ore over age 65, 
and even then only under certain con- 


ditions. The profit on the sale must be 
reported on your Income tax form, 
even If taxation Is postponed because 
you've bought another house." 


There are however, deductions that 


will trim that $17,000 "profit" even- 
tually . . . provided you keep proper 
records. Walters said proper record 
keeping for deductions can reduce the 
taxable gain on a sale. 


"THE RECORD keeping must begin 


as soon as you purchase your first 
home, including what you paid for It, 
settlement or closing costs such as le- 
gal fees, title search and Insurance, a 
recording survey, and if possible an 
appraisal fee," he said. 


"In succeeding years, you'll be 


making repairs and Improvements to 
tho house. Many of these will be de- 
ductible from any eventual profit on 
the home's sale. Others, considered 
routine maintenance, will not. If good 
records — bills, receipts, canceled 


checks — are kept on all major ex- 
penses, a tax accountant or the IRS 
can help you sort out those that arc 
deductible. 


"It's not a bad idea to keep a run- 


ning record of these expenditures with 
your other tax records. Flxup mea- 
sures such as repainting, which would 
normally be considered maintenance 
and not deductible, can be subtracted 
from profit if they are taken within 90 
days of putting the home up for sale. 


"When you sell your home you will 


probably pay for a broker's commis- 
sion, an attorney's fee, advertising, a 
mortgage satisfaction fee, a state tax 
stamp, and a title abstract. These are 
also deductible from profit." 


Additional Information Is available 


In an Internal Revenue Service publi- 
cation, "Tax Information on Selling 
Your Home." One section discusses 
the tax advantages allowed to persons 
who have sold their home after age 


65. Another section details benefits for 
members of the armed forces. 


"Many people, when Improving or 


remodeling their home, have no In- 
tention of ever selling it for a profit. 
However, homes are resold on an av- 
erage of about once every seven 
years. A new job, a growing family, a 
desire to upgrade, or any number of 
other circumstances can spark a sale 
when none was planned. 


Regional shopping center 
boom ending, expert says 


*?!«•!» 


The recent building boom of large regional shopping 


centers Is coming to on end, said Lcc D. Corbln, CPM, 
who believes that construction trends will turn toward 
the smaller neighborhood and community centers. 


According to Corbln, president of Space Management 


Corp. and a partner of Property Management Associ- 
ates In Sacramento, Cat., "The super regional center 
provides major planning problems for some cities. 


"Access is critical and existing streets arc inadequate 


to handle the thousands of cars that jam an ever-widen- 
ing sea of asphalt creating heavy loads on drainage and 
sewer facilities from oil deposits, trash and run-off," he 
said. 


"Air pollution from traffic jams and slow-moving au- 


tomobiles In largo parking areas makes adjacent resi- 
dential areas less desirable, and, In some Instances, has 
been a factor In Influencing better housing growth to 
move fill! further Into suburbia. The cycle then begins 
again with tho undesirable side effects of extending 
high-cost community services for fire, police, sewage, 
causing the property tax rate to Increase even further," 
Corbln said. 


CORDIN SAID that the point of saturation for region- 


al and super regional centers Is at hand. He sees 
growth In shopping center business, at least during the 
next flvo years, in the community center occupying 15 
to 20 acres or less, the conversions of downtowns into 
enclosed, regional-typo centers, and the rehabilitation 
of older centers of all sizes. 


Corbln said there are many opportunities for profes- 


sional property managers In these new centers if they 
follow certain guidelines. 


"First," he says, "If at all possible, become a mem- 


ber of the team during the development phase." Man- 
agers who get Involved as early as possible, he said, 
arc in a better position to catch architectural mistakes, 
review leases to judge If they arc practical, and better 
understand the proposed tenant mix. 


"Next," said Corbin, "write a contract which defines 


your authority and responsibilities, as well as those of 
the owner. This contract becomes the'basis for day-to- 
day management In accordance with the management 
plan developed to meet the owner's goals."

House sales at near record: unit 


Sales of existing single-family 


homes In October continued at near 
the record-setting pace established In 
September, according to the latest 
monthly existing home sales report of 
the National Assn. of Realtors. 


Kenneth J. Kerln. director of eco- 


nomics and research for the associ- 
ation, sold that existing single-family 
homes were sold at a seasonally ad- 
justed rate of 3,190.000 uniu during 
the month. 


The figure is 1.2 per cent below Sep- 


tember's record pace of 3,330,000 
wits, but 19.6 per cent above Octo- 
\xr 1976 when an estimated 2,750,000 
transaction* occurrred. 


"A PLENTIFUL supply of mortgage 


credit throughout most of 1976 has 
spurred tho single-family market to 
new heights." Kcrln said. "During the 
first 10 months an estimated 2,569,000 
homes actually were sold, making 
1976 tho best year ever for the resale 
market. In the previous record year, 
197S. 2.4S2.000 homes were sold. There 
ore sill two months to report for 
1976." 


D u r i n g October, an estimated 


245,000 singe-family homes were sold 


In the United States. The figure repre- 
sents an increase of 26,000 units over 
the same month In 1975. 


The highest October regional total 


was recorded In the South where an 
estimated 87,000 homes were sold dur- 
ing the month. The North Central re- 
gion followed with 70,000 transactions. 
Trailing behind were the West, with 
an estimated 49,000 transactions, the 
Northeast, with 39,000. 


Total value of the existing single- 


family homes sold 'during tho month 
was an estimated $10.4 billion, the re- 
port says, $1.9 billion more than the 
total recorded In October 1975. 


THE SOUTH LED all regions in to- 


tal value of homes sold, with $3.5 bil- 
lion. In the remaining regions, the 
West recorded an estimated $2.6 bil- 
lion In sales, the North Central $2.5 
billion and the Northeast $1.8 billion. 


Compared with a year ago, the me- 


dian sales price of existing single- 
family homes moved up 8.8 per sent 
to $38,500 hi October. The rise marks 
the 12th consecutive month that the 
year-to-year price rise has been less 
than 10 per cent 


By region, prices In the West contin- 


ued to increase at a faster paco than 
the rest of the nation. The median 
price In the West was $48,300 In Octo- 
ber, 19 per cent higher than a year 
ago. 


In the remaining regions the me- 


dian prices and rate of increase over 
last year were as follows: North Cen- 
tral, $33,500, 10.6 per cent; Northeast, 
$41,200, 6.7 per cent and South, 
$35,900, 4.1 per cent. 


In spite of increasing utility costs, 


• buyer interest in homes with four or 


more bedrooms continues, according 
to tho report. October sales of existing 
single-family homes hi this category 
constituted 25.4 per cent of the mar- 
ket. The figure is only slightly less 
than the 23.8 per cent figure recorded 
a year ago. 


Home sales in the $30,000-39,000 


range continued to outnumber any 
other $10,000 range nationally in Octo- 
ber, with sales in this category ac- 
counting for 22.1 per cent of the mar- 
ket The second highest total was for 
homes in the $40,000-19,000 category. 
Homes in that range accounted for 
17.9 per cent of the market in Octo- 
ber.

Empty condo upkeep fees fair 


Many persons who buy condominiums are not well versed In 


what their responsibilities entail In that kind of transaction. The 
following letter Is an example of one such problem. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: When my parents sold their house, they 


bought a condominium In a medium-rise apartment building. They 
occupied It (or approximately one year. 


Last winter my mother and dad went to Florida for a month to 


visit relatives. While they were there, my father took sick and has 
not returned to his apartment since then. The apartment has been 
empty for almost nine months. 


I have been making the mortgage payments for them, but have 


refused to make maintenance payments, since it is obvious they 
are not using the elevator, having their trash picked up, burdening 
the doorman, or any other similar expenses that the monthly 
maintenance charge covers. 


The organization responsible for managing the building is threat- 


cnlng to have lh« apartment sold unless I make an immediate 
payment to cover monthly maintenance for the past nine months. 
Do you think this is fair? - VACANT CONDO 


To you, of course. It Is not fair. But It Is also not fair to the other 


owners in the building. The monthly charges for upkeep must be 
paid, whether you occupy your apartment or not. 


Under your maintenance agreement, there is no provision made 


for empty units. Therefor*. I'd say you are responsible for the 
payments. I suggest also that If it doesn't seem as though your 
parents will return, you think about selling the apartment. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: there is a very attractive girl in our 


apartment building. I've had my eye on her for some time. A«cr 
flirting with her on the elevator for many months, my message 
finally got across lost week. 


At two o'clock In the afternoon v<e were both In my apartment in 


a very Intimate situation. Lo and behold, the maintenance man 
opened the door with his passkry, and marched in! He said he was 
looking for a leak. 


The girl screamed so loudly they could hear her on the first 


floor. I don't want to go Into detail about what happened after 
that, but believe me, my reputation is ruined In this building. I 
would move except for the fact that I Just ilgned a two-year lease. 
Can I sue the management of the building, since none of this 
would have happened if their man hadn't barged in unannounced? 
-LUNCHTIME COWBOY. 


The typical apartment lease has a clause In It stating that the 


owner or his agent can enlcr your apartment at any reasonable 
hour (o Inspect the premises or make repairs. If you were making 
love In the evening, you might have a claim. 


As things stand, I think two o'clock in the afternoon would be 


considered a reasonable hour. This is why many people install 
their own chain locks on the inside of the door. If someone enter-

Ing sees that the chain Is on, there is on immediate signal that 
someone is in the apartment. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: The heat has been on in my house for 


several weeks, and some of the radiators don't seem to heat up. It 
does not seem to make any difference where I place the thermo- 
stat. 


Does this sound serious to you? —STEAM HEAT. 
It may, be a very simple problem. There may be air in your hot 


water radiators. This air acts as a block and prevents water from 
circulating through the system. Most radiators have a little 
"bleeding" valve on the side. You can buy a key at any hardware 
store which will operate this. 


Simply open this valve and let the air out. As soon as water 


comes through the valve, close It. If you are on the top floor and 
can't get any water at all, this probably means that there is not 
enough water in your system. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: We just moved to the suburbs and 


bought a house on a wooded lot that has many trees. Within the 
past month, we find that all of the leaves are on our lawn, and 
none are on the trees. Should we get rid of the leaves? Someone 
told us they keep the lawn warm over the winter. Others have told 
us they are bad for the lawn. —WHICH IS TRUE? 


Get rid of the leaves now. They, will keep your gross from 


growing. They ore much easier to remove In the fall when (hey 
arc light, and con be easily raked. 


If you try to remove them In the spring, they will be wet and 


soggy, and require 10 times the effort. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: We have decided to do some renovating 


in our house. The question I have is, how many bids should I 
obtain from contractors? Please answer this as soon as possible, 
because we ore anxious to start work. —REMODELER. 


The optimum number of bids to obtain Is three. This Is enough to 


givo you a sufficient reading on what it should cost to have the 
work done. 


More bids than this are usually unnecessary. You may find that 


It is very difficult today to obtain even one estimate, let alone 
three. It takes much persistence and telephone calling, but ypu 
should find, in the long run, that It is well worth It.

Winter OK for home sales: broker 


Contrary to what many pooplo ad- 


vise, this Is an excellent time to sell a 
relatively new subdivision home or 
any home In good shape, says one 
broker. 


Robert Slnrck, president of SUirck 


& Co. with offices in Mount Prospect, 
Lake Zurich, Arlington Heights, 
S c h a u m b u r g and Palatine, says 
homcbuving Is no longer limited to 
just spring, summer and fall. 


"People buy a home and move as 


their needs dictate and when they find 
whnt they want. With corporate trans- 
ferees," says Starck, "that con be al- 
most any time of the year." 


Starck says his buyer market bo- 


gins to heat up around Jon. 2 and 
doesn't slow down until the late Fall 
months of the year. 


"COME THE FIRST of the year, 


corporations 
promote, retire and 


move people around In large quan- 
tities. Most transferees ore looking In 
December and right on through* the 
winter months for a home they can 
move Into right away without having 
to make too many repairs. That's why 
It's on especially good market for 
owners of the relatively-new subdivi- 
sion home or a home in good physical 
condition," he said. 


Another advantage this year, espe- 


cially for the seller. Is that mortgage 
money Is still plentiful, says Starck. 


Some advantage to this time of the 


>mr U the real estate firms increase 
their advertising from Into November 
through the new year. This means 
marc emphasis on the seller's home 
because he's usually competing with 
fewer homes in the marketplace, 
Starck says. 


A|M>, ho says, salesmen tend to give 


each seller's home more individual at- 
tention during the winter months be- 
cause "there are fewer of them." 


"IT TAKES 10 to 15 days to obtain 


the photographs, 
have 
brochures 


printed and plan the advertising cam- 
paign for the home," he said. "So De- 
cember is a good month to take care 
of the myriad details connected with 
marketing the home. It also puts the 
homo In a 'market-ready' position 
Jan. 2 when the homobuyer market 
really opens up." 


Actually Starck said, his firm docs 


25 per cent of their sales volume In 
the first three months of the year. 


"For one thing, sellers find fewer 


lookers bothering them needlessly. 
Usually people wo take out In the win- 
ter months arc really serious home- 
buyers." 


He 
estimated the approximate 


"looking" time for a transferee from 


only one day in many cases to from 30 
to 60 days. "They usually want to get 
relocated fast so that the family Is 
separated as little as possible. They 


may even be moving during their chil- 
dren's Christmas vacation." 


In any case, Starck advises home- 


sellers not to follow what they think is 


popular opinion and beliefs but to 
check out their theories of when the 
best time Is to sell their particular 
home with their local broker.

Don't wait for falling 
interest rates to buy a home 


If you are deferring the purchase of a home 


until interest rates come down, you get an "A" 
for trying to make the most of your money but 
an "P* for making the wrong decision. 


The question here is not so much if and 


how far interest rates will decline as how 
much housing prices will rise. 


Long-term interest rates such as those 


applicable to home mortgage loans are 
slower to change than the short-term Interest 
rates which make the news headlines. They 
don't hit the same extremes. 


Economists specializing in the home mortgage market anticipate 


a decline in interest rates of not more than one-quarter to one-half a 
percentage point over the next six to twelve months. 
' 


On the other hand, home prices are increasing at an average an- 


nual rate of approximately 10 percent There is little likelihood; with 
increasing lumber prices, labor costs, zoning laws, building codes, 
and environmental restrictions, that this annual rate can be slowed 
down. 


If you believe that the ceiling has been reached on how much the 


home buyer is willing to pay, take a look at the experience of our 
Canadian neighbors. In mid-year 1976, the least expensive lots in 
Vancouver, British Colombia, ranged from $34,000 to $37,000 for a 
33-foot lot. The largest increase in residential land prices was in an 
area where in nine months a 60 to 70 foot lot increased 23 percent to 
a minimum $80,000. The average price of real estate sales handled 
through the Vancouver multiple listing service was $68,900. 


Economists 
for the United States League of Savings 


Associations have tabulated break-even points between declining in- 
terest rates and rising housing costs. Their tables show that if you 
are interested in a $40,000 home, for which you have $10,000 • 
available for down payment and can obtain an 80 percent loan at 9 
percent, and you decide to wait a year in hope of getting a mortgage 
loan at 8 percent, the house must appreciate in value 7.243 percent 
(considerably under the average) in the 12-month period for you to 
come out even. 


If the mortgage rate dropped to only 8.5 percent within s year, 


the house you desire would have to appreciate only 3.483 percent in 
market value or you would be a loser. 


Similarly, at a current mortgage loan rate of 8.5 percent, a drop of 


' a hoped-for full point to 7.5 percent in the next year would have to be 
paralleled by a below-average rise of 7.473 percent in the house sales 
price for you to break even. 


Home ownership, now rather than later, continues to be a good 


investment, just as it has been for anyone whose memory goes as far 
back as the 1930s.

Inner city management 
plagued with problems 


The management of Inner city prop- 


erties is different and more difficult 
than other types of housing manage- 
ment according to Joe L. Mnttox, Cer- 
tified Property Manager (CPM) and 
president of Addis Professional Man- 
agement in Kansas City, Mo. 


Mattox, who has studied the reasons 


unique problems ore associated with 
inner city management, states they 
range from the diverse lifestyles of 
inner city tenants to the economic and 
social inequalities that cocoon the en- 
tire black community. He groups the 
various reasons under five headings: 
lifestyles, attitudes and values of ton- 
ants; the family folkways of black 
people; the welfare agencies; bad 
management; and economic and so- 
dal inequalities imposed on the entire 
central dty. 


As an example, Mattox points out 


that "many inner dty residents have 
on attitude that no one place is home 
and that every address is only tem- 
porary. They have been made to 
move many times either for being a 
bad tenant or for not paying their 
rent. When people don't core if they 
live in decent housing or a slum, man- 
agement can only hope that such ten- 
ants do not tear up a building, that 


' they keep their apartments clean so 


as not to cause rats and roaches, and 
they don't use public area electricity 
when their lights have ccen cut off." 


Bad management is also cited by 


Mattox as a strong contributing factor 
towards inner dty problems. 


"Some surveys show that small 


management firms are Involved in 
more proven cases of bad manage- 


ment than large management organi- 
zations," says Mattox. "One reason is 
that a few managers backed into the 
property management profession and 
didn't know what they were doing. 
Several years ago there were novice 
managers who did not know the dif- 
ference between mortgagee and mor- 
tgagor, cosh flow and debt service 
and Invoice and purchase order." 


Mattox emphasizes the need for 


good tenants to move into the Inner 
dty. "Housing projects need a major- 
ity of their residents to bo good ten- 
ants. Inner city projects are 90 per 
cent occupied but are hurting for good 
tenants. Those individuals with money 
to pay their rent and who want a dec- 
ent, safe and pleasant place to live 
are running away from the inner dty 
because of redlining, denial of insur- 
ance, Inadequate strcpt lights and po- 
lice protection, no code enforcement 
and street Improvements and poor 
trash collection and park mainte- 
nance."

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'Phantom' landlord causes problems 


Landlord-tenant relationships — which can get sticky under the 


best of circumstances — need very few complications to become 
•ompletely Impossible. 


There's the landlord, for Instance, who sets himself up as the 


guardian of his tenant's morals. Or the tenant who owns neither 
broom nor dusting cloth. Or, there's the landlord who Is Invis- 
ible. 


Dear Mr. Campbell: 


We (myself and two teen-aged children) rented our home 


through a reputable broker and never met our landlord until the 
night before we moved In. When we were shown the house, about 
Aug. 1, the broker said that the landlord would: 


• fill In the unfinished opening between the living room and 


bedroom where he had started to make a doorway, 


• finish the uncompleted electrical outlets and lights in the 


bath, kitchen and basement, 


• wash the basement carpet which was extremely soiled and 


smelled, and 


• move his things from the shed In the backyard. 
None of these things were In the lease which I signed on Aug. 10, 


but the broker reiterated that they would be taken care of. The 
owner gave me the key Saturday night, Aug. 14 and we moved In 
the following day. He said that he would be back the following 
Monday to move his things out of the basement and yard and to 
complete the work. 


I haven't seen him since. He hasn't responded to my letters and 


has an unlisted phone number. On the advice of the broker, I 
mailed my rent to what I feel Is an Incomplete address, but I 
wanted to carry out my part of the bargain. The broker says the 
landlord has broken the lease, but I'm afraid to move out and

afraid to fix things without his permission. I can't move his pos- 
sessions and we can't utilize the basement. Mrs. V. C. (Bath, 
Penn.) 


A. You can't do business with a phantom. I think that you have 


no legal or moral obligation to honor this lease. The understanding 
was apparently witnessed by the real estate broker and I am 
inclined to agree with him that the landlord has, in effect, "con- 
structively evicted" you. 


This occurs when the landlord — by either doing something, or 


falling to do something — lets the physical condition of the proper- 
ty become unsulted for the tenant's peaceful enjoyment of It. I 
don't think he would have a leg to stand on in trying to bring 
action against you If you moved out. 
Dear Mr. Campbell: 


I read with Interest your recent column on "points," in which 


you made the statement that "the law forbids the buyer from 
paying the points in the case of a VA loan." In our case, we 
bought a $44,950 home with such a loan, paying a $1,000 deposit 
held by the real estate firm. The first we heard of points was at 


settlement where It was listed as an "origination fee" at 1 per 
cent, or $449.50. Were we required to pay this amount because we 
made no down payment? Mrs. J. J. J. (Silver Spring, Md.) 


A. No, the expense had nothing to do with your down payment — 


or-lack of down payment. The origination fee has nothing to do 
with points, but Is compensation to the lender for the documenta- 
tion and the overall bookwork involved In setting up the mort- 
'gage, which in all fairness to the lenders, is indeed a very ex- 
pensive procedure. 


Normally, there is no origination fee in the case of conventional 


mortgages — only on VA and FHA mortgages where It Is customa- 
ry for the buyer to pay it. The points you made reference to (a 
sweetener to the lender to compensate him for a possible gap be- 
tween VA and FHA Interest ceilings and conventional Interest 
rates) are paid by the seller In VA and FHA mortgates and by the 
buyer In conventional mortgages. 
Dear Mr. Campbell: 


I was disappointed in the answer you gave to the elderly couple 


about the noise coming from their neighbor's air conditioner. I, 
too, am a victim of such harassment — not for one, but two, air 
conditioners. In asking for relief from the noise I have been sub- 
ject to further harassment. Machines that stick out of windows 
should be outlawed. My only alternative Is to move after a lifetime 
investment In my home. Mrs. G. N. (Cheektowaga, N.Y.) 


A. I'll be the first to admit that my "solution" to her problem 


(mount her own air conditioner In the window abutting the neigh- 
bor's) wasn't without Its flaws. But, since the couple definitely 
didn't want to move (like you) and since such units are NOT 
illegal, I could think of no suggestion but that of Installing a com- 
peting unit to muffle the noise of the neighbor's. 


Urban sprawl blankets Hong Kong coastal area

HONG KONG (UPI) - Ancient folk 


talcs In Hong Kong's New Territories 
(ell of a peasant woman who waited 
so long for the return of her husband's 
ship that sh« turned Into a rock. 


The Amah Rock — an outcrop 


which looks like a woman carrying a 
child on her back — still stands atop 
the hill overlooking Sha Tin valley to- 
day. 


But the valley has been transformed 


beyond recognition. 


Tho shallow cove, which once 


snuggled up to the villages and rice 
paddles, has been filled in; thus bar- 
ring forever the return of that mythic- 
al ship bearing the woman's husband. 


On the reclaimed land now stand 


blocks of high-rise public housing 
buildings. And work crews with bull- 
dozers and pllcdrivcrs operate 
throughout the day to put up more 
structures. As one of the govern- 
ment's four planned ' 'self-contained" 
new towns, Sha Tin will provide ac- 


commodations and work places for 
500.000 persons. The valley's popu- 
lation before development was about 
30,000. 


With the completion of Sha Tin, Tal 


Po, Tuen Mun and Tscun Wan new 
towns, the government plans to house 
40 per cent of the projected population 
— or 2.5 million persons — In the New 
Territory by 1986. 


Officials said this urban encroach- 


ment on the New Territories, made up 
of some 366 square miles of land 
leased to Britain until 1997 by China 
during the Chlng Dynasty — Is neces- 
sary to relievo urban congestion. 
More than 83 per cent of Hong Kong's 
4 4 million persons live In less than 20 
square miles of urban areas, resulting 
in ono of the world's highest popu- 
lation densities. 


Actual construction for these proj- 


ects still Is In the Initial stage. But 
already the government has had to 
acquire about 5 million square feet of 
land each year over the post three

years for public purposes. This prob- 
ably will continue for the next B to 10 
years, officials said. 


Rapid development of this once rur- 


al and agricultural area — which of- 
fers tourists a glimpse of the Chinese 
countryside — will bring changes in 
many aspects of life to its existing 
400,000 inhabitants — sometimes ir- 
retrievably. 


Up until September of this year, of- 


ficial figures showed that 14,195 per- 
sons had been directly affected by the 
development. And more will follow. 


People have lived and farmed in the 


New Territories for centuries. Sha 
Tin, for example, was inhabited by 
rice farmers in the Ming Dynasty 
(1368-1544) and perhaps earlier. The 
rlco crops have given way to market 
gardening In recent years. The con- 
struction of the new town, together 


with Hong Kong's second race course 
and private development, have ren- 
dered agriculture impossible In large 
areas of the once fertile valley. 


To moke way for a six-lane highway 


to Tuen Mun, the government is to 
clear about 100 buildings and 50,000 
square feet of land along tho western 
coast of tho New Territories. In Tuen 
Mun itself, a million square feet of 
land is needed Just for the factories 
which will employ the tens of thou- 
sands of people who will live there be- 
fore the next decade. 


Villagers uprooted from their an- 


cestral homes have to find new ways 
to make a living: in factories, restau- 
rants and other jobs In town. Fanners 
who have lived off the land in wooden 
huts now have to learn to live in con- 
crete high-rise buildings. 


Many accepted some form of com- 


pensation and quietly set about adapt- 
big to their new lives. Some, like the 
fisherfolk In the cove -of Sha Tin and 
In Sal Kung, reacted violently to 
change and fought with police who 
had come to evict them. 


All, however, gave way eventually. 
Speaking about the "disruption" of 


the lives of the people, Sec. for the 
New Territories David Akers-Jones 
said "... In the end, whatever the 
house you have lived in, the pattern of 
compensation, the wrench from the 
life you have established, is consid- 
erable and we should and must make 
allowance for it." 


He said Hong Kong Is "a society 


whose traditional values and structure 
is being shaken from within and with- 
out." 


The' deserted villages, the ancient 


rlco fields resting at the bottom of re- 


servoirs and the filled valleys con be 
called "lamentable" remnants of a 
way of life disrupted by urban en- 
croachment. 


"But by far the most formidable 


and pressing encroachment has been 
that of, and for, people — homes, 
work, recreation, even rubbish dumps 
for people," Akers-Jones said. 


The development of the New Terri- 


tories is "not just an urban overspill 
but part of a deliberate process" to 
provide a better life for the teeming 
millions in this small British territory, 
he said. 


"And all this has meant land: hills 


cut, valleys filled, seas reclaimed," 
he said. 


"Gradually the threads and sinews 


of urban life have spread to enmesh 
and make indissoluble the life of town 
and country," he said.

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Indian-White land battle rips Massachusetts town 


by STEWART POWELL 


MASHPEE. Mass. (UPI) — The 


Northwest wind has pushed old timers 
indoors (or coffee, warmth and the re- 
laxed conversations of winter in a 
lumraer Cape Cbd town. 


But the winter of "78 is winter with 


a difference. 


Suspicion, rumor and fear divide 


the grey-shingled town of 2,498 in the 
aftermath of a federal court suit by 
local Indians seeking ownership of 31 
square miles of valuable real estate 
owned by whites. 


RESIDENTS TALK reluctantly of 


the lent Ions generated by the suit, but 
tension is apparent 


"No one calls anybody an S.O.B. or 


anything like that," says selectman 
Kevin O'Connell, 37, a resident of the 
town for nine years. "What happens is 
people are kind of sheepish with each 
other." 


Greens on a local golf course were 


scarred with lettered protests: "Give 
us back our land" and "Once a tree 
grew here," a selectman said. The of- 
fice of a local real estate developer 
was riddled by gunfire. 


No arrests have been made. 


INDIANS CONTEND whites have 


clamped a boycott on the only two In- 
dian-owned businesses In town, a res- 
taurant and a fuel oil company. 


Surrounding communities no longer 


accept Mashpee children for local 
schools, forcing the tiny community to 
face the prospect of building new 
schools. 


It may take years for a doien attor- 


neys, Including Richard Nixon's im- 
peachment lawyer, James D. St. 
Oalr, to settle the suit. 


Some residents worry It may take a 


generation to repair friendships sha- 
ken by the contest of neighbor against 
neighbor. 


OPENING ARGUMENTS are ex- 


pected within weeks in U.S. District 
Court in Boston on the suit by the 
Mashpee Warmpanoag Indian Tribe 
against 132 white landowners, many 
of them land developers. 


Indians claim ownership "from 


time Immemorial" of 20,000 acres of 
land on the Interior coast of Cape Cod. 
They contend Congress in 1780 barred 
the sale of Indian land without gov- 
ernment approval. 


The suit, filed on behalf of the 1,000 


member tribes by the Native Ameri- 
can Rights Fund, seeks land worth as 
much as 1200 million, a town official 
said. 


Win, lose or draw, the Indian suit 


has achieved its purpose. 
. 


DESCENDANTS OF the Indians 


who welcomed the Pilgrims to Amer- 
ica's stark coastline have halted 
booming land speculation by white 
newcomers to a community once en- 
tirely Indian. 
-. 


Scrub pine woods no longer are bull- 


dozed Into clusters of condominium 
apartments constructed and adver- 
tised to attract the well-tc-do out-of- 
town white man. . ."• 
_ 


• "Non-Indians were treating 
the 


town as if it was their own business," 
said Russell Peters, president of the 
Indian organization that filed the suit. 
"We saw It as people taking advan- 
tage of something that has been held 
for many years." 


Indians regained with the court suit 


the political power lost to the steady 
Influx of whites. Whites had captured 
control of town government In recent 
years and Indians now make up only 
20 per cent of the populatlo once en- 
tirely Indian. 


"WE'VE GONE from a sleepy little 


town to what is a big, prospering busi- 
ness enterprise," Peters said. "Devel- 
opment Is what we're against." 


Development has taken place since 


the early 1960s. 


While Indians hope to save the town 


by ending development, white land- 
owners and town officials fear the end 
of development spells doom for the 
106-year-old town. 


House sales have ceased. Land 


sales are frozen In the fashionable de- 
velopment of New Seabury where law- 
yers, judges and doctors have pur- 
chased homes costing as much as 
$300,000. 


MORTGAGES HAVE been sus- 


pended. 


Bank foreclosures already have be- 


gun on land developments financially 
crippled by cessation of land sales. 


The twon has appropriated $50,000 


for legal costs 'expected to total sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. 


Town officials hope Congress • will 


step in to guarantee federal payment 
for settlement of the suit, arguing the 
guarantee would dispell the . legal 
cloud now hanging over town fi- 
nances. 
• 


BUT INDIANS oppose "a political 


solution to a legal problem," fearful 
the entrance of Congress might force 


a cash settlement of the dispute rath- 
er than the return of land. 


Facing a legal thicket that may 


take years to untangle, both sides 
have turned to public appals. 


Town officials argue the town 


"can't exist like this for another 8 or 
12 months." 


But Boston attorney Morris Kirsner, 


owner of a summer home in Mashpee 
. and a special town counsel, puts the 
stakes even higher. 


"If the tribe should be successful, it 


could have a shattering effect on the 
entire country," Kirsner said. "It 
would op-m up the door to reclamation • 
of land in numerous states."

Dodge tells 31% hike 
in building contracts 


Construction In October broke out of its recent lull with a surge 


of contracting for future work, reports the F. VY. Dodge Division 
of McGraw-Hill Information Systems Co. 


A sharp gain In electric power plant contracting, backed up by a 


higher rate of housing starts, boosted October's total construction 
contract value to $10,062,970,000 for a gain of 31 per cent from the 
year earlier. 


McGraw-Hill Information Systems Company, an authority on the 


construction market, produces Dodge Reports on construction ac- 
tivity and Sweet's Catalog Flics of construction product informa- 
tion. 


THE SEASONALLY adjusted Dodge Index, heavily Influenced 


by the start of nearly $2 billion of electric power facilities in 
October, leaped to a record 237 (1967-100). During August and 
September the Index had slipped Into the 160s after averaging 187 
for the year's first hoi/. 


Gcorgo A. Christie, vice president and chief economist for F. W. 


Dodge, said that "October's sharp housing and utilities gain will 
amount to a split benefit for the sagging economy In the months 
ahead. The portion of October's strong total of new construction 
that reflects (ho recent Improvements In housing starts will bring 
an Immediate payoff In jobs and building material snles. However, 
electric utility projects typically stretch out over many years and 
offer little In the way of Immediate stimulation to the economy." 


Christie noted that while It's still too early to expect results from 


the recent $3.7 billion appropriation under the Public Works Em- 
ptoymcnt Act of 1976, It should not be long before this money 
prompts a gain In contracting for highways, sewers, and public 
buildings. 


October contracts for residential building reached $0,792,158,000, 


a gain of 18 per cent over the ycar-ngo amount. While all forms of 
housing gained in October, the month's biggest improvement was 
a 72 per cent increase In multi-family building due In large part to 
the acceleration of HUD programs. 


A MINED PATTERN* of gains and losses left the nonrcsldentlal 


building category up 6 per cent to $2,728,449,000 In October, accord- 
ing to the Dodge economist. Gains for the month were shown in 
stores, offices, and hospitals. Declines were reported for schools, 
public buildings, and recreational facilities. Contracting for manu- 
facturing plants held approximately even with the ycar-ago value. 


Nonbuildlng construction contract value soared 71 per cent to 


$3,270,812,000 In October, as five now electric generating facilities • 
were started throughout the North Central and South Central re- 
gions. These projects, all using coal as their energy source, ranged 
in cost from $150 million to $600 million. 


"The other two major classifications of nonbultdlng construction 


— highways and sewer systems — showed declines -In the latest 
month but will soon benefit from recently appropriated Federal 
funds for emergency public works employment," said Christie.

City problems: in 'good oF days' they were worse 


by JAMES J. DOYLE 


ntVERSIDE, CaW. (UPI) - The problems of our cities - pollu- 


tion, crime, riots, planning, transportation — are bad but they, 
could be worse. In the "good old days" tor instance. 


Cities have changed and grown during the past century. The 


basic problems are pretty much the same, according' to Dr. 
Charles Adrian. But he believes things may be a little better now. 


Adrian, a political science professor at the University of Califor- 


nia, Riverside, cites pollution from automobiles as one cxamnle. It 
may be bad, he says, but horses were horrible. 
'• " 


"HOUSES WEHF. SPECIAL problems. The amount of horse 


manure generated was really something terrific when cities were 
becoming quite larger 


"They didn't clean up very regularly and business men cleaned 


up In front of their own stores. There were relatively few street- 
sweepers." 


There were other kinds of pollution. 
"Most cities had their own slaughterhouses a century ago and 


they were careless about throwing out hooves and remains and 
that sort of thing. There was a lot of pollution of one kind or 
another from animals. They would die and be left In .alleys and 
streets. And there was little or no sewage." 


HIE FRUITS OF HIS study over 10 years, along with the stud- 


ies of Ernest Griffith of the Library of Congress, are gathered in a 


book, "A History of American City Government, 1775-1870." 


Some of the problems that dismayed the urban dweller during • 


that period are still with us — planning, summer riots in low 
Income neighborhoods, Intrusion of other governments, police rela- 
tions and public transportation. 


"You have to remember how really small these places were," 


he said. Most of the people were rural residents. In 1790 Pitts- 
burgh had only 500 people. Chicago was not founded until 1833. 


"Pollution was a very Important problem for city governments 


in the last century, particularly with regard to water supplies. 
They had some notion that water could be polluted but they didn't 
know how and trying to get pure water was a big problem. 


'"People like to talk about the good old days but the cities of the 
19th century were dirty, in many ways filthier than today. There 
was tremendous concern with communicable disease. During that 
period the germ theory was not known. 


"THERE WAS STILL smallpox,' and they had yellow fever, ma- 


laria, cholera and typhoid. Infant mortality was high and there 
were other dangers. 


"While people weren't being killed by cars, they often were 


killed or maimed by runaway horses. It was quite common." • 


American cities of the middle and late 19th century had prob- 


lems with their police forces. Crime was a great concern, Adrian 
said. 


"The simple mugging wasn't as common then, but it did exist. 


Pickpockets were very skilled also. 


"ALSO FROM THE 1830s on, we had a goodly number of sum- 


mer ghetto riots. That wasn't just something from the 1960s. There 
were a number of causes, but basically because many people 
moved to the cities from rural areas. 


"They were 'white Anglo-Saxon Protestants mostly and they ea- 


countcrcd largely Catholic immigrants from Europe. They we's 
afraid the immigrants would take control of the cltta. 


"There was a big hassle in the 1840s and 1850s over whether th* 


Irish should be allowed to be policemen. In the 1950s we went 
through the same thing with blacks. The nation's first race riot 
occurred in Philadelphia in 1828, but most of the riots ip cities did 
not involve race so much as ethnic groups." 


Planning of cities and their neighborhoods was dominated by 


land speculators and real estate developers for profit. 


The situations and the problems haven't changed so much, but 


we can learn from our past. 


"Politics in a democracy is not designed to solve problems," 


Adrian said, "but rather to find some way of managing problems 
with minimal cost. 


"City governments are, after all, conflict resolution devices. 


They are always Involved in conflict."

Caution warned towards 
a distressed property 


"Take assignments that arc realis- 


tic, not risky to your reputation," is 
the advice of William R. Brambcrg, 
CPM, to property managers pre- 
sented with the prospect of under- 
taking a distressed property. 


Bramberg, who heads Brambcrg

Organization, 
Clear- 


water, Fla., cautions property man- 
agers to carefully evaluate all aspects 
of a distressed property before ac- 
cepting the management assignment.

In retrospect, the 
property should never have been giv- 
en birth, and thereby determine to 
abort the assignment or recommend It 
In seek substance via another identity 
through conversion."

"Just as you would not associate 


yourself and your talents with another 
Disney World two miles from the 
Magic Kingdom, neither would you di- 
rect a retirement community wherein 
your potential competitors are ex- 
periencing very high vacancies. The 
wrong market leads to two con- 
clusions, an attempt to change the 
Identity of the property through con- 
version or pass up the assignment. If 
you believe you can succeed where 
your peers have failed by continuing 
with the current misasslgned market- 
ing posture, jrou must have lots of 
time on your hands and/or be a mir- 
acle man."

With ill (he hoopla

promotional event*, with ill the atten- 
tion devoted to erecting and coordi- 
nating periodic sales, a third element 
basic to the success of any shopping 
center Is being sadly neglected, said 
one developer. 


The target often is being lost sight 


of, obscured by an absence of re- 
search to determine changes In popu- 
lation characteristics that will Identify 
the market on a continuing basis. 


But all three elements — promotion, 


merchandising and research — are vi- 
tal to on-going success, contends Don- 
ald Kahan, president of Jack Jacobs 
If Company, Chicago-based national 
shopping center developer, who soys 
that "unless developers and retailers 
alike are careful about Identifying 
their day-to-day market, they are In 
danger of spinning wheels and ending 
up talking to themselves. 


"OUn FIJIM recognizes and has 


been extremely actlie in shopping 
center promotion and merchandis- 
ing," Kahan sold. "Indeed, we have 
spearheaded the concept that targeted 
merchandising, creative retail adver- 
tising and showmanship In a grand 
manner Is Imperative to creating on 
identity for, calling attention to and 
maintaining traffic in a mall. It is a 
precise mix of these elements that es- 
tablish a competitive and effective re- 
tall complex. 


"And, because our firm is not just 


Involved in development, because we 
stay on to manage our own malls once 
they have opened, we are also strong 
advocates of close communications 
with our retailers. We realize the val- 
ue of careful timing, of coordinating 
promotional events with available 
merchandise, of working with mer- 
chants associations on short-range 
plans, as well as long-range goals." 


But, there's often something lost be- 


tween research for development and 
market studies for continuing effec- 
tive retailing, said Kahan. 


"HOWEVER." he said, "all too of- 


ten, this is where the research ends. 
And, in such cases you may realize 
too late, that the world U changing 
around you, the customers you once 
Identified have moved someplace far 
away. 


"Or. it may be that the last decode 


saw Uttlc movement among the resi- 
dents, that the young market is now a 
middle-aged market, that the mer- 
chandise so carefully selected by mcr-

A leading spokesman for the hous- 


ing finance industry has told a Senate 
banking committee that the agencies 
created to case fluctuations In the sec- 
ondary mortgage market have been 
only partially successful, and that oc- 
casional poorly-timed actions by them 
have in fact augmented these fluctua- 
tions.

Kahan also observed that Uve plUall 


i* even more dangerous because of 
the very nature of the merchandising 
business — one of the most informed 
and up-to-date industries In the world 
— and the allure of exciting-sounding 
promotions. 


"Merchandisers are forever on the 


lookout for new methods and different 
and Imaginative ways of moving their 
wares," he sold. "And state pageants, 
circuses, big wheel races, charity ba- 
zaars and magic shows all sound 
great. 


"UE'RE LED FURTHER along 


this route by flashes of Inspiration 
that come to promotion directors lead- 
ing them to try to reach yet another 
group of prospective customers. Then 
you have antique shows, needlecraft 
exhibits, square dances, art fain and 
sports car spectaculars. 


"These all miy be very potent 


draws," Kahan explained, "but only If 
you have the right target — an Inter- 
ested public close enough at hand." 


"What we have found to be ex- 


chants and the promotions that sound 
tremely valuable at Jack Jacobs and 
Company," Kahan went on to say, "Is 
a combination of marketing analyses 
of our major tenants' results, close at- 
tention to pertinent Information in the 
local media, and a promotion staff 
which is Itself Involved in community 
activities. A promotion director, who 
is a member of important community 
groups, who is on civic committees, 
not only knows who the public is 
we're dealing with today, but what di- 
rection they're taking, what the fore- 
cast Is for the future. 


"Once we have the ready facts and 


figures, we know, for example, that 
when we put on a marionette show, 
there will be enough youngsters in the 
neighborhood to make the affair a 
success, and it's likely that the entire 
family will come to the center. 


"All of us who direct the activities 


of shopping centers," Kahan said, 
"must know who we're entertaining 
through promotion, who we're entic- 
ing through merchandising events, 
how many we will reach and how 
much we can expect them to spend. 


"It's a three-way street, and on 


such a thoroughfare, you have to be 
careful to look in all directions."

When my daughter received a form 


letter saying she had won a-free trip 
to Disney World, it was dearly a pro- 
motion scheme to sell lots in a Florida 
land project. 


Nevertheless, I succumbed. Because 


the young lady was cuite excited 
<part of the hustle, of course), I put 
up $19.80 to register for the "free" 
trip, even though the only free fea- 
tures were hotel accommodations and 
Disney World tickets for two adults. I 
figured I could handle the sales pitch. 


We never made the trip, but didn't 


get the $19.80 back, either. What it 
taught me was this: Just'when you 
think you 're so knowledgeable and 
sophisticated that no one can fool you, 
rap! They get you. 


There's one thing never to forget 


when buying real estate: The only 
real protection Is self-protection. No 
one but yourself can save you from 
high pressure tactics and diabolical 
ruses to Kick you into a bad in- 
vestment in a land development 
project. 


Federal 
and state governments 


have tried to crack down on fraud, 
deception, false promises, and other 
unscrupulous practices among land 
•developers, but they've had little Im- 
pact. Some developers even use the 
existence of government regulations 
to practice a new deception — Impli- 
cations that their projects have been 
approved by the government. 


It's easy enough, however, to pro- 


tect yourself. You can avoid shady de- 
velopers — their unkept promises and 
deeds to land they don't own — adm- 
ply by avoiding all developers. 


You have nothing to lose by that. 


Buying land In a development project 
is a bad investment no matter how 
ethical the developer is. A project lot 
may be fine to retire on, but don't let 
anyone sell you the nonsense that it's 
a good investment. 


There's a lot of money to be made 


in land, but not in a development. The 
profit there has already been used up. 


The price of land in a development 


project Is always astronomical be- 
cause it has to include development 
costs — planning, surveying, engi- 
neering, roads, utilities, rezonlng, le- 
gal fees, advertising, promotion, rec- 
reation facilities, administrative over- 
head, salesmen's commissions, and 
the developer's profit. Up to 30 per 
cent of the price may go to salesmen, 
and 33 per cent in developer's profit. 


Developers sell land for 10, 20, even 


30 times what they pay for it. I've 
seen tiny quarter-acre lots in a vaca- 
tion-land development advertised for 
$5,995 and up. That's $36,000 an acre. 


The lots may someday be worth 


more. But that's gambling, not' In- 
vesting. You get better odds in a state 
lottery. 


The only one who profits in a devel- 


opment Is the developer, though his 
sales pitches are aimed at your profit 
motive. There is profit in land, but 
elsewhere. Don't let developers ex- 
ploit your profit motive for their prof- 
it The proper use of the profit motive 
is for your profit 


I could have done worse with that 


"free" trip to Florida. I could have 
gone.

Another ingenious wile Is extracting 


"refundable" deposits from prospects 
during a presentation at a "free" din- 
ner or an unsolicited telephone sales 
pitch that's been scripted to trap you 
psychologically. • 


Send $25, the pitch goes, to reserve 


a lot before the price goes up. Then 
visit the project to see the land before 
you complete the purchase, and get 
your $25 back if you don't like it. 


This sounds fair, logical and in- 


nocent except the catch is it gets you 
on their territory where they can sub- 
ject you to merciless persuasions. 


The most effective self-protection is 


to stay away from "free" dinners, 
"free" trips, and land projects alto- 
gether. Even if you are blessed with 
superior resistance, you'll find it hard 


to spurn the ease of buying for only , 
"$s down and *5 a month." 


Especially since credit buying la an 


effective way in the first place to in- 
vest with little cash, and get the fi- 
nancial leverage that multiplies prof- 
its. That's true, of course, only when 
the total price is right, too. 


The secret of big profits on little 


money is to buy land on the fringe of 
development, land that's still tow in 
price but destined to undergo a sharp 
value rise In the near future as devel- 
opment overtakes it. America has lota 
of land like that on the edge of vaca- 
tlonland and recreation-land devel- • 
opments and growing resort areas. 


Get to it before the developer, then ' 


sell it to him. Instead of his profiting; 
from you, you profit from Mm.

Homes can be havens without hazards 


Most people consider their homes to 


be havens of safety and security. Un- 
f o r t u n a t e l y altogether too many 
people have discovered too late the 
danger of serious accidents at home, 
said Virgil E. Grand, president of the 
Northwest Suburban Board of Real- 
tors. 
• . - . 


The nation recorded 102,500 acciden- 


tal deaths last year, according to the 
National Safety Council. About one- 
fourth of the total, some 25,500 fatali- 
ties, resulted from accidents at home. 
That's almost double the number of 
fatalities resulting from work-related 
accidents in 1975 —12,600 — and more 
than half of the fatalities recorded in 
automobile accidents — 46,000. 


The Safety Council reports that 


some four million Americans suffered 
disabling injuries serious enough to 
prevent a person from conducting nor- 
mal activities for at least a day. 


A further look at the Safety Coun- 


cil's statistics reveals that falls of all 
kinds caused the largest number of 
accidental deaths in the home. Some 
8,400 people lost their lives in this 
manner in 1975. Fires caused 5,100 
deaths and poisoning accounted for 
3,300 fatalities. 


According to the Safety Council, 43 


per cent of all fatal injuries to persons 
over 65 occur in private homes. Falls 
account for 46 per cent of the total. 
Take steps to prevent injuries and 
deaths due to falls. 


• Always use a ladder instead of 


chairs and other furniture to change 
burned out light bulbs or reach high 
shelves. 


• Check tacked down carpeting on 


stairs. Make certain that it will not 
come loose, slide and cause falls. 


• Make certain that handrails along 


stabs are in good condition. Each set 
of stairs should have at least one good 
handrail. 


• Keep stairs, floors and passage- 


ways clear of small objects such as 
toys which could cause people to trip. 


• Make certain that scatter rugs 


are skid proof. 


• Instead of carrying one large load 


upstairs, make several trips with 
smaller loads. 


• Install pressure sensitive strips 


on the bottom of slippery bathtubs. 


• Install grab bars in tubs and 


showers if necessary. 


• Replace sliding glass doors and 


shower doors with safety glass or 
plastic doors. 


The best way to cope with home 


fires is prevention and preparedness. 


The following measures will help you ; 
avoid tragedy. 
: • 


• Since children under the age of 15 * 


comprise one-fourth of the home fire 
fatalities, it is important that they 
know what to do In case fire breaks 
out. Plan escape routes and conduct 
fire drills. 


• Designate a location outside of 


the home where family members can 
gather for a head count to make cer- 
tain that everyone has escaped a. • 
burning house. 


• Make certain that bedroom win- ,

AUSTIN. Tex. (UPI) - Bill Woods is why airlines 


serve booio. 


He won't fly without it. He doesn't even like to fly 


with It. 


Woods is president and chief executive officer of the 


Texas "White Knuckle Chapter of the Man Will Never 
Fly Memorial Society Internatlnale." 


The group gathers each year on the eve of the anni- 


versary of the Wright brothers' first flight In an effort 
to prove "the Wrights were wrong." 


Motto of the grup Is, "Given B choice, we will never 


fly; Given no choice, we will never fly, sober." 


"Mainly what we do Is sit around and prove that 


birds fly and men drink, particularly the latter," Woods 
said, discussing the group's meeting set for today. 


"And we tell a hell of a lot of stories concerning some 


sort of testimonial that men will never fly." 


The Austin chapter Is one of five In the nation, all 


dedicated to the flying-ls-craiy cause, the original chap- 
ter, organized by Dr. Ed North, met Dec. 11 at Kill 
Devil Hill In North Carolina. 


The "Flywrlght Chapter" In Dayton, Ohio, Is con- 


ducting a project of converting used airplanes Into beer 
cans, Woods claimed. A chapter In Albuquerque Is In- 


volved in a project with laser beams and optics 


"They're convinced, despite all the evidence to the 


contrary, that It's done with mirrors," Woods said. 


Woods became Intrigued with the idea of the "Man 


Will Never Fly Memorial Society" In 1974, and con- 
tacted North about the prospects of establishing an Aus- 
tin chapter. 


"He said, Til just give you the whole state,'" Woods 


said. "There's a membership list, but there's no bylaws 
no rules, no nothing. In essence I've got dictatorial pow- 
ers In Texas." 


' Woods Immediately established five classes of mem- 
bership, with first class reserved for persons like him- 
self — "real white knucklers." Tourist class member- 
ship is for persons who fly, but are willing to go along 
with the society's spoof. 


"They're admitted only as long as they pick up the 


bar checks," he said. 


Woods also established a "Coffee, Tea or Me Aux- 


iliary" for female members and other offshoots. 


While he's the planner for the Texas party, Woods 


doesn't pretend to be the originator of the Idea for the 
spoof on flying, and onco asked North how the organiza- 
tion started. 


"He said actually the idea came out ot a martini 


bottle."

NEW YORK (UPI) - Manhattan's 


modern-day Betsy ROM was marching 
In a Fifth Avenue parade one day, 
proudly bearing a 13-star nag she had 
made herself. 


A group of sailors on the sidewalk 


snapped to attention and saluted as 
she passed, and the elderly former ac- 
tress and model almost bunt into 
tears. 


"It was so beautiful," said Elaine 


Whitney Dickson Roberta, who sits be- 
f o r e her television each night 
patiently hand-stitching cloth stars 
and red and white cotton srlpcs into 
copies of the original Old Glory. 


"THE FLAG MEANS so much 


to me: the courage of our soldiers and 
the hope for peace, and here these 
young men-were showing me they felt 
the same way." 


Mrs. Roberts has made more than 


100 flags from scratch and given most 
of them away — to such dignitaries as 
Harry Truman and Lyndon Johnson 
and to patriotic groups like tc Sons of 
the American Revolution. 


She said she meant to send one to 


Richard Nixon, "but then all those 
things began to happen to him" and 
she decided the gilt might be In- 
appropriate. 


"I also made President Ford a flag 


but I haven't sent It yet because I'm 
mad at him for not helping our city," 
she said. "However, I do plan to give 
one to Mr. Carter." 


Mrs. Roberts' hobby is no Bicenten- 


nial gimmick — she's been pursuing It 
for almost 10 years and the few she 
sells barely pay for the cost of her 
materials. 


She said she got the Idea watching a 


parade. 


"I *aw all those beautiful flags and 


decided to sew my own. 1 started and 
never stopped." 


Even the name she adopted from 


the 18th century seamstress who sup- 
posedly made the nation's first flag 
came to her almost by accident. 


"ONE DAY I put on an old-fashion- 


ed dress and bonnet and a friend told 
me 1 looked just like Betsy Ross," sho 
•aid. The name stuck. 
i 


Mrs. Roberts says she spends up to 


six weeks making each flag In her 
cluttered New York City apartment. 
She always keeps on hand a "whole 
bagful" of the finished products, 
which range In length from about 18 
inches to more than seven feet. 


"I won't use a pattern or a sewing 


machine," she said. "The stitches 
aren't perfect, but nobody seems to 
mind. One buyer said he chose one 
that was uneven because It looked 
more authentic." 


The 20th century Betsy Ross holds 


strong views about America and 
where It's heading as 1976 draws to a 
close. 


"We've done a lot In 200 years and 


the Bicentennial was wonderful," she 
said. "But we've got to keep the old 
spirit, and one good way would be for 
people to start displaying the flag the 
way they used to."

Family they will always be just that 
In Vail. 


The Fords have vacationed in Vail 


since the President's congressional 
(toys and the First Family has made 
dozens of friends in the Bavarian 
stylo community. 


"Everybody in the city was abso- 


lutely down, down, down after the 
election," said Sheika Gramshammor, 
long-time family 
friend 
and state 


chairwoman for the President's re- 
election committee. She said Ford 
won the town's vole by a considerable 
margin. 


"SO. WHEN HE comes this winter 


wo are going to have something spe- 
cial for him. We want him to know ho 
has a special place with us, always." 


Walter Mondalo is another regular 


Christmas visitor. He has escaped 
public scrutiny on his visits for the 
past eight years. He may find the sit- 
uation changed because of his status 
ns vice president-elect. 


Pam Conklin. spokeswoman for Vail 


Associates, said the Mondale family 
usually stays with friends and son 
Teddy, 19, worked on the race crew 
lust winter. She said the former Min- 
nesota Senator is rated as a good, ag- 
gressive skier. 


Ford, described as an avid, aggres- 


sive skier uho rarely tires, spends 
most of his winter vacation days on 
the slopes. At night, lie parties, 
frequently at Sheika's dlsclothcquc 


and the restaurant owned by her hus- 
band. 


MILS. FOItl). who is unable to ski 


because of a pinched nerve, spends 
her days visiting with friends and 
shopping for the family's Christmas 
gifis. The Ford children, Susan, 17; 
Jack, 23; Steve, 18, and Michael, 24, 
and his wife also ski. 


The Fords plan to spend about two 


weeks at Vail, where the President 
earlier was named an official citizen 
of the city. Terry Mingcr, town mana- 
ger, said he will do everything pos- 
sible to let the Fords know they will 
always be the "First Family" in Vail. 


"There arc a lot of personal feelings 


and friends here and we have reason 
to believe he will continue coming," 
said Mingcr. "And now he will have . 
more time to enjoy his favorite pur- 
suits of skiing and golfing." 


The Fords own a condominium in 


Vail, but have stayed at the home of 
Dallas oilman Richard Bass for secur- 


ity reasons since Ford became Presi- 
dent. The Bass home is perched on 
the edge of a ski slope with a clear 
view of the town. 


Part of the traditional welcome for 


the First Family has been a tall ever- 
green Christmas tree cut and d/co- 
ratcd by town officials and placed in 
the Bass home. Minger said the cus- 
tom will be continued. 


FOR THE HOLIDAYS the village 


takes on a story-book atmosphere 
with colored lights, carolers and a 


frosty snow covering. The population 
swells from the normal 1,000 to 10,000 
during the yuletldc, posing some se- 
curity problems. 


A spokesman for the Secret Sen-ice 


said a contingent of agents will con- 
tinue to surround Ford on the slopes 
and streets. The agents undergo spe- 
cial ski training to keep up with the 
President. 


The Secret Service also has in- 


spected the new Lionshead gondola 
following extensive renovations- Two 


cars of the ski lift derailed last 
March, killing four persons and se- 
riously injuring eight others. 


The lift is expected to open Dec. 21, 


but may be ready sooner. Ms. Conklin 
said an investigation into the accident 
revealed it was caused by an engi- 
neering error. 


Of President Ford, she said, "We 


feel lucky to have had him come here 
for all these years and hope he will 
continue to feel welcome as a vis- 
itor."

Plato, the renowned Greek philosopher, told the 


slorv of Atlantic In great detail. He described It as 
«n Ideal society (hat declined into a corrupt military 
state and tried to enslave the ancient civilizations of 
the Mediterranean. Then suddenly the ocean bland 
of Atlantis sank Into the sea. This all happened, ac- 
cording to Plato, around 11,000 years ago. The Island 
of Atlantis was somewhere beyond the Pillars of 
Hercules, which would have been out in the Atlantic- 
Ocean. 


Many people searched for evidence to support 


Plato's story — and found nothing. Meantime, other 


scholars were searching the ruins of early peoples 
that fluorished around the eastern Mediterranean be- 
tween 5,000 and 2,000 years ago. They traced the 
civilizations of Greece and ancient Egypt back to 
still earlier cultures. One of these, the mysterious 
Minoan peoples, left evidence of a once-splendid civ- 
ilization on Crete, In Greece and on a few Aegean 
Islands. Until very recently, nobody had found any 
reason to associate the Minoans with the lost island 
of Atlantis. 


Then certain scholars suggested that the Atlantis , 


myth makes more sense when a zero Is dropped 
from all the figures given by Plato. In this case, the 
disaster would have occurred In about ISOO B.C. 
What's more, It seemed more likely that Atlantis had 
been In the eastern Mediterranean. Meantime, occa-

canic eruption took place in this region in 1450 B.C. 


If the revised estimates are correct, the place to 


search for Atlantis is among a group of small vol- 
canic islands between Crete and Greece. Certainly 
the evidence substantiates that this region was 
swamped by a disaster three times greater than the 
devastating explosion of Krakatoa, which happened 
in 1883. If Atlantis once thrived in these parts, evi- 
dence would be left In other ancient Aegean cities —' 
just where we find traces of the rwsterious Minoan 
civilization that also disappeared suddenly. 


Certain scholars now believe that the Minoan and 


Atlantis civilizations were one and the same. The 
story, they claim is of great importance because our 
civilization sprang from that of ancient Greece — 
which arose from the Minoans, who may have origi- 
nated in Atlantis.

Stalling* is an Indian medicine 


man. and ho has been a fixture at the 
Institute of Toxan Cultures since It 
opened In 1961). 


"I'vu been at this since I was 9 


years of age." said Stalling*, 54. "I've 
been on pretty near all the reserva- 
tions, but not as a resident. 


"I worked on the cattle ranches of 


ho South wcit. Most of the big ran- 
ches are near reservations so they 
(cattlemen) could get a Jot of our 
cheap lease land." 


T I I K 
KNOWLEDGE 
Stalllngs 


waked up while working around his 
Indian forefathers is put to work al- 
most daily at the Institute, anad often 
for the benefit of school children, 
scouting groups, adults and even oth- 
er Indians Mho aro losing track of 
their heritage. 


That's the reason he needs to 


rcsupply his stock room of weird ma- 
terials periodically. And that's the 
reason the Instltuc has called on 
people to bring In any hides, hooves, 
heads, horns, antlers, legs, feet, tusks, 
teeth, bones, skins, shells or feathers 
from native Texas game they may 
have lying around the house. 


The gravel-voiced Stallings says he 


has more than 2,000 projects In mind 
but ho needs more raw material with 
which to work. He uses the antlers for 
"pressure flaking" when he fashions 
arrowheads. He needs the heads of 
the javclina (wild boar) for tho tusks 
and teeth. 


"I use the teeth In working flint and 


sometimes use them for decoration," 
he said. "I can also rado 'cm for 
grizzly or black bear clows or teeth 
up in Montana." 


STAI.LINGS SAID In his medical 


practice he uses a variety of herbs 
and plants to concoct cures for physi- 
cal ailments, but is pretty cautious 
about what ho takes on. 


"I won't treat anything that hasn't 


been properly and correctly diagnosed 
or afflictions of such common knowl- 
edge that a child of 10 or 12 years old 
wouldn't know what's wrong," ho 
said. He also said ho doesn't dabble in 
evil spirits. 


Stallings said ho Is the recognized 


medicine man for his and four other 
tribes and pcs from time to time to a 
group of aged Indians to learn even 
more word-of-mouth lore and customs 
of the native Americans, littlo of 
which ever gets into print. 


"I can still get In touch with about 


five (old Indians) to check some 
things out," ho said. "I think two of 
them are over 100 years old and tho 
others are crowding It. 


"As soon as these guys quit breath- 


ing, I mean, that's going to leave 
somebody else as an authority. 


"And whenever that happens to you, 


you're going to wish you'd paid a little 
bit more attention to some of ho ci- 
ders."

Christmas holidays ore a time o( 


fun and family get-togethers. 


They can also be a time of death 


and sudden tragedy for families who 
neglect home security and fire protec- 
tion during December when burglar- 
ies and accidental blazes are usually 
tha highest. 
* 


Area police departments are warn- 


ing Northwest suburban residents to 
beware of leaving a home or apart- 
ment an open invitation for thieves 
and burglars. 


Police recommend the use of a 


dead-bolt lock to deter easy break-Ins 
by burglars when families are not 
home. Adequate locks around win- 
dows also are urged. 


If your family Is away during the 


Christmas holidays, police request 
you contact them so that regular pa- 
trols can keep an eye on your proper- 
ty In your absence. 


Police say families should make ar- 


rangements with neighbors or friends 
to keep the house looking as though 
someone Is homo. Newspapers must 
ho picked up, milk bottles should bo 
taken In shortly after they are placed 
at (ho house, and the walk' may bo 
shot oiled for show to add a "Uved-ln" 
look to the homo. 


Police also urgo residents to use 


lamps equipped with timers so that 
lights will go on and off automatical- 
ly, giving the Impression someone Is 
Insldo Uio house. 


All households should have emer- 


gency numbers posted in a prominent 
place near the telephone. Ambulance, 
doctor, police, and firo numbers 
should be Included In the list. 


Special locks can bo purchased to 


bo used for special situations. Most 
police departments have a crime 
prevention bureau which can advise 
residents on uhat kind of locks oro 
best for certain situations. 


A few police departments also will, 


upon request, send men out to Inspect 
your homo and tell you In what ways 
you can make It more secure. 


Fire officials warn, however, that 


there U such a thing as being "too 
secure" In a homo, because somo of 
the more extreme security measures, 


such as window bars or elaborate 
locks, can prevent quick evacuation In 
the event of a sudden fire. 


"We don't object at all to dead bolt 


locks," Mount Prospect Public Educa- 
tion Fire Officer Lonnle Jackson sold. 
"We Just wont to make sure that any 
lock used con be easily and quickly 
opened from the Inside to allow fast 
evacuation." 


Fire prevention bureaus have 


drawn up several suggestions to aid in 
fire prevention and tire-fighting dur- 
ing tht Christmas holidays. 


• Keep snow and debris away 


from moll boxes, street numbers or 
house addresses so that firefighters 
con easily find your homo In a hurry. 


• Keep snow brushed off fire hy- 


drants U one is near your house to old 
firefighters in quickly finding a source 
of water. 


• Keep all debris and flammable 


materials away from furnace areas 
where possible fires may result. All 
furnaces should be checked period- 
ically to make sure they arc function- 
Ing properly and are not probable fire 
hazards. 


• Because furnaces arc on, all flam- 


mable materials should bo stored In 
safety cons or air-tight containers to 
keep fumes from reaching the furnace 
area, causing a fire threat. 


• If you hove a fireplace, bo sure 


the flue is open and all flammable 
materials out of the way bcforo a fire 
is Ignited. Use a screen to enclose the 
firebox and eliminate the chance ot 
live embers popping out on the floor. 


When It comes to purchasing a 


Christmas tree and holiday decora- 
tions, fire officials suggest: 


• Buy a freshly cut tree, ono that 


will be less of a fire hazard than a dry 
tree. A fresh tree should have sap at 
Its butt, deep green color In Its leaves 
and have a strong scent of pine. 


• Keep your tree in a water-holding 


stand, much as you would a bunch of 
freshly-cut flowers. Check to make 
sure the water is replaced as the tree 
uses it. 


• Never uso electric lights on met- 


allic trees. Be sure to turn off all 
Christmas tree lights when leaving 
your homo for any length of time.

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Reclaiming 
stolen car 
can be easy 


Cars arc stolen anywhere cars are 


parked. Even the most sophisticated 
burglar alarms and anti-theft devices 
can be circumvented by a sophis- 
ticated thief. 


But some owners of stolen cars'arc 


lucky. Their autos are discovered 
abandoned or are spotted by police 
while the thieves are driving them. 
These cars will be returned to their 
owners. 


But what kind of procedures must a 


car-owner go through to legally get 
his vehicle returned to his driveway? 


In the Uorthwest suburbs, police 


say the process is simple and brief, 
requiring a small amount of money 
and proper identification papers. 


Once police establish that a car Is 


abandoned (by thieves or "joy ri- 
ders") or has been stolen, the auto is 
placed in the municipal \ chicle pound 
uhere it is secured until the Itgal . 
owner arrives. 


THE CAK IS only released to the 


owner who must prove ownership with 
a title or registration card. The per- 
son should also be Me to produce 
personal identification so police are 
sure the car is. going la the proper 
hands. 


The owner must pay any charges 


for towing the car into the pound, and 
any other expenses incurred in the le- 
gal processing of the car's release. 


Thomas Daley of the Mount Pros- 


pect Police Dept. says the whole pro- 
cess probably takes 15 minutes to 
complete if the owner lias nil the pa- 
pers necessary to get the car. 


In DCS Plaines so far this year, auto 


thefts have run about five per mon'.h, 
but the department has been able to 
clear almost half of them. Police hate 
recovered 164 abandoned vehicles tha 
first nine months of this year. 


But this is not the case for the City 


of Chicago, which lakes in hundreds 
of stolen and abandoned cars every 
year. Because so many cars arc tak- 
en in, seven city car pounds arc set 
up to keep track of them all. 


A Chicago police official said that 


the procedure for regaining posses- 
sion of a car is very similar to that in 
the Northwest suburbs. 


A person wishing to get his car back 


first must find out at which of the sev- 
en pounds his car is located. 


I'OLICE AIIE on duty at the pounds 


at all times, the official said, to take 
care of the release procedures as 
quickly as possible. 


A flat charge of $27 is levied for tow- 
ing the car into the pound. An addi- 
tional charge of $2.50 per day is levied 
for storage of the car. These charges 
arc often payable through an individ- 
uals car insurance company. 


The official said that to get the car 


released, a person must present a va- 
lid title or registration card and a per- 
sonal identification card with a driv- 
er's license. 


No statistics arc available on the 


number of stolen suburban cars which 
have ended up in the municipal limits 
of Chicago. 


Chicago police said, however, that 


up. to Nov. 10 of this year, 1,721 cars 
have ccn recovered that were taken 
from outside the Chicago limits

Wyoming's jagged 13.7HG.foot Grand 
Trton Peak to the old folk* at home In 
1977. 


"I Ret nil sorts of letters from 


people In retirement homes who read 
about my climbs," nald the white- 
haired Pctzoldt. CD, while in (own to 
work on a mountain climbing film. 


"I suppose a lot of those senior citl- 


xens »ort of project themselves onto 
me, and I love it. They look on me as 
the old guy who Is still active 


"Hell, I don't mind getting old. I 


hope they read about this climb and 
feel good about it." 


PETZOLIIT. who In his salad days 


developed a reputation as a gambler, 
barroom 
brawler and adventurer, 


first climbed the northwestern Wyom- 
ing Peak at IS. Since then, he has 
climbed the mountain hundreds of 
times and once did it seven times In 
one day. 


But, It wasn't until 1KJ6 that ho 


mode his first treacherous mid-winter 
ascent In 1963, Pctzoldt scaled the 
peak with members of tho National 
Outdoor Leadership School which ho 
founded tho samo year in Lander, 
Wyo. 


Every >ear since, Petzoldt has led a

In 1968, when Julie Brown, then a Bcloit college student, flew to 


Nordenfjord World University in Denmark to investigate an ex- 
periment In education, two things happened to increase the full- 
ness of her life. 


She became acquainted with Michael, who became her husband, 


and with the Transcendental Meditation (TM) program, which 
became her technique for achieving expanded awareness and in- 
creased potential. 


Mrs. Michael Brown of Schaumburg has been practicing the TM 


technique for eight years and teaching It for four. She is current 
president of the International Meditation Society, with headquar- 
ters in Arlington Heights, and, as she puts it, "the administrative 
housemother to the 2,500 meditators in the northwest suburbs." 


The TM technique Is based on a 20-minute period of meditation 


twice daily to relax mind and body, a practice which Julie states 
brings about clearer thinking, better test and job performance, fas- 
ter reaction time, even increased intelligence. 


"I want to stress that this is not a religion, not a lifestyle. It's a 


technique that must be learned, a practice, something you do daily, 
like brushing your teeth," she said. "It's a beautiful thing, it gives 
the body and mind an opportunity to refresh and rejuvenate." 


ALL TM training of teachers is done in person by Maharlshi 


Mahesh Yogi, the founder of "the science of creative Intelligence." 
Julie and Michael were trained as teachers in Majorca, Spain, and 
taught the TM technique In Canada until April, 1976, when they 
moved to this area. Julie is involved with the TM program full 
time; her husband, a computer programmer, part-time. 


"I have taught the TM technique to more than 700 people," said 


Julie. "It's so fulfilling — better than schooltcaching — giving 
pcoplo something so fundamental to their happiness. To watch 
people unfold before your eyes — you can't imagine what joy that 
is!" 


Currently she Is teaching as many as 35 persons per week on a 


one-to-one basis and giving three or four group lectures per week. 
Elected president of the International Meditation Society by the 
Council of Teachers — there are 12 of them — Julie Is the coor- 
dinator of all IMS activities, and along with Steve Schultc, IMS 
chairman, nets as a spokesman for the group as a whole. She also 
handles the financial and accounting business and works on public 
relations and publicity. 


It was she who made the arrangements for the upcoming Whiter 


Festival, a dinner and award ceremony Saturday evening at the 
Rolling Meadows Holiday Inn. Plaques 
will be presented to 10 


northwest suburbanites who have by their work, each in his own 
field, strengthened the community. 


"We want to honor local success," said Julie, "to focus on the 


positive areas. We hope this will begin a tradition of such 
awards."

vations at $7 per person may be made hy calling Mrs. Brown at 
393-7153. There will also be an open house at the center at 207 S. 
Arlington Heights Rd. on Sunday from 1 to 4 p.m. On Monday 
evening, there will be a party for children. 


Julie spent six months of 1976 in Switzerland with Maharishi in a 


special advanced training course, as did Steve. Both considered it 
a high honor to be allowed to mingle with university professors 
from all over the world in the research study of consciousness. 


"The TM program has changed my life," said Julie. "Although I 


have always been outgoing, I was so nervous, so high strung, 
always taking on too much — good ulcer candidate. I am still 
outgoing, but now no matter how much I project outward, I retain 
my feeling of wholeness. I am never empty inside." She professes 
that she also enjoyed such smaller blessings as losing weight and 
giving up smoking. 


There are more than 300 local centers such as the one in Arling- 


ton Heights In the United States, with a half million people prac- 
ticing the TM technique, about 20,000 of them in the Chicago area. 
"Our goal is to have one center for every million people In the 
world," said Julie. Of the four regional centers in the country, one 
is in Barrington. There is a national office in California and an 
international office in Switzerland. 


JULIE BROWN IS motivated by an Intense desiro to help 


achieve a better society — one in which at least one per cent of 
the population is following the TM program of meditation. Studies 
have shown that in cities where one per cent of the people medi- 
tate, the crime rate declines. 


"I feel privileged — greatly blessed — to have and use tho 


knowledge I have," she said quietly. "The ideal society! Why 
wait? Let's have It as soon as possible." 


She believes, along with Maharishi Mahesh Yogi and his TM 


program devotees, that the world is on the dawn of the age of 
enlightenment. 


More couples using procedure as birth control

Yean ago sterilizations were per- 


formed as a last resort to medical 
conditions — not as a contraceptive 
end lo the baby-making process. 


But no more. 


About eight and a quarter million 


Individuals In the United States now 
rely on surgical sterilization as their 
cho<en method of birth control, ac- 
cording to the Association of Volun- 
tary Sterilization. And In the past six 
yean, the number of couples opting 
for sterilization has jumped from 13 to 
25 per cent, reports the Office of Pop- 
ulation Research. 


The reason* arc numerous. One 


recently married northwest suburban 
couple with four children from pre- 
vious marriage!) felt they could not fi- 
nancially support another cliild. A di- 
vorced molhcr-of-thrcc In her mid- 
thirties developed complications from 
birth control pills. And one woman re- 
quested sterilization because she was 
unable to carry her pregnancies to 
full term. 


EACH .OF IIKIt and her husband's 


three children, the last one unplanned, 
was born one to three months pre- 
maturely, and they didn't want that 
anxiety apain. she explained. 


"We talked about It a lot and de- 


cided if something happened to me, 
maybe he'd someday wart another 
child. But If something happened to 
him, I knew there was no way I'd 
ever want to have another baby," she 
said. 


That decisive attitude Is what doc- 


tors look for in men and women who 
ask to be sterilized. 


Dr. Philip M. Gardner, Arlington 


Heights gynecologist, says he must 
feel certain the woman docs not want 
to have a child "from that point on." 


"I go Into the morbid details," he 


said. "What If her spouse dies or they 
arc divorced and she remarries? 
What if one of her children dies?" 


"I TELL HER there are practically 


no adoptable babies around any more 
and that sterilization is a permanent 
procedure, one that's not reversible. 


. If she looks at me and says, 'Listen, I 


don't want any more children ever,' 
I'll do'it." 


"This Is not a procedure to be rush- 


ed Into blindly," agrees Dr. Howard 
Topel, Niles gynecologist. "The wom- 
an must be convinced this Is what she 
wants and not be pushed by her hus- 
band or a bad week with the kids." 


Drs. Gardner and Topcl are both 


board-certified gynecologists associ- 
ated with area hospitals wfco perform 
sterilizations as just one aspect of 


their practices. Any licensed physi- 
cian with a surgical certification may 
perform female sterilizations, accord- 
Ing to Dr. Louis Keith, medical direc- 
tor of Planned Parenthood, Chicago. 
"But here In the Chicago metropolitan 
area, most are done by gynecologists 
In their private practices," he said. 


MOST OF THE female sterilizations 


— almost 90 per cent — are lap- 
roscoplc tubal fulguatlons, or Band- 
aid surgery, as it's popularly called. 
Tho procedure originated in Europe 
and has been followed in the U.S. for 
about eight years. 


Tho result is a mechanical barrier 


between egg and sperm, but normal 
physical function is not inhibited, said 
Dr. Topcl. The woman continues to 
have her menstrual periods and hor- 
monal cycles. 


The procedure takes about 30 min- 


utes under anesthesia. Most women 
are in the hospital overnight, although 
Dr. Gardner said nearly half of the 
operations could be completed in out- 
patient facilities. More than 99 per 
cent of the women experience no 
serious side effects from the surgery, 
the doctors said. 


"BUT MOST FEEL like a truck 


rolled over them, and they're usually 
not up to cocktail parties for a couple 
of days," said Dr. Gardner. 


A slightly more involved procedure 


for female sterilization is the post-par- 
tum tubal ligatlon, which Is done no 
more than 24 hours after giving birth. 


The advantage is* that, with the 


woman already in the hospital, It's a 
convenient time to sterilize her, said 
Dr. Gardner. The disadvantage hinges 
on the health of her newborn; If the 
baby dies during the crucial first 
months of life and the woman desires 
another child, she would be unable to 
conceive. 


Removal of the uterus also sterilizes 


a woman, although most are not per- 
formed for that reason. 


"I'M NOT SAYING a woman should 


be sterilized via a hysterectomy., said 
Dr. Gardner. "But it she has heavy, 
uncomfortable bleeding during her pe- 
riods, or if she has a small fibroid 
growth that would require removing 
the uterus in a few years, or if any 
number of other factors are present, a 
hysterectomy can be an alternative to 
a tubal." 


One new development in female 


sterilization involves placement of 
clips or rings around the Fallopian 
tubes instead of burning or tying them 
closed. A greater chance of revcr- 
slbilty Is hoped from this method, but 
doctors caution that any type of ster- 
ilization at present is irreversible. 


Male 'pill' among promising leads 
in current contraception research

A male contraceptive pill is among 


200 promising contraceptive research 
leads cited in a major Ford Founda- 
tion-sponsored study of the reproduc- 
tive sciences published this week. 


Other developments could lead to a 


vaccine to prevent pregnancy, agents 
that "hide" the egg from the ap- 
proaching sperm, agents that keep the 
fertilized egg from taking root In the 
womb, and a once-a-month con- 
traceptive — via injection. 


At a Ford Foundation headquarters 


briefing in New York, held in con- 
junction with the report** release, re- 


searchers warned, however, that ef- 
forts to achieve effective, safe and In- 
expensive 
fertility-control 
methods 


"may be seriously delayed" by a de- 
cline in the funding of reproductive 
research. 


TO TRACK AFTER the scientific 


leads would take at least three times 
as much money as is now being spent 
— estimated at $109 million this year, 
according to the 622-page report, "Re- 
production and Human Welfare: A 
Challenge to Research" (Cambridge: 
MIT Press). 


Dr. Don W. Fawcett, a Harvard 


professor of anatomy, told science 


writers about the search for a male 
equivalent to the birth control pill tak- 
en by millions of women around the 
world. 


"Reproductive biologists who have 


been mainly Interested in the female 
tend to hold out little hope of oral con- 
traceptives for the male," he said. 


"I believe there Is DO real basis for 


this pessimism. It is true that the 
male has been neglected. We are now 
rapidly coming from behind." 


He described three "viable strate- 


gies" for male contraceptive devel- 
opment, adding: 


"There are prototype drugs for each 


that have proven effective in animals. 


"IT IS REGRETTABLE that the de- 


cline in support of research comes at 
a time when we ore just beginning to 
approach, for the male, a level of un- 
derstanding comparable to that which 
prevailed for the female, before the 
development of the pill. 


"With continued support, there Is 


every reason to believe that a safe, 
.reversible oral contraceptive for the 
male is an attainable goal" 


He said the earlier greater effort 


and expenditure for the female pill 
may be attributable "in some degree

Whatever the sterilization method 


chosen, Dr. Gardner and Dr. Topel 
say they inform patients and hus- 
bands of the potential risks, such as 
infections and internal burns. 


"THEY ALSO MUST understand 


that there is a failure rate," explained 
Dr. Topel. Sterilization is unsuccessful 
in one of 600 to 1,000 cases. 


Yet despite pre-surgical counseling, 


some women experience guilt feelings 
after their sterilizations; a recent 
study indicated a woman may lose 
some of her own concept of feminity 
because she can no longer bear chil- 
dren, noted Dr. Topcl. 


But, said Dr. Gardner, both sexes 


have this type of ego problem. 


"All other factors being equal, a va- 


scctomy is better in every way," he 
said. But a husband seems to have 
more of a masculinity problem, he 
added. 


DR. DONALD NORRIS, Park Ridge 


urologist who is associated with an 
area hospital, agrees. Compared to a 
laproscopic tubal, a 15-minute va- 
sectomy is simpler, less painful and 
less expensive. (A vasectomy costs 
around $200, a laproscopic tubal, more 
than $300.) 


"But a man shouldn't be rushed into 


having a vasectomy just because his 
wife wants him to," he cautioned. 
"He may be very unhsppy." 


Although there are no accurate sta- 


tistics on the number of vasectomies 
performed in the Chicago area or in 
Illinois, Planned Parenthood medical 
director Keith said national figures 
are up sharply from 1970. 


The Northwest Suburban Vasectomy 


Clinic, Arlington Heights, is a private 
urology practice specializing in vasec- 
tomies, and handles over 1,000 va- 
sectomy cases a year — not a signifi- 
cant change from 1971. But Dr. Norris 
said vasectomy requests in his office 
have jumped from 50 to 200 a year in 
the same time span. 


HE REQUESTS that each vasecto- 


my patient write a letter explaining 
the reasons for having the procedure 
done, and cites a financial desire to 
rear fewer children as the primary 
concern, followed by over-population 
worries. 


"There's no question from the re- 


quests we get that the age of the big 
family is over," said Dr. Norris. 
"With the inflation spiral many people 
can't comfortably afford more than 
two children." 


Still, Dr. Norris counsels his

nightmare 


Sterilization for females is not 


the psychological or physical 
nightmare it used to be, accord- 
ing to a study at the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital. 


The study said 85 per cent of 


women sterilized at MGH by a 
simplified 
surgical 
technique 


have had no regrets and found 
their sexual activity, 
mental 


and physical health have re- 
mained the same or have im- 
proved. 


The operation is called lap- 


aroscopic tubal division and can 
be performed in a short time. A 
woman can' arrive at the hospi- 
tal at 8 a.m. and leave by 1 
p.m., according to Dr. Ann B. 
Barnes, obstetrician-gynecolog- 
ist. 


DR. BARNES reported the 


study in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 


The operation- requires only 


two small incisions in the abdo- 
men after which a laparascope 
is inserted into the cavity. The 
laparascope has forceps attach- 
ed to electric wires which arc 
heated and used to cauterize the 
fallopian tubes. The fallopian 
tubes conduct the egg from the 
ovary to the uterus. 


The incisions made during the 


operation are so small that 
women often refer to the oper- 
ation as "Band-Aid surgery," 
Barnes said. 


ABOUT 150 SUCH operations 


are performed 
at MGH each 


year. 


The study was made'after 187 


women 
had 
undergone 
lap- 


arascopic operations between 
1969 and 1974. The women Inter- 
viewed ranged in age from 22 to 
46 years. Most women were 
m a r r i e d and cited having 
"enough children" as the reason 
they underwent the sterilization 
operation.

The term leukoplakla means whits patch. Lcuko In medical ter- 


minology means white and plakla refers to a patch. Most often 
they ore seen on the Up or Inner check of the mouth, but they do 
occur on the tongue and glngiva (gums). A common cause Is 
smoking. 


The plpo smoker may develop a leukoplakla of the Up, where the 


pipe stem rests on the lip surface. Ill-fitting dentures may injure 
the Inner check or other areas of the mouth, Including the side of 
the tongue and cnusc a leukoplakla. In all of these Instances the 
Irritating factor should be Identified and removed — or corrected 
— whether it Is the pipe or a set of Ill-fitting dentures. 


The general nutrition problems your sister has experienced may 


be related to the leukoplakla, but I can't say without knowing 
more about the basis of her difficulty In swallowing. 


Leukoplakla should bo regarded as a potential cancer. That Is 


«hy the doctor took a biopsy. Many of them do not progress to a 
malignancy, but others do. I must emphasize that your doctor has 
already considered this and has satisfied himself that your sister 
(loci not now have a cancer. However, it Is very Important that 
she bo examined regularly and that a doctor check the status of 
the spot lo detect any new changes as early as possible. 


IK YOL'lt SISTER smokes, she should quit at once. If she has 


dentures that don't fit or a natural tooth that sticks out in such a 
way to irritate the tongue, these or related problems that cause 
Irritation should be corrected without delay. The mouth should bo 
kept absolutely clean, at all times. If any other local treatment Is 
needed, the doctor will be able to ell on ho basis of the nature of 
(he spot. 


The swallowing problem could be from many different disorders, 


Including spasm of the esophagus. And even nervous tension can 
cnuio It. Anyone who has difficulty In swallowing must have n 
medical evaluation as soon as possible. One of the many different 
causes Is cancer of the esophagus. Early detection Improves the 
chances for adequate treatment. Your sister has had frequent ex- 
aminations so I would not think this would be her problem.

When It comes to Christmas trees, 


everyone has his own idea of what is 
the perfect tre«. 


One family may opt to pull its arti- 


ficial tree out «f the box once a year, 
and pass up the cold trek to go out 
and find a real one. 


Others may fee) that buying an ev- 


ergreen Is part of the Christmas cele- 
bration. 


Unless >ou have planned ahead and 


dug a hole In the yard for your tree 
before the ground froze (with reserve 
unfrozen soil to cover), don't try to 
bring a live, growing ballcd-and-bur- 
lappcd tree from the nursery Into the" 
house. There Is no way you can keep 
It alive until spring. And the short pe- 
riod It is in the house for Christmas, 
Mill all but sap Its strength in tran- 
spiration. You deserve credit for 
thinking ecologically, but nino times 
out of ten, It doesn't work. If buying a 
cut tree really docs disturb you, per- 
haps you should consider going the ar- 
tificial route.

despoiled forests. 


TUB THREE MOST popular selec- 


tions of cut trees include the bushy 
Scotch pine, the sharp-needled spruce 
and the traditional, graceful balsam. 


My 
favorite, 
however, Is 
the 


Douglas fir, a tree that is often over- 
looked, but one that combines the full- 
ness of the pine without the squatty 
look of the pine, with the more sym- 
metrical shape of the delicate balsam. 
The Douglas fir welcomes your touch 
with ornaments and lights. The nee- 
dles are not as soft as the balsam, but 
will not bite as do the spruce needles, 
and will support the weight of orna- 
ments better than the pine or balsam 


(but not the spruce). Every tree has 
Its drawbacks, and the Douglas fir's 
is the price: it's usually the most ex- 
pensive of the four. 


Whichever tree you choose, check 


for freshness. A fresh tree has a 
strong fragrance and does not drop a 
myriad of needles when shaken or 
bounced lightly on the ground. It 
shouldn't shower needles If you run 
your fingers down a branch either. 


KEEP YOUR TREE fresh at home 


before putting it up, by storing it out- 
side in' a bucket of water. Before plac- 
ing it in the bucket, make a cut in the 
butt of the tree diagonally about an 
inch above the regular cut. This will 
open the pores and aid in the absorp-

to chauvinism in a research commu- 
nity dominated by men." 


"But It Is only fair to point out that 


there U a fundamental difference in 
the nature o{ the problem that may 
have made an oral contraceptive for 
the female seem a more easily attai- 
nable goal." Fawcctt said. 


"In women by interfering with end- 


ocrine control mechanisms, via the 
pill, we arc able to prevent ovulatlon 
— a ilnglo event that occurs only once 
each month and releases a single 
ovum. 


"IN THE MALE, on the other hand, 


we seek to Interfere with a continuous 
process of development and matura- 
tion that yields some 30 million 
spermatozoa each day through adult 
life." 


The contraceptive strategics for the 


male cited by Fawcctt Include devel- 
opment of chemical agents that would 
stop sperm production indirectly by 
Interfering with hormonal control of 
tcslicular (unction. 


Other drugs to be Investigated In 


humans would stop sperm production, 
prevent sperm maturation, or prevent 
sperm transport, frustrating efforts to 
ejaculate same. 


The pill for women came In for 


some criticism by Dr. Elizabeth B. 
Conncll, who reported on unresolved 
safely anil effectiveness methods of 
contraception. 


C o n n e 11. associate director for 


health sciences at the Rockefeller 
Foundation In New York, said: 


"Only after several years . . . with 


extensive surveillance being main- 
tained were there beginning nagging 
doubts ns to the possibility of side ef- 
fects related to the use of . . . oral 
contraceptives. 


"UK MUST UECAMK aware of 


certain vascular problems, such as 
thrombophlebitis and pulmonary em- 
bolism. 


"Wo more recently havo become 


aware of other problems, all oc- 
curring in small numbers but nonethe- 


less apparently related to the pill. 


"These include benign liver tumors, 


myocardlal infarction, ectoplc preg- 
nancy, and gall bladder disease. 


"There still remains today great 


concern as to whether malignancies of 
the uterus and the breast might be 
produced by the pill. To date there Is 
no proven cause and effect relation- 
ship. 


"However, since it is well known 


that the development of a malignancy 
may take many years, this Issue can- 
not be regarded as settled." 


Tllfc STUDY published today was 


directed by Dr. Roy 0. Creep of the 
Harvard Medical School. It 
was 


launched two years ago when It be- 
came apparent reproductive research 
support was beginning to shrink. 


The Rockefeller Foundation and the 


International Development Research 
Centre of Canada collaborated in the 
study. 


The financial help needed for repro- 


ductive research must come mainly 
from governments and most of all 
from the United Stales, McGeorge 
Bundy, president of the Ford Founda- 
tion, said. 


"Better understanding of the repro- 


ductive sciences is critical not only to 
fertility control and to countries in 
which there Is a population crisis but 
al«o to domestic health care," he 
added. 


"The massive reliance of Ameri- 


cans on the present generation of 
birth control agents gives us the most 
pressing and direct interest In learn- 
ing how they can bo Improved. 


"THEY EMBODY remarkable ad- 


vances over what was available to 
Americans less than 20 years ago but 
as this study reminds us, they are not 
risk-free and they can have undesi- 
rable side effects." 


More than 160 experts in 26 nations 


were consulted In the course of the 
study to evaluate reproductive re- 
search, to identify gaps in existing 
knowledge, to assess worldwide levels 
of funding. 


The report said the reproductive 


sciences have been "historically ta-

In studying 
26 families and their use of space, es- 
pecially during conflicts, she found 
women tended to retreat to the kitch- 
en, and men to the garage or living 
room.

patients in much the same manner as 
the gynecologists, telling them the 
procedure is Irreversible. 


The vascctomy is then performed in 


an outpatient situation. A small In- 
cision is made in the scrotum and a 
portion of the vas is removed and 
tied. Complications like ccrotal bleed- 
ing or infection occur in less 'him one 
per cent of the cases, he noted. 


TWO 
NEW vascctomy devel- 


opments Include the use of clips on 
the vas instead of tjing the tiny tube 
and the "very experimental" implan- 
tation of a valve in the vas so a per- 
son can turn the flow of sperm on or 
off, he said. 


Micro surgery has also been ex- 


perimented with to repair the vas and 
reverse the sterilization. Although 
most such operations fail, Dr. Norris 
successfully completed a reversal for 
a 25-year-old man who had divorced 
his first wife, remarried and sub- 
sequently desired children. 


The doctors see men and women of 


all religions and ages seeking to bo 
sterilized. And the Office of Popu- 
lation Research reports that 33.7 per 
cent of couples with a wife 30 to 40 
years old now use sterilization as 
their method of birth control. • 


The one-time risk of sterilization ap- 


peals to couples who have become 
concerned with the cumulative risks 
of other methods, said Dr. Keith. 


"After you have trouble with the 


coll and you're sick of the pill, then 
you go the sterilization route," agreed 
one sterilized woman.

cookie dough, since refrigerated slice 
and bake sugar cookies are used.

Thompson considers move to impound state funds 


by STEVE BROW.V 


Governor-elect James R. Thompson 


said Wednesday he is trying to deter- 
mine whether he has the authority to 
Impound state funds, a technique he 
may use to stave off a tax increase or 
to keep the stale from bankruptcy. 


Calling the Impounding technique 


an "unpalatable" option, Thompson 
said he would not be party to a tax 
hike or willingly govern a bankrupt 
state. Impoundment could allow the 


governor to block expenditures au- 
thorized by the Illinois General As- 
sembly or spending approved over the 
\ctoes of Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The Republican's predictions came 


after an apparently unsuccessful mis- 
sion to Springfield to urge Illinois 
General Assembly leaders to resist 
pressure from lobbyists to override 
Walker's vetoes. 


THE ILLINOIS HOUSE voted to re- 


store about $17 million for higher edu- 
cation just after Thompson returned 


to Chicago. The legislature will con- 
sider restoring on additional $34 mil- 
lion In vetoed funds to the budget be- 
fore adjourning Friday. 


"The dike was already breeched to 


the tune of $12 million on Tuesday," 
Thompson said. He said If all the 
spending vetoes arc overridden and 
the Illinois, Dept. of Public Aid seeks 
a deficiency appropriation of $50 mil- 
lion, the state will be bankrupt. 


While downplaying the possibility of 


impounding funds, a controversial 


process used by former President 
Richard M. Nixon in 1972, Thompson 
said his attorney is researching the 
question. 


"If I have the legal authority and I 


consider it a wise policy move and I 
think It will make a difference, then I 
will lean that way," Thompson said. 


HE SAID ALTHOUGH he received 


support from a number of Republican 
lawmakers, the Democratic leaders 
gave him no assurances they would 
vote to sustain Walker's vetoes. How- 


ever, Thompson said he did not ex- 
pect their support 


Thompson said the first suggestion 


to impound money came from a Re- 
publican legislator. 


"I told him it would be irresponsible 


for a legislator to vote to spend mon- 
ey the state does not have and then 
expect the governor to ball them out," 
he said. Thompson said that impound- 
ment probably would put him on a 
collision course with the legislature. 


"I don't want to be a Republican 


Dan Walker," Thompson said, in- 
dicating he is hoping to avoid the po- 
litical controversy that has existed for 
the past four years between Walker 
and lawmakers of both parties. 


Thompson said he told lawmakers 


to resist pressure from constituents 
and special interest groups to vote for 
veto overrides. 


He said if the legislature sustains 


the vetoes, he ulll review the spend- 
ing requests after taking office next 
month.

".MANY PEOPLE have argued for 


years about this," said Abrams. 
"Maybe the people ought to bo the 
ones to decide It." 


Abrams said that unless a decision 


Is made In time for the April election, 
the matter will be delayed another 
four ycqrs. He said the city should 
adopt a part-time mayor-city man- 
ager form of government because the 
current arrangement Is "atrocious." 


Charles J. Bolck, a third ward al- 


derman, is serving as an Interim 
mayor following the retirement of 
Mayor Herbert H. Bchrcl In August. 
Although the DCS Plnincs mayor posi- 
tion Is classified as full-time, Bolck 
continues to hold n job as president of 
Jcco Industries, DCS Plaines, Bolck, 
who also favors a part-time mayor, 
contends that he Is putting In more 
than 40 hours a week at his city job. 


"I regard Charles as a friend and 


have (old him what I Intend to do," 
Abrams said. "But I'm concerned 
that the council will take no action on 
this, and In the future will have candi- 
dates for the full-time mayor position 
who will continue to hold outside jobs. 
I think that Is an atrocious situation." 


THE ALDERMAN said the best 


method of changing the governmental 
svstcm would be by referendum. 
"Judging by past experience, I don't 
believe the council will make a deci- 
sion " 


When nskcd why the council has 


failed to act on the Issue, Abrams of- 
fered two reasons. "If you want tq be 
nice about It, you can say that they 
feel that a full-time mayor Is best for 
the City of DCS Plaines," he said. "If 
jou don't want to be nice about it, you 
can say that some of them want to 
keep the job open as possibilities for 
themselves." 


Two candidates have declared for 


major so far. Walter Clouticr, a sani- 
tation worker for the city, and Her- 
bert Volbcrdlng, a DCS Plaines police 
detective. Both men have said the 
mayor's job should remain full-time.

Oil reserve proposed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hoping to 


blunt the threat of any new oil cm- 
b a r g o , the Ford administration 
Wednesday proposed spending $8 bil- 
lion to buy 500 million barrels of for- 
eign oil by 1082 and pump it Into "un- 
derground salt caverns along the U.S. 
Gulf Coast. 


F e d e r a l Energy Administrator 


Frank Zarb said the storage plan 


would carry the nation halfway to- 
ward the goal of becoming "embargo 
proof" by 1985. 


Zarb said the U.S. government 


would buy oil for the storage program 
from the lowest bidder and, in a ma- 
jor break with nornal practice, pur- 
chase It directly from foreign govern- 
ments rather than through oil com- 
panies. 


The FEA's -100-page plan, created at 


the direction of Congress and subject 
to congressional approval, estimated 
the cost of designing, constructing, 
filling and maintaining the petroleum 
reserve through 1982 would be $7.5 to 
8 billion, mostly for buying oil. 


COST ESTIMATES were based on 


existing world oil prices, Zarb told a 
news conference. 


Zarb said the government hopes to 


start pumping the oil into caverns hi 
salt domes or abandoned salt mines 
by midsummer. 


Eight possible storage sites were 


considered* Ironton mine, Ironton, 
Ohio; Central Rock mine, Lexington, 
Ky., Kleer mine, Grand Saline, Tex., 
Bryan Mound dome, Brazoria, Tex.;

Accord to buy C&NW 
service reached with RTA 


The Chicago and North Western Ry. 


reportedly has reached a tentative 
agreement with the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority for purchase of 
the railroad's commuter service. 


Sources close to the negotiations 


Wednesday said both sides are putting 
together the paperwork needed to 
complete the agreement. They said 
only disagreements on the language 
of the document remain to be re- 
soli ed. 


Officials at both the RTA and the 


railroad refused to discuss the nego- 
tiations except in general terms. 


"I KNOW THAT there Is a lot of 


paperwork being done," said railroad 
spokesman James Macdonaki. "I 
don't know the numbers Involved and 
I don't want to know. It is enormously 
complex." 


MacDonald, however, said negotia- 


tions Include purchase of the rail- 
road's equipment. This purchase has 
been a point of controversy between 
RTA directors, with some strongly fa- 
voring the purchase and others oppos- 
ing It. 


Both sides reportedly have agreed 


on a $6.2 million subsidy for fiscal 
1977, a $8.5 million subsidy for fiscal 
1978 and a $103 million subsidy for 
fiscal 1979. No figures were releases 
for the fiscal year which ended June 
30. 


RTA director Richard Newland of 


Waukegan said he expects the RTA 
board to meet on the matter by Dec. 
23. He said any agreement will be an- 
nounced at a joint press conference 
with the railroad. 


An agreement with the North West- 


ern would bring RTA benefits to the 
Northwest suburbs, which rely heavi- 
ly on rail service to the city. 


Bruce isn't dead, his family says

Some U S. officials are eager to 


declare Navy Lt. Bruce Fryar 
"officially dead," but his family Is 
not. 


It has been seven years since 


the family first learned 
that 


Fryar's plane was shot down dur- 
ing a bombing mission over Laos. 


The news came just after 


Christmas 1969, and the holidays 
have never been the same for the 
Fryar family, formerly of Rolling 
Meadows. 


THE GOVERNMENT never 


clarified details of the Incident, 
and it still is not known whether 
Fryar was killed or taken prison- 
er, whether he was tortured or 
lives within the confines of a Com-. 
munlst jail, hoping to return 
home. 


The family was not surprised 


Wednesday when it heard that a 
Congressional committee is rec- 
ommending that all American sol- 
diers reported missing in action 
be declared dead. 


"It upsets me because there are 


a lot of things the government 
could have done to find out what 
happened to these men and never 
did. It's been a very Impersonal 
attitude toward men missing in 
action," said Dawn Slice, Fryar's 
sister, who lives in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


I'm not satisfied that they 


ever tried to find out what hap- 
pened to my brother and the guys 
who went down over Laos. I hate 
to see them quit trying to find out 
what happened to them," she 
said. 


FRYAR WAS ONLY 25 when his 


life became a question mark. He 
is considered to be among 1,300 
Vietnam War veterans still unac- 
counted for. 


"My folks have reluctantly ac- 


cepted the idea that he Is dead. 
But, there is still hope. There is 
no evidence to prove that he Is 
dead and this committee recom- 
mendation would just be a declar- 
ation that would leave many 
questions unanswered," Mrs. Slice 
said. 


It is more convenient if the gov- 


ernment can classify these miss- 
ing soldiers as dead, even if they 
are not, she said, "but, it's not 
fair to the families." 


"They shouldn't feel they can

"All along the issue has been wheth-

"If >ou compare the cost of the le- 


gal fees for the suburban lawyers . . . 
that may well be a small price for a 
suburban taxpayer to pay for a re- 
sponsive agency and better service 
for the suburbs," he said. 


Suburban members blocked passage 


of the RTA budget June 30, saying the 
budget was their only tool to forco 
Pikarsky's resignation. Failure to 
pass a budget prompted a scries of 
lawsuits and court battles that ended 
with an Illinois Supreme Court deci- 
sion in late August. 


The court battle over the budget 


cost $103.014 In lawyers' fees, some of 
which already has been paid. The sub- 
urban directors' bill came to $52,731 
while the city members' legal bill was 
J30.301 


IN AUDI DON, the suburban mem- 


bers have run up a bill of $10,447 for a 
lawsuit challenging the legality of a 
board vote on a Chicago Transit Au- 
thority grant. Most of the Chicago di- 
rectors' legal expenses for this suit 
have been paid. They were Included 
In the last quarter's billing 'byj the 
RTA's lawyers. 


Suburban members paid $1,233 in le-

ni'POXKNTS OK the unit district 


said that Dist. 59 has enough financial 
problems of its own and should put its 
house In order before trying to »*• 
sumo greater responsibility. 


Testifying at the last public hearing 


on the unit district proposal, Elk 
Grove Village Trustee Nancl Von- 
dcrwcel Wednesday said Dist. 59's In- 
stability i.i evidenced by Its history 
of paying teachers In script, using 
deficit spending, ami having a con- 
stant turnover In superintendents. 


"To the present Dist. 59 fiscal and 


management problems will be added 
two high schools, 5,000 students and 
over 200 teachers," said Richard 
Chlcrico, a teacher at Elk Grove High 
School. "The history of Dist. 59 
ilocsn.t warrant additional educational 
responsibilities." 


Several residents said, they have 


seen no evidence that the- proposed 


unit district would offer their children 
an education better or even as good 
as the education now being provided 
by Dist. 214. 


"WHEN MORE than 1,700 class- 


room teachers who have the students' 
welfare at heart do not support 'the 
unit district proposal, something must 
be suspect educationally." said Robert 
DcBolt. president of the Dist. 214 Edu- 
cation Assn. 


Proponents of the proposed unit dis- 


trict said they have been short- 
changed by Dist. 214. They said Dist. 
59 residents have not had adequate 
representation on the Dist. 214 Board 
of Education and charged that Forest 
View and Elk Grove high schools do 
not offer the same facilities and 
educational opportunities as the other 
six schools In Dist. 14. 


"Wo continue to contribute sig- 


nificantly to Dist. 214's financial re- 
sources and continue to have littlo 
voice in I ho utilization of these re- 
sources," said Charlono Besscy. a 
member of tho committee of 10 Dist.

Thompson considers move to impound state funds 


by STEVE BROWN 


Governor-elect James R. Thompson 


Mid Wednesday h« Is trying to deter- 
mine whether he has the authority to 
Impound state funds, a technique he 
may use to stave off a tax increase or 
to keep the state from bankruptcy. 


Calling the Impounding technique 


an "unpalatable" option, Thompson 
said he would not be party in a tax 
hike or willingly govern a bankrupt 
state. Impoundment could allow the 


governor to block expenditures au- 
thorized by the Illinois General As- 
sembly or spending approved over the 
vetoes of Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The Republican's predictions came 


after an apparently unsuccessful mis- 
sion to Springfield to urge Illinois 
General Assembly leaders to resist 
pressure from lobbyists to override 
Walker's vetoes. 


THE ILLINOIS HOUSE voted to re- 


store about $17 million for higher edu- 
cation Just after Thompson returned 


to Chicago. The legislature will con- 
sider restoring an additional $34 mll- 
' lion In vetoed funds to the budget be- 
fore adjourning Friday. 


"The dike was already breeched to 


the tune of $12 million on Tuesday," 
Thompson said. He said if all the 
spending vetoes are overridden and 
the Illinois Dept. of Public Aid seeks 
a deficiency appropriation of $50 mil- 
lion, the state will be bankrupt. 


While downplaying the possibility of 


Impounding funds, a controversial 


process used by former President 
Richard M. Nixon in 1972, Thompson 
said his attorney is researching the 
question. 


"If I have the legal authority and I 


consider It a wise policy move and I 
think it will make a difference, then I 
will lean that way," Thompson said. 


HE SAID ALTHOUGH he received 


support from a number of Republican 
lawmakers, the Democratic leaders 
gave him no assurances they would 
vote to sustain Walker's vetoes. How- 


ever, Thompson said he did not ex- 
pect their support. 


Thompson said the first suggestion 


to Impound money came from a Re- 
publican legislator. 


"I told him It would be irresponsible 


for a legislator to vote to spend mon- 
ey the state does not have and then 
expect the governor to ball them out," 
he said. Thompson said that Impound- 
ment probably would put him on a 
collision course with the legislature.

Home-rule powers give municipal- 


ities "greater flexibility" In dealing 
with problems because "you govern 
your own affairs as long as state law 
doesn't prohibit you," Lauber said. 


POTENTIAL ABUSES may bo cur- 


bed by several methods, Including 
citizen participation in local govern- 
ment; ordinances placing restrictions 
on home-rule power; and referendums 
repealing home rule, Lauber said. 


"The most obvious Is to vote the 


leadership out of office," he said. 


Lauber said many communities 


adopt home-rule powers as a "re- 
sponse to a set of local problems offi- 
cials feel state laws are Inadequate to 
deal with." 


The home-rule study committee will 


make recommendations to the village 
board on whether to hold a referen- 
dum on home rule with the April 1977 
municipal elections. Through home 
rule, the village would have all pow- 
ers not specifically prohibited by fed- 
eral law. The village Is subject to coun 
ty, state and federal laws and all local 
ordinances must comply with those 
measures. 


The village must conduct a referen- 


dum to assume home-rule powers be- 
cause Wheeling has a population less 
than 25,000. All communities with pop- 
ulations of 23,000 or more automati- 
cally have home-rule powers.

Oil reserve proposed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Hoping to 


blunt the threat of any new oil em- 
b a r g o , the Ford administration 
Wednesday proposed spending $8 bil- 
lion tn buy 500 million barrels of for- 
eign oil by 1982 and pump it into un- 
derground salt caverns along the U S. 
Gulf Coast. 


F e d e r a l Energy Administrator 


Frank Zarb said the storage plan 


would carry the nation halfway to- 
ward the goal of becoming "embargo 
proof by 1985. 


Zarb said the US. government 


would buy oil for the storage program 
from the lowest bidder and, in a ma- 
jor break with normal practice, pur- 
chase it directly from foreign govern- 
ments rather than through oil com- 
panies. 


The FEA's 400-page plan, created at 


the direction of Congress and subject 
to congressional approval, estimated 
the cost of designing, constructing, 
filling and maintaining the petroleum 
reserve through 1982 would be $7 5 to 
B billion, mostly for buying oil. 


COST ESTIMATES were based on 


existing world oil prices, Zarb told a 
news conference. 


Zarb said the government hopes to 


start pumping the oil into caverns in 
salt domes or abandoned salt mines 
by midsummer. 


Eight possible storage sites were 


considered: Ironton mine, Ironton, 
Ohio; Central Rock mine, Lexington, 
Ky., Kleer mine, Grand Saline, Tex., 
Bryan Mound dome, Brazona, Tex.;

Wednesday said both sides are putting 
together the paperwork needed to 
complete the agreement. They said 
only disagreements on the language 
of the document remain to be re- 
solved. 


Officials at both the RTA and the 


railroad refused to discuss the nego- 
tiations except in general terms. 


"I KNOW THAT there Is a lot of 


paperwork being done," said railroad 
spokesman James Macdonak). "I 
don't know the numbers involved and 
I don't want to know. It is enormously 
complex." 


MacDonald, however, said negotia- 


tions Include purchase of the rail- 
road's equipment. This purchase has 
been a point of controversy between 
RTA directors, with some strongly fa- 
voring the purchase and others oppos- 
ing It 


Both sides reportedly have agreed 


on a $6.2 million subsidy for fiscal 
1977, a $8 5 million subsidy for fiscal 
1978 and a $103 million subsidy for 
fiscal 1979. No figures were releasea 
for the fiscal year which ended June 
30. 


RTA director Richard Newland of 


Waukegan said he expects the RTA 
board to meet on the matter by Dec. 
23. He said any agreement will be an- 
nounced at a Joint press conference 
with the railroad. 


An agreement with the North West- 


ern would bring RTA benefits to the 
Northwest suburbs, which rely heavi- 
ly on rail service to the dty. 


Bruce isn't dead., his family says

Some U S. officials are eager to 


declare Navy Lt. Bruce Fryor 
"officially dead," but his family is 
not. 


It has been seven years jince 


the family 
first learned that 


Fryar's plane was shot down dur- 
ing a bombing mission over Laos. 


The news came Just after 


Christmas 1969, and the holidays 
have never been the same for the 
Fryar family, formerly of Rolling 
Meadows. 


T H E GOVERNMENT never 


clarified details of the incident, 
and it still is not known whether 
Fryar was killed or taken prison- 
er, whether he was tortured or 
lives within the confines of a Com- 
munist Jail, hoping to return 
home. 


The family was not surprised 


Wednesday when it heard that a 
Congressional committee is rec- 
ommending that all American sol- 
diers reported missing in action 
be declared dead. 


"It upsets me because there are 


a lot of things the government 
could have done to find out what 
happened to these men and never 
did. It's been a very impersonal 
attitude toward men missing in 
action," said Dawn Slice, Fryar's 
sister, who lives in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


I'm not satisfied that they 


ever tried to find out what hap- 
pened to my brother and the guys 
who went down over Laos. I hate 
to see them quit trying to find out 
what happened to them," she 
said. 


FRYAR WAS ONLY 25 when his 


life became a question mark. He 
is considered to be among 1,300 
Vietnam War veterans still unac- 
counted for. 


"My folks have reluctantly ac- 


cepted the idea that he is dead. 
But, there is still hope. There is 
no evidence to prove that he is 
dead and this committee recom- 
mendation would Just be a declar- 
ation that would leave many 
questions unanswered," Mrs. Slice 
said. 


It is more convenient If the gov- 


ernment can classify these miss- 
ing soldiers as dead, even if they 
are not, she said, "but, it's not 
fair to the families."

ney, said the allocation was based on 
several factors Including population 
served and assessed valuation of the 
area served.

Heights area. The district has no fire 
department but contracts with the de- 
partments of Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 
and Prospect Heights for services in 
the municipalities and unincorporated 
areas. 


The village of Wheeling has been at- 


tempting to disannex from the (ire 
district to Increase fire tax funds to 
the village. Village officials said the 
village could increase fire tax reve- 
nues by about $50,000 a year because 
a portion of the village not in the fire 
district could be taxed. The fire dis- 
trict has denied the dlsannexation 
request. 


Village Ally. John Burke has said 


about 2,000 residents of northeast 
Wheeling should have paid a (Ire tax 
since 1965, but Cook County failed to 
collect the tax. County officials con- 
tend they ore not responsible for col- 
lecting the tax, citing a 1966 opinion 
from the Cook County State's Attor- 
ney's office.

Marina near Zion draws fire

Natural prairies, sand dunes and 


woodlands on the Lake Michigan 
snorollnc may be destroyed If a pro- 
posed 3.000-boat marina is built north 
of the Illinois Beach State Park near

"probability of significant crokon" Is 
another reason for Its opposition to 
the Zion marina plan. 


A Monday deadline has been set for 


comments from a special task force 
on tho proposed study of a marina at 
the park, said N'ick Bridge of the Illi- 
nois Dcpt of Conservation. 


By the end of January, a consulting 


firm may bo hired to study the con- 
cept of a safe-water harbor, he said. 
The task force includes representa- 
tives of the Illinois Dcpt. of Con- 
servation, the Illinois Geological Sur- 
vey, U S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency, the Coastal Zone Manage- 
ment program and the Illinois Divi- 
sion of Water Resources

Tho RTA board Wednesday voted 


7-1 to pay attorneys' fees, including 
nearly $100000 which resulted from 
I ho efforts of suburban board mem- 
bers to oust RTA Chairman Milton 
I'lkarsky 


Only one board member objected to 


using taxpayers' money to pay the lo 
lial bills Director James Kemp of 
Chicago said he did not want to make 
himself liable for the bills if payment 
might be legally questionable 


RTA attorney Jeremiah Marsh said 


payment I* legal "Under section 30t 
of the (RTA) act there Is n provision 
that says the expenses of the directors 
shall l)c paid," he said, noting legal 
fees and accounting fees arc included 
as legitimate expenses 


DIKI CTOH D Daniel U.ildlno of 


Evanston said RTA board member5 
agreed Informally In July that the 
agency would pay Iho directors' legal 
fees. He said the taxpayers are get- 


ting their money's worth, because the 
legal battles have made the RTA a 
more responsive agency.

"All along the issue has been wheth- 


er tho suburbs were being fairly rep- 
resented by this agency," Baldino

rectors' legal expenses for this suit 
have been paid They were Included 
In tho last quarter's billing by the 
RTA's lawyers 


Suburban members paid $1,235 In le- 


gal fees before the Informal decision 
was made that the agency would cov- 
er legal bills. 


"When our attorneys took the case . 


. . they were not assured of any front- 
end legal fees," Baldino said. "We

Thompson considers move to impound state funds 


by STEVE BROWN 


Governor-elect James R. Thompson 


said Wednesday be is trying to deter- 
mine whether he has the authority to 
Impound state funds, a technique ho 
may use to stave off a tax Increase or 
to keep the state from bankruptcy. • 


Calling the Impounding technique 


an "unpalatable" option, Thompson 
said ho would not be party to a tax 
hike or willingly govern a bankrupt 
state. Impoundment could allow the 


governor to block expenditures au- 
thorized by the Illinois General As- 
sembly or spending approved over the 
vetoes of Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The Republican's predictions came 


after an apparently unsuccessful mis- 
sion to Springfield to urge Illinois 
General Assembly leaders to resist 
pressure from lobbyists to override 
Walker's vetoes. 


THE ILLINOIS HOUSE voted to re- 


store about $17 million for higher edu- 
cation just after Thompson returned 


to Chicago. The legislature will con- 
sider restoring an additional $34 mil- 
lion In vetoed funds to the budget be- 
fore adjourning Friday.' 


"The dike was already breeched to 


the tune of $12 million on Tuesday," 
Thompson said. He sold if all the 
spending vetoes are overridden and 
the Illinois Dept. of Public Aid seeks 
a deficiency appropriation of $50 mil- 
lion, the state will be bankrupt. 


While downplaying the possibility of 


impounding funds, a controversial 


process used by former President 
Richard M. Nixon In 1972, Thompson 
said his attorney is researching the 
question. 


"If I have the legal authority and I 


consider it a wise policy move and I 
think It will make a difference, then I 
will lean that way," Thompson said. 


HE SAID ALTHOUGH he received 


support from a number of Republican 
lawmakers, the Democratic leaders 
gave him no assurances they would 
vote to sustain Walker's vetoes. How- 


ever, Thompson said he did not ex- 
pect their support. 


Thompson said the first suggestion 


to impound money came from a Re- 
publican legislator. 


"I told him it would be irresponsible 


for a legislator to vote to spend mon- 
ey the state does not have and then 
expect the governor to bail them out," 
ho said. Thompson said that Impound- 
ment probably would put him on a 
collision course with the legislature. 


"I don't want to bo a Republican 


Dan Walker," Thompson said. In- 
dicating he is hoping to avoid the po- 
litical controversy that has existed for 
the past four years between Walker 
and lawmakers of both parties. 


Thompson said he told lawmakers 


to resist pressure from constituents 
and special interest groups to vote for 
veto overrides. 


He said if the legislature sustains 


the vetoes, he will review the spend- 
ing requests after taking office next 
month.

Oil reserve proposed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hoping to 


blunt the threat of any new oil em- 
b a r g o , tho Ford administration 
Wednesday proposed spending $8 bil- 
lion to buy 500 million barrels of for- 
eign oil by 1982 and pump it Into un- 
derground salt caverns along the U.S. 
Gulf Coast. 


F e d e r a l Energy Administrator 


Frank Zarb said the storage plan 


would carry tho nation halfway to- 
ward the goal of becoming "embargo 
proof" by 1985. 


Zarb said the U.S. government 


would buy oil for the storage program 
from the lowest bidder and, In a ma- 
jor break with normal practice, pur- 
chase it directly from foreign govern- 
ments rather than through oil com- 
panies. 


The FEA's 400-page plan, created at 


the direction of Congress and subject 
to congressional approval, estimated 
tho cost of designing, constructing, 
filling and maintaining tho petroleum 
reserve through 1982 would be $7.5 to 
8 billion, mostly for buying oil. 


COST ESTIMATES were based on 


existing world oil prices, Zarb told a 
news conference. 


Zarb said the government hopes to 


start pumping the oil into caverns in 
salt domes or abandoned salt mines 
by midsummer. 


Eight possible storage sites were 


considered: Ironton mine, Ironton, 
Ohio; Central Rock mine, Lexington, 
Ky., Kleer mine, Grand Saline, Tex., 
Bryan Mound dome, Brazoria, Tex.;

Some U.S. officials are eager to 


declare Navy Lt. Bruce Fryar

Christmas 1969, and the holidays 
have never been the same for the 
Fryar family, formerly of Rolling 
Meadows. 


T H E GOVERNMENT never 


clarified details of the incident, 
and it still is not known whether 
Fryar was killed or taken prison- 
er, whether he was tortured or 
lives within the confines of a Com- 
munist jail, hoping -to return 
home. 


The family was not surprised 


Wednesday when it heard that a 
Congressional committee Is rec- 
ommending that all American sol- 
diers reported missing in action 
be declared dead. 


"It upsets me because there are 


a lot of things the government 
could have done to find out what 
happened to these men and never 
did. It's been a very impersonal 
attitude toward men missing in 
action," said Dawn Slice, Fryar's 
sister, who lives in Hoffman Es- 
tates.

Oil reserve proposed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hoping to 


blunt the threat of any new oil cm- 
b a r g o , tho Ford administration 
Wednesday proposed spending $8 bil- 
lion to buy 500 million barrels of for- 
eign oil by 1982 and pump It Into un- 
derground salt caverns along the U.S. 
Gulf Coast. 


F e d e r a l Energy Administrator 


Frank Zarb said the storage plan 


would carry tho nation halfway to- 
ward the goal of becoming "embargo 
proof" by 1085. 


Zarb said the 
U.S. 
government 


would buy oil for the storage program 
from the lowest bidder and, in a ma- 
jor break with normal practice, pur- 
chase It directly from foreign govern- 
ments rather than through oil 
com- 


panies. 


The FEA's 400-page plan, created at 


the direction of Congress and subject 
to congressional approval, estimated 
the cost of designing, constructing, 
filling and maintaining the petroleum 
reserve through 1982 would be $7.5 to 
8 billion, mostly for buying oil. 


COST ESTIMATES were based on 


existing world oil prices, Zarb told a 
news conference. 


, 
Zarb said the government hopes to 


start pumping the oil into caverns in 
salt domes or abandoned salt mines 
by midsummer. 


Eight possible storage sites were 


considered: Ironton mine, Ircnton, 
Ohio; Central Rock mine, Lexington, 
Ky., Klecr mine, Grand Saline, Tex., 
Bryan Mound dome, Brazoria, Tex.;

Sources close to the negotiations

together the paperwork needed to 
complete the agreement. They said 
only disagreements on the language 
of the document remain to be re- 
solved. 


Officials at both the RTA and the 


railroad refused to discuss the nego- 
tiations except in general terms. 


"I KNOW THAT there Is a lot of 


paperwork being done," said railroad 
spokesman James MacdonaW. "I 
don't know the numbers Involved and 
I don't want to know. It is enormously 
complex." 


MacDonald, however, said negotia- 


tions Include purchase of the rail- 
road's equipment. This purchase has 
been a point of controversy between 
RTA directors, with some strongly fa- 
voring the purchase and others oppos- 
ing It 


Both sides reportedly have agreed 


on a $62 million subsidy for fiscal 
1977, a $8.5 million subsidy for fiscal 
1978 and a $10.3 million subsidy fop 
fiscal 1979. No figures were released 
for the fiscal year which ended June 
30. 


RTA director Richard Newland of 


Waukcgan said he expects the RTA 
board to meet on the matter by Dec. 
23. He said any agreement will be an- 
nounced at a joint press conference 
with the railroad. 


An agreement with the North West- 


ern would bring RTA benefits to the 
Northwest suburbs, which rely heavi- 
ly on rail service to the city. • 


Bruce isn't dead, his family says

Some U.S. officials are eager to 


declare Navy Lt. Bruce Fryar 
"officially dead," but his family Is 
not. 


It has been seven years since 


the family first learned 
that 


Fryar's plane was shot down dur- 
ing a bombing mission over Laos. 


Tho news came 
just 
after 


Christmas 1969, and the holidays 
have never been the same for the 
Fryar family, formerly of Rolling 
Meadows. 


THE 
GOVERNMENT never 


clarified details of the incident, 
and it still is not known whether 
Fryar was killed or taken prison- 
er, whether he was tortured or 
lives within the confines of a Com- 
munist jail, hoping to return 
home. 


The family was not surprised 


Wednesday when it heard that a 
Congressional committee is rec- 
ommending that all American sol- 
diers reported missing In action 
be declared dead. 


"It upsets me because there are 


a lot of things the government 
could have done to find out what 
happened lo these men and never 
did. It's been a very Impersonal 
attitude toward men missing in 
action," said Dawn Slice, Fryar's 
sister, who lives In Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


I'm not satisfied that they 


ever tried to find out what hap- 
pened to my brother and the guys 
who went down over Laos. I hate 
to see them quit trying to find out 
what happened to them," she 
said. 


FRYAR WAS ONLY 25 when his 


life became a question mark. He 
Is considered to be among 1,300 
Vietnam War veterans still unac- 
counted for. 


"My folks have reluctantly ac- 


cepted the idea that he is dead. 
But, there is still hope. There is 
no evidence to prove that he is 
dead and this committee recom- 
mendation would just be a declar- 
ation that would leave many 
questions unanswered," Mrs. Slice 
said. 


It is more convenient if the gov- 


ernment can classify these miss- 
ing soldiers as dead, even If they 
are not, she said, "but, it's not 
fair to the families."

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Optometrist keeping an eye out for elderly residents

He had bwn having some pain In 


his c>c for about a year, the elderly 
man told Or. Howard Miller. 


And. It had alia been about that 


long since he began losing his vision 
in that eye. 


Miller examined the patient (or 


glaucoma. The results weren't con- 
clusive. It could be that glaucoma 
uas the cause of the problem. It could 


be something else. Whatever It was, 
Miller was sure the senior citizen 
needed treatment. He referred him to 
another doctor. 


THE MAX NEVER explained to 


Miller why he had waited a year — 
until his eye was completely blind — 
to see a doctor. 


It is likely that he still wouldn't 


have had the cyo examined had not 


Miller gotten together with the Village 
of Elk Grove to offer free glaucoma 
screenings to senior citizens of the 
area. 


Miller has been opening his office 


Wednesdays for three weeks now to 
offer free glaucoma tests to senior 
citizens. 


He's new to the community and to 


his profession, having graduated from 


the Illinois College of Optometry last 
June and opening his office at TO 
Turner Dr. in September. 
- 


HE GOT 1XVOLVED with the 


screening, he says, mainly because he 
has the time and he was looking for a 
way to get involved in the community. 


"I think it's Important for everyone 


to be checked," Miller says. "As you 
get older, to the senior citizen level, it

increases the chances." 


But the elderly, he- says, are no dif- 


ferent from younger people in tending 
to overlook the need to have their 
eyes examined for glaucoma, even 
though the disease is common to per- 
sons as young as 33. 


"People In general ususally put off 


their entire eye examination and that 
includes the glaucoma test," Miller 
observes. "Almost 
everyone who 


comes into this office doesn't know 
what glaucoma is. It's the same with 
senior citizens." 


BASICALLY, the disease is caused 


by a build up of pressure inside the 
eye, either from the overproduction of 
fluids or a blockage that traps fluids. 


Gradually, the disease impairs vi- 


sion and if not treated, will cause 
blindness in nine cases out of 10. 


"At any stage, if it's detected, It

contends. "I think about 3 per cent of 
the people who have glaucoma are 
blind mainly because they waited too 
long." 


The test itself is painless. A device 


called a noncontact tonometer blows a 
puff of air at the eye. Two mirrors 
inside the instrument gauge how far 
the eyeball is pushed in, and a small 
computer gives Miller the data. 


Of the nearly 20 elderly persons 


who have taken advantage of Miller's 
offer, only one showed any signs of 
having the disease. Miller says he's 
asked her to conic in for a second 
check because high blood pressure 
sometimes causes high pressure In- 
side the eye.

What they wanted — and what 


Bell's backers wanted — was a "har- 
monic telegraph" which could carry 
several tones at the sumo time. Then 
several telegrams, sets of dots and 
dashes, could move simultaneously. 


If several tones could be sent over a 


wire. Hell asked, why not an entire 
»olcc? 


Ills answer came March 10, 1876. 


Fllty >cars Inter, Watson, who had 
been Bell's assistant and later be- 
came a Shakespearean actor, describ- 
ing that first phone call, said Bell had 
spilled add on himself and said, "Mr.

Visitors to the exhibit are able to

Also on hand arc old telephone equip- 
ment, a telephone switchboard used in 
Pittsburgh from 1922 to 1074, old film 
clips of movie scenes Involving tele- 
phones, a $2 catalog of the exhibit in 
the form of a telephone book and a 
glimpse of telephone technology of the 
future.

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Thompson considers move to impound state funds 


by STEVE DROWN 


Governor-elect James R. Thompson 


Mid Wednesday he Is trying to deter- 
mine whether ho has the authority to 
Impound state funds, a technique he 
may use to stave off a tax Increase or 
to keep the state from bankruptcy. 


Calling the Impounding technique 


an "unpalatable" option, Thompson 
said ho would not be party to a tax 
hike or willingly govern a bankrupt 
state. Impoundment could allow the 


governor to block expenditures au- 
thorized by the .".llnois General As- 
sembly or spending approved over the 
vetoes of Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The Republican's predictions came 


after an apparently unsuccessful mis- 
sion to Springfield to urge Illinois 
General Assembly leaders to resist 
pressure from lobbyists to override 
Walker's vetoes. 


THE ILLINOIS HOUSE voted to re- 


store about $17 million for higher edu- 
cation just after Thompson returned 


to Chicago. The legislature will con- 
sider restoring an additional $34 mil- 
lion in vetoed funds to the budget be- 
fore adjourning Friday. 


"The'dike was already breeched to 


the tune of $12 million on Tuesday," 
Thompson said. He said if all the 
spending vetoes are overridden and 
the Illinois Oept. of Public Aid seeks 
a deficiency appropriation of $30 mil- 
lion, the state will be bankrupt. 


While downplaying the possibility of 


impounding funds, a controversial 


process used by former President 
Richard M. Nixon In 1972, Thompson 
said his attorney is researching the 
question. 


"If I have the legal authority and I 


consider it a wise policy move and I 
think it will make a difference, then I 
will lean that way," Thompson said. 


HE SAID ALTHOUGH he received 


support from a number of Republican 
lawmakers, the Democratic leaders 
gave him no assurances they would 
vote to sustain Walker's vetoes. How- 


ever, Thompson said he did not ex- 
pect their support. 


Thompson said the first suggestion 


to impound money came from a Re- 
publican legislator. 


"I told him it would be Irresponsible 


for a legislator to vote to spend mon- 
ey the state does not have and then 
expect the governor to bail them out," 
he said. Thompson said that impound- 
ment probably would put him on a 
collision course with the legislature. 


"I don't want to be a Republican 


Dan Walker," Thompson said, In- 
dicating he is hoping to avoid the po- 
litical controversy that has existed for 
the past four years between Walker 
and lawmakers of both parties. 


Thompson said he told lawmakers 


to resist pressure from constituents 
and special Interest groups to vote for 
veto overrides. 


He said if the legislature sustains 


the vetoes, he will review the spend- 
ing requests after taking office next 
month.

Oil reserve proposed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hoping to 


blunt tho threat of any new oil em- 
b a r g o , the Ford administration 
Wednesday proposed spending $8 bil- 
lion to buy 300 million barrels of for- 
eign oil by 1982 and pump it into un- 
derground salt caverns along the U.S. 
Gulf Coast. 


F e d e r a l Energy Administrator 


Frank Zarb said the storage plan 


would carry the nation halfway to- 
ward the goal of becoming "embargo 
proof" by 1983. 


Zarb said the • U.S. government 


would buy oil for the storage program 
from the lowest bidder and, in a ma- 
jor break with normal practice, pur- 
chase It directly from foreign govern- 
ments rather than through oil com- 
panies. 


The FEA's 400-page plan, created at 


the direction of Congress and subject 
to congressional approval, estimated 
the cost of designing, constructing, 
filling and maintaining the petroleum 
reserve through 1982 would be $7.5 to 
8 billion, mostly for buying oil. 


COST ESTIMATES were based on 


existing world oil prices, Zarb told a 
news conference. 


Zarb said the government hopes to 


start pumping the oil into caverns in 
salt domes or abandoned salt mines 
by midsummer. 


Eight possible storage sites were 


considered: Ironton mine, Ironton, 
Ohio; Central Rock mine, Lexington, 
Ky., Klcer mine, Grand Saline, Tex., 
Bryan Mound dome, Brazoria, Tex.;

fiscal 1979. No figures were releasea 
for the fiscal year which ended June 
30. 


RTA director Richard Newland of 


Waukegan said he expects the RTA 
board to meet on the matter by Dec.

Bruce isn't dead, his family says

Some U.S. officials are eager to 


declare Navy Lt. Bruce Fryar 
"officially dead," but his family is 
not. 


It has been seven years since 


the family first learned that 
Fryar's plane was shot down dur- 
ing a bombing mission over Laos. 


The news came just after 


Christmas 1969, and the holidays 
have never been the same for the 
Fryar family, formerly of Rolling 
Meadows. 


T H E GOVERNMENT never 


clarified details of the incident, 
and it still Is not known whether 
Fryar was killed or taken prison- 
er, whether he was tortured or 
lives within the confines of a Com- 
munist jail, hoping to return 
home. 


The family was not surprised 


Wednesday when it heard that a 
Congressional committee is rec- 
ommending that all American sol- 
diers reported missing in action 
be declared dead. 


"It upsets me because there are 


a lot of things the government 
could have done to find out what 
happened to these men and never 
did. It's been a very impersonal 
attitude toward men missing in 
action," said Dawn Slice, Fryar's 
sister, who lives in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


I'm not satisfied that they 


ever tried to find out what hap- 
pened to my brother and the guys 
who went down over Laos. I hate 
to see them quit trying to find out 
what happened to them," she 
said. 


FRYAR WAS ONLY 25'when his 


life became a question mark. He 
is considered to be among 1,100 
Vietnam War veterans still unac- 
counted for. 


"My folks have reluctantly ac- 


cepted the idea that he Is dead. 
But, there Is still hope. There Is 
no evidence to prove that he is 
dead and this committee recom- 
mendation would just be a declar- 
ation that would leave many 
questions unanswered," Mrs. Slice 
said. 


It is more convenient if the gov- 


ernment can classify these miss- 
ing soldiers as dead, even if they 
are not, she said, "but, it's not 
fair to the families."

DOHA, Qatar (UP1) - OPEC oil 


ministers, sharply divided about rais- 
ing the price of oil or freezing it for 
six months, Wednesday met behind 
steel shutters and guarded by Qatar's 
entire army to decide If they will tack 
on $12 billion to the world's fuel bill. 


The ministers of the Organization of 


Petroleum Exporting Countries met 
at the Gulf Hotel In a sumptuous but 
bunkcrlike room, scaled off by steel 
shutters and heavily guarded by hot- 
m e t e d troopers toting automatic 
rifles. 


On the table before them, the oil 


ministers had a range of suggestions 
from Saudi Arabia's call for a six- 
month price freeze to Iraq's demand 
for a 2j per cent increase In oil. 


TIIK CONFERENCE was scheduled 


to last three days 


Expert betting was that the final 


figure would be somewhere in the 
middle of that range — about 10 per 


cent. An increase of 10 per cent would 
add $12 billion to the world's oil bill. 


Qatar mustered the nation's entire 


3.300-man army to guard the min- 
isters. Jet fighters flew low along the 
deserted beaches, from where attack 
ITS might come, and a gunboat stood 
anchored offshore. 


The intense security was aimed at 


preventing a repetition of the attack 
on an OPEC meeting in Vienna a year 
ago at which the ministers were kid- 
naped.

Beirut seaport 
reopens but no 
ships arrive

BEIRUT. Lebanon (UP1) - 
Bel- 


rut's crippled port, once the busiest in 
the Middle East, officially reopened 
Wednesday. But no ships came. 


Only one wharf of more than a doz- 


en, Pier 8, was back in business to 
receive shipping. Beirut's formerly 
h u g e "free zone," where vast 
amounts of merchandise used to tran- 
sit without passing through Lebanese 
customs, will remain closed. 


The first ships to bo received at the 


port since it closed last February 
were to have been the M.S. Callopc, a 
Red Cross ship, and n Lebanese cargo 
ship the "Abdol Basset." Neither 
showed up. 


"THE M.S. CALIOI'E Is carrying 330 


tons of food and blankets," a Red 
Cross official said. "It was delayed In 
Athens (or repairs and will not arrive 
for another week." 


Tho reason for the delay of tho 


Lebanese freighter was not known. 


The only vessel to appear all day 


was a small Lebanese ship that, un- 
like the other two, had not been au- 
thorized to dock and was turned 
away.

using taxpa>crs' money to pay the le- 
gal bills. Director James Kemp of 
Chicago said he did not want to make 
himself liable for the bills If payment 
might be legally questionable. 


RTA attorney Jeremiah Marsh said

'of the (RTA) act there Is a provision 
: that says the expenses of the directors 
shall be paid." he said, noting legal 
fees and accounting fees are Included 
as legitimate expenses.

Several residents said, they have

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Thompson considers move to impound state funds

Governor-elect James R. Thompson 


said Wednesday he Is trying to deter- 
mine whether he has the authority to 
Impound stato funds, a technique ho 
may u*o to stave off a tax Increase or 
to keep the state from bankruptcy. 


Calling the Impounding technique 


an "unpalatable" option, Thompson 
said ho would not bo party to a tax 
hike or willingly govern a bankrupt 
slato. Impoundment could allow the 


governor to block expenditures au- 
thorized by the Illinois General As- 
sembly or spending approved over the 
vetoes of Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The Republican's predictions came 


after an apparently unsuccessful mis- 
sion to Springfield to urge Illinois 
General Assembly leaders to resist 
pressure from lobbyists to override 
Walker's vetoes. 


THE ILLINOIS HOUSE voted to re- 


store about $17 million for higher edu- 
cation just after Thompson returned 


to Chicago. The legislature will con- 
sider restoring an additional $34 mil- 
lion In vetoed funds to the budget be- 
fore adjourning Friday. 


"The dike was already breeched to 


the tuno of $12 million on Tuesday," 
Thompson said. He said If all the 
spending vetoes are overridden and 
the Illinois Dcpt. of Public Aid seeks 
a deficiency appropriation of $50 mil- 
lion, the state will be bankrupt. 


While downplaying the possibility of 


impounding funds, a controversial 


process used by former President 
Richard M. Nixon in 1972, Thompson 
said his attorney is researching the 
question. 


"If I have the legal authority and I 


consider it a wise policy move and I 
think it will make a difference, then I 
will lean that way," Thompson said. 


HE SAID ALTHOUGH he received 


support from a number of Republican 
lawmakers, the Democratic leaders 
gave him no assurances they would 
vote to sustain Walker's vetoes. How- 


ever, Thompson Said he did not ex- 
pect their support. 


Thompson said the first suggestion 


to impound money came from a Re- 
publican legislator. 


"I told him it would be Irresponsible 


for a legislator to vote to spend mon- 
ey the state does not have and then 
expect the governor to bail them out," 
he said. Thompson said that impound- 
ment probably would put him on a 
collision course with the legislature. 


"I don't want to be a Republican 


Dan Walker," Thompson said, in- 
dicating he is hoping to avoid the po- 
litical controversy that has existed for 
the past four years between Walker 
and lawmakers of both parties. 


Thompson said he told lawmakers 


to resist pressure from constituents 
and special interest groups to vote for 
veto overrides. 


He said if the legislature sustains 


the vetoes, he will review the spend- 
ing requests after taking office next 
month.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hoping to 


blunt the threat of any new oil em- 
b a r g o , tho Ford administration 
Wednesday proposed spending $8 bil- 
lion to buy 500 million barrels of for- 
eign oil by 1982 and pump it into un- 
derground salt caverns along tho U.S. 
Gulf Coast. • 
. Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank Zarb said tho storage plan 


would carry the nation halfway to- 
ward the goal of becoming "embargo 
proof" by 1985. 


Zarb said the U.S. government 


would buy oil for the storage program 
from the lowest bidder and, in a ma- 
jor break with normal practice, pur- 
chase it directly from foreign govern- 
ments rather than through oil com- 
panies. 


The FEA's 400-page plan, created at 


the direction of Congress and subject 
to congressional approval, estimated 
the cost of designing, constructing, 
filling and maintaining the petroleum 
reserve through 1982 would be $7.5 to 
8 billion, mostly for buying oil. 


COST ESTIMATES were based on 


existing world oil prices, Zarb told a 
news conference. 


Zarb said the government hopes to 


start pumping tho oil into caverns in 
salt domes or abandoned salt mines 
by midsummer.

Bruce isn't dead,, his family says

Some U.S. officials are eager to 


declare Navy Lt. Bruce Fryar 
"officially dead," but his family is 
not. 


It has been seven years since 


the family first learned that 
Fryar's plane was shot down dur- 
ing a bombing mission over Laos.

Christmas 1969, and the holidays 
have never been the same for the 
Fryar family, formerly of Rolling 
Meadows. 


T H E GOVERNMENT never 


clarified details of tho incident, 
and it still is not known whether 
Fryar was killed or taken prison- 
er, whether he was tortured or 
lives within the confines of a Com- 
munist jail, hoping to return 
home. 


. The family was not surprised 
Wednesday when it heard that a 
Congressional committee is rec- 
ommending that all American sol- 
diers reported missing in action 
be declared dead. 


"It upsets me because there are 


a lot of things the government 
could have done to find out what 
happened to these men and never 
did. It's been a very impersonal 
attitude toward men missing in 
action," said Dawn Slice, Fryar's 
sister, who lives in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


I'm not satisfied that they 


ever tried to find out what hap- 
pened to my brother and the guys 
who went down over Laos. I hate 
to see them quit trying to find out 
what happened to them," she 
said. 


FRYAR WAS ONLY 25 when his 


life became a question mark. He 
is considered to be among 1,300 
Vietnam War veterans still unac- 
counted for. 


"My folks have reluctantly ac- 


cepted the idea that he is dead. 
But, there is still hope. There is 
no evidence to prove that he is 
dead and this committee recom- 
mendation would just be a declar- 
ation that would leave many 
questions unanswered," Mrs. Slice 
said.

Ho said if all the 
spending vetoes are overridden and 
the Illinois Dept. of Public Aid seeks 
a deficiency appropriation of $50 mil- 
lion, the state will be bankrupt. 


While downplaying the possibility of 


impounding funds, a controversial 


process used by former President 
Richard M. Nixon in 1972, Thompson 
said his attorney is researching the 
question. 


"If I have the legal authority and I 


consider it a wise policy move and I 
think it will make a difference, then I 
will lean that way," Thompson said. 


HE SAID ALTHOUGH he received 


support from a number of Republican 
lawmakers, the Democratic leaders 
gave him no assurances they would 
vote to sustain Walker's vetoes. How- 


ever, Thompson said he did not ex- 
pect their support. 


Thompson said the first suggestion 


to impound money came from a Re- 
publican legislator. 


"I told him it would be Irresponsible 


for a legislator to vote to spend mon- 
ey the state does not have and then 
expect the governor to bail them out," 
he said. Thompson said that impound- 
ment probably would put him on a 
collision course with the legislature. 


"I don't want to be a Republican 
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Dan Walker," Thompson said, in- 
dicating he is hoping to avoid the po- 
litical controversy that has existed for 
the past four years between Walker 
and lawmakers of both parties. 


Thompson said he told lawmakers 


to resist pressure from constituents 
and special Interest groups to vote for 
veto overrides. 


He said if the legislature sustains 


the vetoes, he will review the spend- 
ing requests after talcing office next 
month.

Oil reserve proposed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hoping to 


blunt the threat of any new oil em- 
b a r g o , the Ford administration 
Wednesday proposed spending $8 bil- 
lion to buy 500 million barrels of for- 
eign oil by 1982 and pump It Into un- 
derground salt caverns along the U.S. 
Gulf Coast. 


F e d e r a l Energy Administrator 


Frank Zarb said the storage plan 


would carry tlio nation halfway to- 
ward the goal of becoming "embargo 
proof" by 1985. 


Zarb said the U.S. government 


would buy oil for the storage program 
from the lowest bidder and, in a ma- 
jor break with normal practice, pur- 
chase It directly from foreign govern- 
ments rather than through oil com- 
panies. 


The FEA's 400-page plan, created at 


the direction of Congress and subject 
to congressional approval, estimated 
the cost of designing, constructing, 
filling and maintaining the petroleum 
reserve through 1982 would be $7.5 to 
8 billion, mostly for buying oil. 


COST ESTIMATES were based on 


existing world oil prices, Zarb told a 
news conference. 


Zarb said the government hopes to 


start pumping the oil into caverns in 
salt domes or abandoned salt mines 
by midsummer. 


Eight possible storage sites were 


considered: Ironton mine, Ironton, 
Ohio; Central Rock mine, Lexington, 
Ky., Klcer mine, Grand Saline, Tex., 
Bryan Mound dome, Brazoria, Tex.;

The Chicago and North Western Ry. 


reportedly has reached a tentative 
agreement with the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority for purchase of 
the railroad's commuter service. 


Sources close to the negotiations 


Wednesday said both sides are putting 
together the paperwork needed to 
complete the agreement. They said 
only disagreements on the language 
of the document remain to be re- 
solved. 


Officials at both the RTA and the 


railroad refused to discuss the nego- 
tiations except in general terms. 


"I KNOW THAT there is a lot of 


paperwork being done," said railroad 
spokesman James Macdonald. "I 
don't know the numbers involved and 
I don't want to know. It is enormously 
complex." 


MacDonald, however, said negotia- 


tions Include purchase of the rail- 
road's equipment. This purchase has 
been a point of controversy between 
RTA directors, with some strongly fa- 
voring the purchase and others oppos- 
ing It. 


Both sides reportedly have agreed 


on a $62 million subsidy for fiscal 
1977, a $8 5 million subsidy for fiscal 
1978 and a $103 million subsidy for 
fiscal 1979. No figures were releasea 
for the fiscal year which ended June 
30. 


RTA director Richard New-land of 


Waukegan said he expects the RTA 
board to meet on the matter by Dec. 
23. He said any agreement will be an- 
nounced at a joint press conference 
with the railroad. 


An agreement with the North West- 


ern would bring RTA benefits to the 
Northwest suburbs, which rely heavi- 
ly on rail service to the city. 


Bruce isn't dead? his family says

Some U S. officials are eager to 


declare Navy Lt. Bruce Fryar 
"officially dead," but his family is 
not. 


It has been seven years since 


the family first learned that 
Fryar's plane was shot down dur- 
ing a bombing mission over Laos. 


The news came just 
after 


Christmas 1969, and the holidays 
have never been the same for the 
Fryar family, formerly of Rolling 
Meadows. 


T H E GOVERNMENT never 


clarified details of the. Incident, 
and it still is not known whether 
Fryar was killed or taken prison- 
er, whether he was tortured or 
lives within the confines of a Com- 
munist jail, hoping to return 
home. 


The family was not surprised 


Wednesday when it heard that a 
Congressional committee is rec- 
ommending that all American sol- 
diers reported missing in action 
be declared dead. 


"It upsets me because there are 


a lot of things the government 
could have done to find out what 
happened to these men and never 
did. It's been a very Impersonal 
attitude toward men missing in 
action," said Dawn Slice, Fryar's 
sister, who lives in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


I'm not satisfied that they 


ever tried to find out what hap- 
pened to my brother and the guys 
who went down over Laos. I hate 
to see them quit trying to find out 
what happened to them," she 
said. 


FRYAR WAS ONLY 25 when his 


life became a question mark. Ho 
is considered to be among 1,300 
Vietnam War veterans still unac- 
counted for. 


"My folks have reluctantly ac- 


cepted the idea that he is dead. 
But, there is still hope. There is 
no evidence to prove that he is 
dead and this committee recom- 
mendation would just be a declar- 
ation that would leave many 
questions unanswered," Mrs. Slice 
said. 


It is more convenient if the gov- 


ernment can classify these miss- 
ing soldiers as dead, even if they 
arc not, she said, "but, it's not 
fair to the families."

Only three cars stand in the parking 


lot. Inside the empty pro shop and 
restaurant of the Buffalo Grove Golf 
Club the only sound Is the blaring of a 
radio. 


"You can go three or four hours 


without seeing anyone and it makes 
for a long day," says club pro Car- 
men Mollnaro. 


Although golfers are scarce after 


the first snow of winter, Molinaro 
keeps busy preparing the club for 
next season's devoted duffers.

Harwig said since Untccd has 
a l r e a d y prepared a preliminary 
study, hiring Untced would save the 
cost of that work by another archi- 
tect. 


Harwig estimated it might cost 


double the $9,800 for another archi- 
tectural firm to do the study. 


THE BOARD HAS budgeted $15.000 


for the work, about $2,000 less than 
the actual cost of hiring two firms. 
The board agreed to get estimates to 
determine if one architect would be 
willing to do both studies for $15,000. 


The cost comparisons will

used in the board's decision to expand 
the village hall or move it to the old 
high school when it is vacated in Sep- 
tember.

59's in- 
stability K cUdcnced by its history 
of paying teachers in script, using 
deficit spending, and haUng a con- 
stant turnover In superintendents. 


"To the present Dlst. 29 tbcal and 


management problems uill be added 
two high schools. 5,000 students and 
over 200 teachers." suid Richard 
Chlcrico, a teacher at Elk Grove High 
School. "The history of Dlst. 59 
docsn.t warrant additional educational 
responsibilities." 


Several residents said, they have

Thompson considers move to impound state funds 


by STEVE DROWN 


Governor-elect Jame* R. Thompson 


said Wednesday he Is trying to deter- 
mine whether no has the authority to 
Impound state funds, a technique he 
may use to stave oft a tax Increase or 
to keep Ihe state from bankruptcy. 


Calling the Impounding technique 


an "unpalatable" option, Thompson 
said ho would not be party to a tax 
hike or willingly govern a bankrupt 
state. Impoundment could allow the 


-T~<^-' 


governor to block expenditures au- 
thorized by the Illinois General As- 
sembly or spending approved over the 
xctocs of Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The Republican's predictions came 


after an apparently unsuccessful mis- 
sion to Springfield to urge Illinois 
General Assembly leaders to resist 
pressure from lobbyists to override 
Walker's vetoes. 


THE ILLINOIS HOUSE voted to re- 


store about $17 million for higher edu- 
cation just after Thompson returned 


to Chicago. The legislature will con- 
sider restoring an additional $34 mil- 
lion In vetoed funds to the budget be- 
fore adjourning Friday. 


"The dike was already breeched to 


the tune of $12 million on Tuesday," 
Thompson said. Ho said if all the 
spending vetoes are overridden and 
the Illinois Dcpt. of Public Aid seeks 
a deficiency appropriation of $50 mil- 
lion, the state will be bankrupt. 


While downplaying the possibility of 


impounding funds, a controversial 


process used by former President 
Richard M. Nixon in. 1972, Thompson 
said his attorney Is researching the 
question. 


"If I have the legal authority and I 


consider It a wise policy move and I 
think it will make a difference, then I 
will lean that way," Thompson said. 


HE SAID ALTHOUGH he received 


support from a number of Republican 
lawmakers, the Democratic leaders 
gave him no assurances they would 
vote to sustain Walker's vetoes. How- 


ever, Thompson said he did not ex- 
pect their support. 


Thompson said the first suggestion 


to Impound money came from a Re- 
publican legislator. 


"I told him it would be irresponsible 


for a legislator to vote to spend mon- 
ey the state does not have and then 
expect the governor to bail them out," 
he said. Thompson said that impound- 
ment probably would put him on a 
collision course with the legislature. 


"I don't want to be a Republican 


Dan Walker," Thompson said, in- 
dicating he Is hoping to avoid the po- 
litical controversy that has existed for 
the past four years between Walker 
and lawmakers of both parties. 
' 


Thompson said he told lawmakers 


to resist pressure from constituents 
and special interest groups to vote for 
veto overrides. 


He said if the legislature sustains 


the vetoes, he will review the spend- 
ing requests after taking office next 
month.

Oil reserve proposed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hoping to 


blunt tho threat of any new oil em- 
b a r g o , tho Ford administration 
Wednesday proposed spending $8 bil- 
lion to buy 500 million barrels of for- 
eign oil by 1982 and pump it Into un- 
derground salt caverns along the U.S. 
CM Coast. 


F e d e r a l Energy Administrator 


Frank Zarb said tho storage plan 


would carry tho nation halfway to- 
ward the goal of becoming "embargo 
proof" by 1985. 


Zarb said the U.S. government 


would buy oil for the storage program 
from tho lowest bidder and, in a ma- 
jor break with normal practice, pur- 
chase it directly from foreign govern- 
ments rather than through oil com- 
panies. 


The FEA's 400-page plan, created at 


the direction of Congress and subject 
to congressional approval, estimated 
the cost of designing, constructing, 
filling and maintaining the petroleum 
reserve through 1982 would be $7.5 to 
8 billion, mostly for buying oil. 


COST ESTIMATES were based on 


existing world oil prices, Zarb told a 
news conference. 


Zarb said the government hopes to 


start pumping the oil into caverns hi 
salt domes or abandoned salt mines 
by midsummer.

Accord to buy C&NW 
service reached ivith RTA 


The Chicago and North Western Ry. 


reportedly has reached a tentative 
agreement with the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority for purchase of 
the railroad's commuter service. 


Sources close to tho negotiations 


Wednesday said both sides are putting 
together the paperwork needed to 
complete the agreement. They said 
only disagreements on the language 
cf the document remain to be re- 
solved. 


Officials at both the RTA and the 


railroad refused to discuss the nego- 
tiations except In general terms. 


"I KNOW THAT there is a lot of 


paperwork being done." said railroad 
spokesman James Macdonald. "I 
don't know the numbers Involved and 
I don't want to know. It is enormously 
complex." 


MacDonald, however, said negotia- 


tions include purchase of the rail- 
road's equipment. This purchase has 
been a point of controversy between 
RTA directors, with some strongly fa- 
voring the purchase and others oppos- 
ing It. 


Both sides reportedly have agreed 


on a $62 million subsidy for fiscal 
1977, a $8 5 million subsidy for fiscal 
1978 and a $10.3 million subsidy for, 
fiscal 1979. No figures were releasea 
for the fiscal year which ended June 
30. 


RTA director Richard Newland of 


Waukegan said he expects the RTA 
board to meet on the matter by Dec. 
23. He said any agreement will be an- 
nounced at a joint press conference 
with the railroad. 


An agreement with the North West- 


ern would bring RTA benefits to the 
Northwest suburbs, which rely heavi- 
ly on rail service to the city. 


Bruce isn't dead,, his family says

Some U S. officials are eager to 


declare Navy Lt. Bruce Fryar 
"officially dead," but his family is 
not. 


U has been seven years since 


the family first learned that 
Fryar's plane was shot down dur- 
ing a bombing mission over Laos. 


Tho news came just 
after 


Christmas 1969, and the holidays 
have never been the same for the 
Fryar family, formerly of Rolling 
Meadows. 


T H E GOVERNMENT never 


clarified details of the incident, 
and It still is not known whether 
Fryar was killed or taken prison- 
er, whether he was tortured or 
lives within the confines of a Com- 
munist jail, hoping to return 
home. 


The family was not surprised 


Wednesday when it heard that a 
Congressional committee Is rec- 
ommending that all American sol- 
diers reported missing in action 
be declared dead. 


"It upsets me because there are 


a lot of things the government 
could have done to find out what 
happened to these men and never 
did. It's been a very impersonal 
attitude toward men missing in 
action," said Dawn Slice, Fryar's 
sister, who lives In Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


I'm not satisfied that they 


ever tried to find out what hap- 
pened to my brother and the guys 
who went down over Laos. I hate 
to see them quit trying to find out 
what happened to them," she 
said. 


FRYAR WAS ONLY 23 when his 


life became a question mark. He 
is considered to be among 1,300 
Vietnam War veterans still unac- 
counted for. 


"My folks have reluctantly ac- 


cepted the idea that he Is dead. 
But, there is still hope. There is 
no evidence to prove that he is 
dead and this committee recom- 
mendation would just be a declar- 
ation that would leave many 
questions unanswered," Mrs. Slice 
said. 


It is more convenient if the gov- 


ernment can classify these miss- 
ing soldiers as dead, even if they 
are not, she said, "but, it's not 
fair to the families." 


"They shouldn't {eel they can

OPEC meeting 
opens in debate 
on oil price hike 


DOHA, Qatar (UP1) - OPEC oil 


ministers, sharply divided about rais- 
ing the price of oil or freoting it for 
six months, Wednesday met behind 
•tecl shutters and guarded by Qatar's 
entire army to decide If they will tack 
on $12 billion to the world's fuel bill. 


The ministers of the Organization of 


Petroleum Exporting Countries met 
at the Gulf Hotel In a sumptuous but 
bunkcrlikc room, scaled off by steel 
shutters and heavily guarded by hoi- 
me tod troopers toting automatic 
rifle*. 


On the table before them, the oil 


ministers had a range of suggestions 
from Saudi Arabia's call for a six- 
month price freeze to Iraq's demand 
for a 23 per cent increase in oil. 


TIIK CONKKKENCE was scheduled 


to last three days 


Expert betting was that the final 


flKuru would be somewhere In the 
middle of that range — about 10 per 
cent. An increase of 10 per cent would 
add $12 billion to the world's oil bill. 


Qatar mustered the nation's entire 


a.jw-man army to guard tho min- 
itlers. Jet fighters flew low along the 
deserted bcachcf, from where attack 
crs might come, and a gunboat stood 
nnchorcd offihorc. 


Tho intense security was aimed at 


presenting a repetition of the attack 
on an OPEC meeting in Vienna a year 
ago at which the ministers were kid- 
naped. 


I'OUCE .STATIONS posted mug- 


shots of Illych Ilamlrez Sanchez, the 
Venezuelan terrorist known as "Car- 
los." or "The Jackal." who master- 
mlndeil the Vienna raid. 


OPEC President Mohammed Sadli 


of Indonesia said as the conference 
opened the ministers bear "a heavy 
burden of global responsibility" be- 
cause their decision "will affect the 
stale of health of the world not only 
now but for some time to come." 


President-elect Jimmy Carter Tues- 


day said he felt "very good" about 
the attitude of certain OPEC coun- 
tries which have been In contact with 
Sec. of State Henry A. Kissinger and 
with Cyrus Vance, the secretary of 
statc*designatc. 


Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani, the 


Saudi Arabian oil minister, called for 
a continued price freeze 
because 


world economic recovery had not 
been as strong as hoped. Iranian min- 
ister Jamshid Amuccgar said he 
would seek an Increase between the 
extremes. The Shah of Iran has been 
< ailing for a IS per cent hike. 


THE SAUDIS and Iranians. OPEC's 


biggest oil producers, both heavily de- 
pendent on the United States, hold the 
key to the price Increase. 


Despite their far apart public posi- 


tions, Yamani and Amuccgar ap- 
peared to be on good terms — stroll- 
ing arm In arm along the onyx-floored 
lobby of the Gulf Hotel. 


Yamani has called for a price 


freeze in advance of provlos OPEC 
meetings, then gone along with an in- 
crease. But lie was largely in- 
strumental in maintaining the current 
price of $11 51 a barrel at a meeting 
in Call. Indonesia, last May. 


Tho current price of a barrel of 


light Arabian crude oil has been in 
effect since October, 1S75.

Zarb said a decision to go ahead 
with the second half of that program 
may be mado In 1978. 


"We've always calculated that we 


need ono year's protection of half tho 
amount of oil that is imported," Zarb 
said. "That would, generally speak- 
ing, make the nation embargo-proof, 
because no embargo Is likely to be 
maintained for more than a year."

Natural prairies, sand dunes and 


woodlands on the Lake Michigan 
shoreline may be destroyed if a pro- 
posed 3,000-boat marina Is built north 
of. the Illinois Beach Stato Park near 
Zion, according to a report by the DCS 
Plaincs Valley chapter of the Sierra 
C|ub. 
:The club Is concerned that the pro- 
posal favored by Zion officials might 
gain support from the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Conservation or tho U. S. Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation, key agencies In 
tho development of new state park fa- 
cilities. 


Tho marina complex proposal would 


affect some 400 acres included In a 
1.200-aerc northward expansion of the 
park. The program is designed to alle- 
viate overcrowding at the park.

"probability of significant erollon" is 
another reason for its opposition to 
the Zion marina plan. 


A Monday deadline has been set for. 


comments from a special task force 
on tho proposed study of a marina at 
the park, said Nick Bridge of the Jill-

By the end of January, a consulting 


firm may be hired to study the con- 
cept of a safe-water harbor, he said. 
The task force includes representa- 
tives of the Illinois Dcpt. of Con- 
servation, the Illinois Geological Sur- 
vey, U. S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency, the Coastal Zone Manage- 
ment program and the Illinois Divi- 
sion of Water Resources. 


"The basic character of the park 


centers around tho beach," Bridgo 
said. "We're buying lakcfront proper- 
ty all the way up to tho state line. At 
the same time, we realize there's a 
need to expand boating access activi- 
ty. We hope to arrive at some sort of 
balance without causing further ero- 
sion problems." Approval by the Bu- 
reau of Outdoor Recreation and U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers and state 


agencies, public hearings and provi- 
sion of funds by the Illinois General 
Assembly must bo completed before 
construction can start on any marina 
project, Bridge said. He estimates a

Taxpayers to foot law bill 
for RTA unit oust attempt 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Tho taxpayers will pay the bill for 


this summer's court battles between 
suburban and Chicago members of 
the Regional Transportation Authority 
board. 


Tho RTA board Wednesday voted 


7-1 to pay attorneys' fees, Including 
nearly $100.000 which resulted from 
the efforts of suburban board mem- 
bers to oust RTA Chairman Milton 
Plkarsky. 


Only one board member objected to 


uilns taxpayers' money to pay the le- 
gal bills. Director James Kemp of 
Chicago said he did not want to mako 
himself liable for the bills if payment 
might be legally questionable. 


RTA attorney Jeremiah Marsh said 


payment I* legal. "Under section 304 
of the (RTA) act there Is a provision 
that says the expenses of the directors 
shall be paid." he said, noting legal 
fees and accounting fees arc included 
as legitimate expenses. 


mitKCTCW D. Daniel Baldlno of 


Evanston said RTA board members 
agreed informally in July that tho 
agency would pay the directors' legal 
fees. He said (tic taxpayers arc get- 


ting their money's worth, because tho 
legal battles have made the RTA a 
more responsive agency. 


"All along the issue has been wheth- 


er tho suburbs were being fairly rep- 
resented by this ugcncy," Baldino 
said. "I think some positive accom- 
plishments came out of this long and 
arduous struggle." 


"If you compare the cost of the le- 


gal fees for the suburban lawyers ... 
that may well be a small price for a 
suburban taxpayer to pay for a re- 
sponsive agency and better service 
for tho suburbs," he said. 


Suburban members blocked passage 


of the RTA budget June 30, saying tho 
budget was their only tool to force 
Piknrsky's resignation. Failure to 
pass a budget prompted a scries of 
lawsuits and court battles that ended 
with an Illinois Supreme Court deci- 
sion in late August. 


The court battle over tho budget 


cost $103,034 In lawyers' fees, somo of 
which already has been paid. The sub- 
urban directors' bill came to $52,731 
while the city members' legal bill was 
$30,303. 


IN ADDITION, the suburban mem- 


bers have run up a bill of $10,447 for a 
lawsuit challenging the legality of a 
board vote on a Chicago Transit Au- 
.thority grant. Most of the Chicago di- 
rectors' legal expenses for this suit 
havo been paid. They were included 
In tho last quarter's billing by tho 
HTA's lawyers. 


Suburban members paid $1,235 in le- 


gal fees before the informal decision 
was made that tho agency would cov- 
er legal bills. 


"When our attorneys took the case . 
.. they were not assured of any front- 
end legal fees," Baldino said. "We 
said we'd give them as much as we 
could raise." 


Chicago board member Pastora 


Caffcrty sold she had no problem with 
approving payment of the legal bills. 


"We all agreed to pay these bills. 


We all need protection on this board," 
she said. "I think this if a good ex- 
ample of why we should not go around 
suing each other." 


Mrs. Cafferty, however, said she 


was unhappy with the budget line 
Items that were being used to pay the 
bills and therefore voted present on 
tho matter.

ry. an expert in biochemistry and 
biophysics. Mid craftsmen In the 16th, 
17th and 18th centuries probably used 
readily available Ingredients, such as 
blood."beer and manure. 


"The science of materials through 


that time remained fixed on the old

framework. 


Their goals were pursued with in- 
gredients of midnight moon, witch- 
c r a f t . lead oxide and chicken 
manure," Nagyvary said.

"I'm doing my part to fight inflation. 
I undersell everybody." 


But Clzauskas. who<e age Is uncer- 


tain although he retired from a tan- 
nery 30 years aco. could teach a few 
thlna« to the mo«t dedicatedscroogc. 


ON HIS ItUSTIC. crumbling farm 


northeast of Grand Rapids, Cizauskas 
lives on a pittance of Social Security 
ami what ho earns from the sale of 
trees and fish from his tiny hatchery. 
Ills only luxuries arc a battered pick- 
up truck and a thin line bringing elec- 
tricity to his teetering house. 


"I make enough to buy groceries 


and pay taxes." he said, "and that's 
all I need." 


Rouen whiskey serves as his tonic, 


shampoo and toothpaste. He attribut- 
ed what few teeth he has left to the 
bracing elixir, and he claimed It also 
U a dandy cure for dandruff. 


"I'm too busy to get old or sick." he

Thirty residents at Elk Grove Town- 


ship DUt. 59 and High School Olst 214 
Wednesday had their say about the 
unit school district proposed for the 
DUt. S9 area 


The proposal would combine Dist. 


S3 schools and Elk Grove and Forest 
View high schools under one school 
board and administration. 


Dist. £9 Is one of several elementary 


districts in the High School Dist 21-t 
area. 


OPPONENTS OK the unit district 


sold that Dist. 59 has enough financial 
problems of Its own and should put its 
house In order before trying to as- 
sume greater responsibility 


Testifying at the last public hearing 


on (he unit district proposal, Elk 
Orove Village Trustee Nancl Van- 
derwreel Wednesday said Dist. 59's In- 
stability Is evidenced by Its history 
of paying teachers In script, using 
deficit spending, and having a con- 
stant turnover in superintendents. 


"To the present Dist. 59 fiscal and 


management problems will bo added 
two high schools, 5000 students and 
over 200 teachers." said Richard 
Chlcrlco, a teacher at Elk Grove High 
School. "Tho history of Dist. 59 
docsn t warrant additional educational 
responsibilities " 


Several residents said, they have 


seen no evidence that the proposed 


unit district would offer their children 
an education better or even as good 
as the education now being provided 
by Dist. 214 


"(MIEN MORE than 1,700 class- 


room teachers who have the students' 
welfare at heart do not support the 
unit district proposal, something must 
be suspect educationally," said Robert 
DcBolt. president of the Dist 214 Edu- 
cation Assn. 


Proponents of the proposed unit dis- 


trict said they have been short- 
changed by Dist. 214. They said Dist. 
59 residents have not had adequate 
representation on the Dist. 214 Board 
of Education and charged that Forest 
View and Elk Grove high schools do 
not offer the same facilities and 
educational opportunities as the other 
six schools in Dist. 14. 


"We continue to contribute sig- 


nificantly to Dist. 214's financial re- 
sources and continue to have little 
voice in the utilization of these re- 
sources," said Charleno Bessey. a 
member of the committee of 10 Dist. 
59 residents who filed the petition 
iccklng the formation of the unit dis- 
trict. 


Dist 59 Board member Gerald Smi- 


ley said only twice have two Dist. 59 
residents been represented on tho 
Dist 214 Board at one time.
